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FULI.ER details oí the experimeiits of Professors 
Petlenkoffet and Emmricli, of Mutiich, Germony, 
, háve ccBie- Whanít Tbrongli D.-, tijíflty, of >Iam- 
biirg, the>' seciired a supply of the so-called cholera 
gemis "coniina badlli," Then, WTÍtes an Europeaii 
correspondent, " Al one dose Von Pelteiikofler swal- 
lowed several millards of commabacílii." Professor 
Emraerich did the saine a few days later. "For 
more than a week each of these Professors had in 
his intestiiies niillions, comilless niíllions, of the 
true choleia geniis, the lineal desceudauts of tlie 
comina bacilli laten from tke iniestines 0/ persons 
zťha had dit-d of tke cholera in Hamburg, and yet 
ihey did not suOér iu any way from cholera" A 
slight diarrhoKí was the ouly evidence of the pres- 
enceof these dreaded "comina bacilli." 

So, while North and South America were in a 
siate of hysterical panic through fear of the "conima 
bacilli," and whilc Icanied physicians were kept 
biisy explainiug to the frightened piiblic the fearful 
results tliat would flow fŕoui the presenee of these 
"genns," two Germán Professors were waJking 
abotit attending to tlieir duties with " countless niil- 
Hons" of these "germs" in their bodies, Whal the 
scientific mind will say of this coraplete refutation 
of its pet iheory rcniains to be seen. To the un- 
scientific niind it looks as if the "germ" wíll háve 
to join the "Lymph" in thal línibo to which, 
sooner or later, alt ilie theories of Scientific Medi- 
ciucs are relegatcd.

For a Honiceopalh or an Eclectic, 
whose specialty is biisiness tact iu advertising with 
3 trade-mark, šuch public flaunting and stmtting are 
qnite befitting, but to the regular practitioner who 
indnlges in this unseemly and uiiprofessional indirecl 
advertising we innst cr\', ' Shanie úpon you ! ' " 

Really, you Allopathic editors ought to meet iu 
convention and decíde úpon a consistent attitude 
towards Hoinceopathy. Eilher také the position 
that the Homceopaths are a set of "bigoted and 
dehided fetich worshi[>ers," but sincere in their 
folly, or that theyare a pack of "self-seeking and 
advertising quacks," The one accusation, you see, 
neutralízes the otlier, and when they are broiight 
into juxtaposition you are placed in a ridiculons 
position, unbecoming for gentlemen who claim to 
be scientific. Your couflicting diagnoses of Homcco- 
pathy will make the public in time lóse faíth in 
your perspicacit>-. They may even come to suspect 
that it is "bigoted hatred" on your part. Get 
together and come to an agreemeut. 



On the subject of Houíceopathy the regular Allo- 
path seeins to be daft. He denies facts, sliuts his eyes , 
to figures, coutradicts bimself frequently, and al- 
together cuts a queer figúre. The coniparative sta- 
tistics of death rates iu the treatment of cholera by 
Houíceopathy and Allopathy that háve beeu pub- 
lished recently, and so freelj', are so bitter to theín, 
that one of their number, a Dr, Remondino, of San 
Diego, Cal,, is moved to ask why the Homoeopaths 
do uot come forward uow aud "smite tlie cholera 
gerni, hip and thigh" at Hamburg and etsewhere. 

There are two rcasons, oh, most sarcastic and 
Allopathic Medicus, why they do not. One is that 
the "smiting" of germs is about as eíEcacious in 
the cure of cholera as a bountj' on their scalps would 
be. Homceopaths go Äíiťií- of the "germs," remove 
their cause, and heiice cure the patient The second 
reason ís that yon will not permitthem. At Antwerp, 
a not distant neighbor of Hamburg, when the Town 
Couucil sauctioned the openíng of a Homceopathic 
dispensary for the poor, you weut on a "strike." It 
was very funnj', to lookers-on, to see a learned body 
of "scientific" doctors on a "strike," You ask 
why the Homceopaths do not come forward and 
save the thousands of victims of this plague? Be- 
hold the answer is : You Allopaths will not permit 
them. Stand aside, or learn and apply the truth, 
and cholera will soon lóse its terrors. 

As to the work of Homceopaths at Hamburg, the 
editor of the Cltmca! Reportér says that priváte ad- 
vices indicate that the Homceopatliic physicians 
there are "saviug ten patients, where the 'scientific' 
physicians permít one to get well." 

Some time ago mention was made of tlie fact, in 
the Knvoy, that the Council of Antwerp had decided j 
to permit the poor to háve Homceopathic treatment 1 
when they desired it, and that in consequence the I 
Allopaths had ordered a "strike" by fotbiddíng any I 
of their niembers from applying for places at thel 
disposal of the city's Roard of Charities. Twol 
young Allopaths, however, disregarded the "strike"! 
and applied for positions. Thereat the Allopathic I 
Society waxed furious, and ga\^ the two recalcitrant^ 
ones a severe public repriniaiid. The two tlien sued 
for damages and recovered three huudred íŕancs, 
and a court decree compelling the Allopathic So- 
ciety to advertise the judgment in any joumal tlie 
two should select. It is pathetic to see the poor . 
blinded, but houest, Allopaths lightiug the resistles 
advance ot the recoguition of a law of nátury 
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HoiiKEopaihy. Why not stiidy it lather tlian fight 
it? If Homceopathy had beeu an epheraeral fad it 
would háve been forgotteu a lifetime ago. But it 
hasgrowu to great proportious in the face of bítter 
opposítion trom iiiedical organizations, of uiijiisl 
laws, of ridiciile — tliougli this latter ís alwa\-s clrnnsy 
— and raisrepreseiitatiou. Sludy it, genlleiiien, aud 
your patients will h\css you. 

MiCROBES play no part in Homceopathy, but 
Homceopathy plays the deuce wítli the microbcs, for 
it removes the diseased condition which renders 
thcír presence possible, and thereby extermiiiates 
them. In this sense Homoeopatliy is the great and 
only gennicide and inicrobe killer. Don't try to 
extenninate mosquítoes by slapping them, but draiii 
the marsh and they will disappear.

Charlbs DCDUiv Warner is a little suspidous of 
Úxe "enlighteamenť'of this great nineteenthctntnry 
of which so múch brng is made.

"Consider," 
he says. " the quantily or proprietory medicines 
taken in this country, some of them harmless, sonie 
of them good in some cases, some of them injurí- 
ous, but generally takeu without advice and 
in absolute ignorance of the náture of the dis- 
ease, or the specific actíon of the temedy. The 
dnig sho])s are lull of them, especialh' ín conntr)- 
towns ; and in the far West and on the Pacific coast 
I hav-e beeu astonished at the quautity and variety 
displayed. They are found in ahiiost every house, 
the countr>' is literally dosed to death wilh these 
manufaclured nostrums and panaceas — that ís the 
most popular medicíne which can be used for the 
grealest nuniber of inlernal and exterual diseases 
and injuries — mauy newspapers are hatf supported 
in advertising them, and milHons of dollars are 
invested in this popular industry." 

But, \anily of vanities ! eveu ihe preacher 
cherishes a deUision. This delusioii is that the 
"regular educated professors of the medical art" 
háve souls above the proprietory medicíne. Has he 
uever heard of the coal-tarproducts? ot dipped into 
the advertisiog pages of — well, say, the Afedicai 



Record or the \fedual Newsl These journals, put 
here merely as types, exact fat prioes for their 
advertising pages (over $600.00 a year per page), 
aud get it from proprietory medicíne nien. The 
publíe doesu't read them so who makes it profitable 
for the advertisers? The doctor aud the patient are 
about on a par conceruing tlieir knowledge of ihese 
iiiedicines, or they can be by reading tlie labe! on 
the bottle, and the patient is íäst leamiug this. 

Tlie truth is tliat, loutside of the law-governcd 
and orderly realms of Homceopathy, the patíeut is 
as apt to hit úpon the ríght remedy — the one that 
doesn't kill him — wheu he prescribes for hiinself as 
when he emplo\-5 a doctor to do it for him. 

TilK Homceopaths a.sk for permissíon to erect an 
emergency hospital in the Worlďs Fair groun<is at 
Chic^o, The Allopathic Medical Director opposes 
their request. The fact that a v-ery large proportion 
of tiie vísitors will be Homceopaths does uot move 
the gentleman clothed with a little brief authorit>-. 
He doesn't believe m Homceopathy, and will exert 
hís ofhcial power to preveut any one receiving its 
mínistratious. He does not know, and apparently 
does uot čare, that hís actiou ís fundameutally un- 
jiist and unlawfnl. In so far as lies in liis powec be 
would deprive a large proportion of the people of 
their libertj-. That is the p<»ition the Allopathic 
School of Medicine, as a whole, occnpies lo-day. It 
is a positiou tliat ís uu-American, uuliberal aud ,im- 
\väí. 

The Exvov does not čare how strong a mau's 
belief is ín politics, religion, medicine or anything 
else, so long as he is willing to respect the liberty of 
others. The .\llopath is welcorae to believe that 
Homceopathy is .'\baddon itself, if he will respect 
the basic law of personál libertv'. But this nine out 
of teu of him will not do. Hence the "irrepressi- 
ble conflict" The Allopath, claiming the earth and 
the right to strangle all who oppose him, and the 
Honiceopath claiming Medical Truth and tlie right 
to personál iiberty. Génia! optiuibts think the dav 
will come when the two schools will commingle, and 
peace and good will reígu. Tliis can never be. 
Homosopaths may give up their belíef and be ab- 
sorbed by the Allopaths; or, on the other hand, 
Allopaths may become clothed in their ríght minds 
and accept the great Law. Witliout one of these 
two prooesses tliere canuot be harraony. The bcd 
Tocks of the two schools are iu opposítion. 
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IÍÍOMCEOPATHIC medicíne VBRSUS AL- 
LOPATHIC KNIHE

Oii the fourtli of Júly last, I was coiisulted by 

Mr. , aged 31, holding a respoiisible position in 

a Londoir house of business, naturally of excelleut 
physique,. but at tlie tíme looking aiiytliing biit 
well or happy. He gave the foUowing liistoiy. 
Eighteen nionths before, he had had influenza badly. 
His eyes were affecled, especially the right, and for 
a day or two he was bliiid. He l^caiiie well eaoiigh 
to retiirn to work, but his eyes had never got right, 
and he liad never been anything like so well as he 
used to be fornicrly. Before the influenza he had 
never knowu what ilbiess was. 

In Januar>' of thís year, after a week of uiinsnal 
physical exertion, though without aiiy definite straiu 
that he is aware of, he noticed in the left groin a 
little painl&ss lump, which gradually increased. 
This he showed to his iisual medical attendant, 
who painted it with iodine, gradually increasing 
the strengllí of the paint nútil the patient rebelled 
on account ol the pain it gave hiui. This treatnient 
continued for a inonth. As things were getling 
worse, he was persuaded to consult an eniinent sur- 
geon connected with one of the uietropolitan medi- 
cal schools, who advised operation. Arrangements 
were made, aud under ether the swelling was 




opened, the incision being made parallel with Pon- 
parťs ligament — for soine inscnitable reason — and 
pus evaciiated. This was in February. There fol- 
lowed a long, painfnl and tedious convalescence. A 
gaping wonnd was left, and complete healing never 
took plače up to the time I saw bim. 

Just prior to his comiug to ine he had been in the 
hands of an Allopathic medical inan, who, afler dili- 
gently probing the wonnd in various directions for 
three weeks, finally informed the patient that there 
was no chance of its healing until it had been laid 
open again under an anesthetic. The patienťs pre- 
vious experience of an operation did not encourage 
him to face anotlier, and before consentiiig, he re- 
solved to try another systém of treatnient altogether, 
cspecially as he had been urged by friends to do so. 
When he came to nie, I found the followíng local 
coudition. There were two linear scars in the left 
groin, parallel to Ponparťs ligament, with several 
fistulons openings díscharging slightly. 1 told him 
that in my opinion it would be a piece of cruelty to 
operate; that no good could be done by it, but that ., 
it would háve the result of making an invalid o\\ 
him, and laying himaside for some time. 

The fistuIoTis openings in tlieiaselves presented 
tolerably clear iudicatiotis for one medicíne. Silica. 
The constitutional symptoms were mcagre, but a 
tendency to moist feet, and a prefereuce for hot 
weather, and sensitiveness to chills, stipported this 
selection. 

I told him to také reasonable čare of himself, es- 
pecialiy to avoid colds and anything like over- 
exertion, and to be careful about his diét. He was 
to lise no lotion or antiseptic, or any application ex- 
cept what was required for cleanliness, to the wonnd ; 
and as a medieine I ordered liim one tablet of Silica 
30, three times a day. He was to return and report 
himself to me in a montli. 

This he did. In fonrteen days from the time he 
came to me a!l discharge had cea.sed. The wonnd 
had healed perfectly, and he was himself in better 
healtli than he had been any time since the attaek 
of influenza the year before. In addÍtÍon to tliis, his 
luind was relieved of the haunting nightmare of a 
secoiid operation. 

There still remained the eye trouble, which had 
lasted ever since the influenza attaek. After ten 
miniites reading he was obliged to desist from in- 
ten.se pain at the back of both eyes, with pain 
at the back of the liead. For this I gave him 
Conium 30 and a lotion of Rula. I háve seen him 
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to-day, biit not professionally, and he tells me tliat 
ihe eyes soon became quite well, and lie lias re- 
maíned perfectl)' well in other respecU ever since. — 
Homsopathic World,

cer, elephantiasis, consnniplion and others of the 
dass, does not shake the belieť of the mass of hn- 
maníty in the practice. The act of piitting tlie 
"inatter" fŕom a ranning šore iuto the blood does 
not disgust the publíc, and it subinits to háve its 
blood poisoned in the sanie way it once did to liav- 
ing its blood drained away t^- the lancet, and its 
bones and teeth rolted by raercury. Snrely a prac- 
tice that can be atraigned as vaccination is, and 
which, if what is said against it is tme, is of sneh 
vital iraportance to every human being, deserves a 
little study.

One point that tells in its favor is the 
fact that the sick, almosl without exception, relish 
it, tluis deraonstrating that it supplies a lacking and 
needed element to the diseased body. Get the pure 
juice of yonr Homceopathic pharmacist, and not the 
stuff preserved with chemicals.

A correspondent wants lo know "a Homceopathie 
aire for coms, buuions and perspiriug feel." Anti- 
monium crudum is said to cure "large honiy places 
on the soles of the feet," but whether it would cure 
coms is a qneslion. Loose shocs is, perhaps, the 
best cnre, at the sarae time keeping tlie corn pared 
down. As for bnnions, Raue in his Spfcial Palh- 
oíogy and Tfierapeutic Hints, says: "What blireitis 
is to tlie knee, bunion is to the metatarsal joint of the 
great toe, an inflammation of the bnrsse situated in 
this joint, in coiisequence of nndne pressnre of shoes 
or boots. Arnica often relieves the acute symptoms 
and Cakarea carb. freqnentiy cures chronic cases." 
As for sweaty feet, quoting Dr. John H. Čiarke, 
I^Dicltonary 0/ Dotnťstic Media'nes): "Ne\-er tr>- to 
suppress the trouble by extemal nteans for if you 
I succeed soraething worse will follow. Begin treat- 
! ment with a few doses of Sulphur, takeu two or 
I three days apart. This aloiie may cure. If not, 
I then gi\'e Silicea, if the perspiration is felid, 
Pelroleum if there is tendemess of the feet, or Cal- 
, carea where the perspiration is cold and clammy. 
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A tiiicture inade froín the Saw Palmetto berries, 
of Florida, Sabal sťmtlafa, is doing excelleut work 
in that hilherto inciuab[e discase, enlarged prostate 
in elderly nieii. The dose is íive or ten drops of the 
pure tiiicture once a day. Under tliis treatment, 
accordiug to reports, the iiecessity of calbeters is 
soon obvíated. 

_Takíiig his cue from the reported cures of tlie 
very worst cases of astlmia in huitiau beings by 
Blalta orifiitalis, Ur. Simuioiis, a veterinarian, looked 
about for a liorse badly afflicted with the " heaves" to 
experiment on. He sooii foiind an old stager witli 
" old-fashiotied bellow's heaves," gave bim tlie 
remedy every day, and inside of a week the aniraal 
was markedly better and finally was cured.and thus 
restored to the socíety of respectable equiues, and is 
now eartiing his liay in a livery stable. There is 
money in veterinary Homoeopathy. 

Apocynum cannabinum is a remedy which shonld 
be borne more frequently in uiind in cases of persis- 
tently slow pulse (50 to 60), in acnte affections of 
men inuch addicted to smoking. — -J. E. Winans, 
M. D. 

Lycopodium is frequently called for in tobacco 
cUewers. Ulcers in niouth and on tongne. Slight 
light gray coatíng of tonguc. — Cal. Honiíxopath. 

"Sžanti/tm:" says the California Homteopath, is 
indicated in "great accninulation of mucus, scrap- 
ing congh, producing soreiiess iii chest and trachea, 
chest weak, chest feels empty, hoarseness." 

A blind horsc coiiM not feed on acconnt of in- 
ability to close its jaw, becanse of a swelHng of the 
upper part of the throat. A íew doses of licUadonna 
soon reniedied the matter. 

Another horse had šore eyes for several weeks ; 
they looked whitish and watered copionsly. Two 
doses of Enp/irasia rednced the condition. — Dr. J. 
H. BcMeri. 

I had a very bad čase of urticaria which resisted 
the Dsual reinedies as Apis, Urtic. m:, etc, and I 
gave ber (a gírl Iwelve ycars old), four powders of 
about four grains each of Sfcookum chuck jx trit. in- 
structing hi?r to také one powder in one-half glass 
water, one teaspoonfnl every two bours, and slie 
retnrned in a week free íroni any nrticaria. I gave 
her four powders more, and no appearance o f 
urticaria since. Besides cnring tlie urticaria the 
patíenťs health is in every way improving, I write 
ihis, thinking you might desire to know of its value 
in urticaria, as well as eczema. — D. DeForest Cole,

aci'd tbe best reliéf for the inteuse pains of paronchia, 
whitlow or felou. He would paint tbe diseased 
parts with funiing Ä'iín'caad, which always re!ie\-ed 
the pain, and adininister Silicea, Calcarea carb., or 
Sulph. intemally, as indicated. Tbeacid wasapplied 
by ineans of a suiall stick, čare being taken to keep 
it off the surrounding healthy tissue. 

Carbuncle, with "black core" is generally rapidly 
cured by Tarantula atb., 30. Dr, Comljs, of Grass 
Valley, reporLs some very stríkiug cures made with it. 

Dr. Young, of Herisau, Switzerland, reports some 
reuiarkable cures of consumption by Bacillinum lOO 
or 2CX) potency. One dose a week is all that is 
allowed. Dr, Buruetťs book New Cure for Con- 
sumptioH, gives ftiU particnlars of the new remedy.

Dr. Lopis a. QtTEEN, in a lelter to the North 
American Joiirnal aj Homceopatky, from Berlin, 1 
from which we quote tlie following, illustratíve of I 
the sheer folly of official mediciue inen, saj-s: j 

"It was, iadeed, a \ex\ iinsafe tíme for auyoiie to 1 
be taken ill — no matter how light the náture of the ] 
coiiiplaiiit. One family of Americans, whora I háve I 
since met, arrived at one of the leading hotels one j 
week after the outbreak at Hainbiirg, Two days | 
after their arriva] the mother of the two children, ; 
who, witli her, constitiited the family. not feeling as 1 
well as iisual, and ha\ing a very slight attack of 
diatrhcea, concUided to call a phyaician. She knew 
no physician here and had no means of callíng one, 
except by the portier of the hotel, to whom she had 
given instructions. In less Ihan one hour the Board 
of Health was represented by a physician and a 
policeman. None of tlie fauiily could speak Germán, 
and the attendant enibarrassment, associated with 
the simple nialady, evidently caiised tlie authorities 
to suspect grave symptoms for in a ver^' short time, 
against al! protests, the mother was in an ambnlance 
and driven to a hospital, where she was detaiued for 
a week, and the children left to the mercies of a 
foreign hotel. 

"Another čase ÍIliistrati\'e of the impulsive, and 
probably inconsistent, metliods adopted was tliat of 
a lady wlio received a package by post from Ham- 
burg. Tlie postiuan who delivered it at her resí- 
dence also carried a note ordering that said package 
mušt al once be taken to ihe police department for 
inspection. Úpon the arriva] there of tlie lad)' and 
her little boy, wlio went witli her, the parcel was 
considered siispicions and all were loaded into an 
ainbulance and driven to a hospital. And while the 
lady and child were enduring a bath, after which 
thcy were put to bed, the package, with alt their 
clothing, was undergoing a rigid fumígation. They 
were released the following day." 

Dr. Queen says that these are but two specinien 
cases of tliousands of others or a similar absiird ná- 
ture. The State doctors had to do something to 
satisfy the public lliat it wos being protected from 
tlie "comraa bacilhís," and in the oieantime Petten- 



koffer and Eminerich were drinking tlie aforesaid 
"germs"bythe inillion without liarm. Scientific 
medicine is so brilliantly briglit that it blinds one. 

A few doses of Cupriim in cholera times will do 
more towards protecting one from the disease than 
all the fuinigation ever practiccd. 

A LITTLE pamphlet, "Our Meanest Criine," by 
Dr. John H. Čiarke, of London, published by the 
Anti-Vivisection Society, 20 Victoria St., S. W., 
London, England, has been received. It is a heavy 
blow at the pretentíous claiius of scientific mediciue oí 
which we hear so mucli concerning what it is doing 
for, the good of humanity and see so little of that 
good. Dr. Clarke's attack is directed at vÍvÍsection 
and phannacolog)-, L e., the science of studyiug driig 
action by means of \-ivisection. He asserts that not 
one fact, or prínciple, tliat is of the slightest benefit to 
mankind has resulted from the sickeiiing sufferings 
inflicted by these vivisectors on their victims. On 
the contrar)- whenevtr they háve inade a discoverj- 
and attempted to apply it to hunian beings the re- 
suít has been disastrous. Pastciir is one of the great 
ones among them and his "great discover^" is in- 
oculation to prcveiit hydrophobia. One scíentist re- 
ceiitly asserted that Pasteur's discovery had saved 
900 lives and another put the fignres at 1 2,000, which 
dtscrepancy seeins rather odd couiiiig as it does from 
men who lay sucli great stress on scientific accuracy. 
Dr. Čiarke pronounces these claims to be "absurd" 
and says that the statistics of France prove that 
hydrophobia has actually íncreased in the regions 
where Pasteur's inoculations are practiced ; also, that 
it has introdnced a new disease among the people — 
paralytic rabies — frora which a nuniber háve died, 
while probably thousands ha\'e been niined in health 
by the inocnlation. If these scientists woiíld study 
tlie action of drngs on their own peräoiisthey could 
do an immense amount of good if Lhe results were 
applied in the light of the great law of Siuiilia. 
But, asit is, they only inflict niisery,

They are of great ose, notouly

the tongue, will clear any oiie's 
throat from iiiucua or phlegui iu 
a remarkable niauuer, and very 
greatly fatľilitate a subseqneut 
sustained effort. 

They are very palatable. and 
may be uted for wceks at a lime 
wllhout doying Ihe appetite or 
derauging tbc stom ach, as candy 
wonld be apl lo do. 
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IF the everyday citizen is asked to define the 
■wotd "quack" the chances are that he will reply, in 
effect, "Why a quack is — a quack." This delini- 
tion is qiiite as good as that given by the average 
dictionary, which infonns the inquirer that a quack 
Ís"a charlatan." Tiirniii)í to that word the študent 
is blaiidiy informed that a charlatan is a "quack." 
Iiiasmuch as the Allopaths in scvera! states are vig- 
orously deiiiaudiiig that power be given them to 
protect the public froín quacks, it behooves all pub- 
lic-minded nien to learn what the obnoxious quack 
is. If we go to the gentlemen who desire power at 
the hands of the legislators and study their literatúre, 
it will soon dawn, even on the obtuse, that in their 
minds the head-centre of qnackery is HomoK)pathy, 
and, consequeutly, the chief quacks are Homoec- 
paths. Search a little for the basis of this belief, 
and it resolves into "Because we say so," an answer 
not altogether satisfactorj- to nien who think. As 
all dictionaries refer tis to "charlatan" in defining 
the word "quack," it beconies uecessarj' to go to the 
rool of that word to End tlie de&nition of the species 
from wliose practices the Allopaths are seekiug to 
protect the public Taking this uieans of "solving 
the problém" we run at ouce agaiiist the Latin 
word, a'ar/are, which translated is "to talk múch," 
or colloquially, "one who talks loo múch." 

If the Allopaths could, by means of their "medi- 
cal bili," protect long-sufľering humanity from those 



who talk too múch, they would be regaided as bene- 
factois of mankind. Think of what a vast field their 
"board" would háve in which to work! But it is 
evideut at once that this is not what they waut, for 
a bili oľ this sort steniU^ enforced as a law, would 
prove to be something that would ^¥o^k havoc in all 
classes of society, and might evcn whack some of the 
very men who are proniotíng the "bili." 

But the dictionaries give. as an after-thought, the 
additional definitiou a " medíca! pretender." Ah, now 
we are getting down to the scenL They desire to 
professioually annihilate all medical pretenders, But 
now, to pursue the Socralic course of arriving at 
pure truth we mušt ascertain what is thenieaníag of 
the word "pretender." "A pretender," saith honest 
Webster, "is one who pretends." Hying to that 
word, we learn that, in effect, a pretender is one who 
offers something untriie; one who feigns to do some- 
thing that he cannot do. So we may íinally assume 
that a "quack" is one who feigns to benefit the sick 
by his drugs, but does noL 

Now the quack question is narrowing down to a 
point where it is getting interesting, for il is qnite 
possible that a uian might be able to answer evcry 
question a sapient Board of Medical Examiners 
raight put to him, might even in a competitive ex- 
amiuation rout all the members of tiie Board itself, 
and yet be a most dangeroiis quack. Did not Prof. 
Barker, of the New York Medical Coilege, say that 
"The drugs that are administered for the cure of 
scarlet fever kill far more patients tliaii the dJsease 
itself?" Yet, in all probability, the men who pre- 
scribed these drugs, more deadly than the disease, 
would pass an Examining Board with flying colors ; 
might — it is within the Huiits of possibility — be 
on the Board itself! And Dr. Rush, of Philadel- 
phia, "We háve mulliplied diseases and increased 
their mortality." Yet "we," of to-day, desire to 
protect the public from "quacks!" 

Among ihe stalwarl and front-rank fighters for 
medical power is TAe Medical Ncivs^ of Philadel- 
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pliia; yet iiot two moons háve passed siiice that 
jouriml scornfully declared that it was aii insult to 
intelligeuce to assert tliat cholera caii be cured "by 
any ineaus." After thoroughly digestiug this state- 
nieiit the "eaniest sceker after tnilh" perhaps will 
feel like asking: "Silice you geiitlemeii frankly 
admít that, with yoiir preseiit conibined knowledge, 
you cannot cure disease, upon what ground do you 
base your claitn íor power to protect the piiblic from J 
qiiacks?" Could the qiiacks do worseŕ I 

Gentlemen of the legíslatiire, ít is a very nice j 
question, that is wrapped in these medical bills, and 
yoti will be wise if you make haste verj' very slowly. 
You uiight even let the inatler rest over from session 
till session uutil tlie AUopaths, who constitute the 
majority of the medical profession, liave found sorae 
meaiis of curing the sick, 

Hahuemanii, whom these gentlemen háve tíme 
and again deHoiiiíuated the veriest quack, opens his 
great Oigmum with the followiug paragraph: 

"The physician's highest and otily calliiig is to 
restore heallb to the sick, which is called Healing." 

This is the idea sick people and their friends háve 
wlien they call in a doctor. However, Hahnemann 
lived before the dawn of "scientiíic medicine" and 
the niicrobe. But. for all tiiat, we believe he was 
right. The facts prove he was right, The AUopaths 
will never be in a position to properly protect the 
pnblic and to fulfill the physician's liighest and only 
calling, until they learn and practice medicine on 
the great therapentic law of Homceopathy. 

The facts prove he was right. The Envov has 
piiblished an ovtrwhelming mass of statistícs during 
the pást three years, all poiiiting to the fact that life 
is safer luider HonnEopathic treatment than niider 
any other. These figures are constantly accumu- 
lating, and they all lell the samé story. Here are 
soine from a paper lately read before the Horaceo- 
patbic Medical Society of the County of Kings, N. 
Y., by Dr. Charles S. Hadley, of Brooklyn : 

Block Island, twelve niiles off the shores of Rhode 
Island, has beeii settled for 225 years, and for the 
pást 50 years the poptilation has remained aboiit the 
sauie in nnmbers. Up to a certaíii periód the medi- 
cal treatment was solely Allopathic. Then a Ho- 
mceopathic doctor iiioved oiit to the island, and in a 
short tiuie the Allopath left the field to his rival and 
inoved elsewliere. Dr. Hadley took the trouble to 
look over tlie records. The last ten years of the 
Allopath's administration showed 210 deaths. Dur- 



ing the next ten years, when the people had Ho- 
iiiceopatliic treatment solely, the deaths were 98, a 
felling off of 112 deaths. 

Dr. Hadley has been making some verj' exhaus- 
tive analyses of the returns to the Board of Health 
of Brooklyn, and finds sorae very curious results. 
He copied the records of 6,061 coiisecutive deaths 
reported in that city, covering a little over three 
months. Of these death certificates, 5,701 were 
signed by Allopatlis and 360 by Homoeopaths. The 
ratio of Allopathic physicians to Homceopaths is 
4J^ to I, yet in the signing of death certificates ihe 
ratio was g}^ to i. After tabulating his figures, Dr. 
Hadley sums up'as follows (Hahnemannian Moníkly, 
Marck^ fSýj) : 

"Topiace the result in a nutshell, more than three 
tiraes as many cases of pueumonia, more than twice 
as many cases of diphlheria and scarlet fever, four 
and one-half times as many cases of measles, five and 
one-half times as many cases of croup, died under 
old-school treatment, as woutd under the samé num- 
ber of Homceopathic practitioners. Truly there mušt 
be soinething in a systém that reduces the death-rate 
more than one-half." 

Please to remember that these are not doctored 
figures or "quack"' puffs, but the officiai figures of 
a Board of Health, and may be verified at any time. 
They are not remarkable or isolated either, for 
wherever the sarae test has been applied to the re- 
turns to the Boards of Health of other cities, practi- 
cally the samé answer has been given. 

The facts prove he was right. 

Wh\- should Allopathic physicians, men as a class, 
bright in all departments of medicine save that of 
healing the sick — therapeutics — persistently refuse 
to adopt Homceopathic therapeutics? They frankly 
admit that their own are worse than useless -, statis-

They aloue can aiiswer the coaundnim. 

The first annual report of the Homoeopathic 
Dispensary at Antwerp has been piiblished. Thb is 
the dispensary the establishment of which was so 
opposed by the Allopatbs of Antwerp, even to the 
extent of a medical strike and boycott, the first in 
history. The consultalions the first month of the 
dispensary numbered 44. On the twelflh month 
they had risen to 28S by steady inonthly íncrease. 
This shows that the Antwerpers know a good thing. 
And now the Homoeopatlis waiit hospita] facilities. 
They will get them in time, as tliis is not a retro- 
gressive ^e, but not untíl they háve had another 
fight with the AUopaths. 

"Whv should we as Horaceopatbs, with the bril- 
liant achievements of the pást century, with a pa- 
tronage that represenls one-third of the taxable prop- 
erty of this great empíre Siate, aJlow auy school, or 
clique, in defiance of our righteous and civil rights, 
attempt in a rough-sho<l maimer to override and 
overrule our just rights and prerogatives. We 
háve no right to stand idly by and allow oiie single 
inch of teuable ground to be taken from us, and I 
know that this society will stand as a nnit in de- 
fense of the rights of the Homoeopaths in this State, 
and sustain those of iis that are fighling for those 
rights. We mušt not allow ourseh'es to be ostra- 
cised, bulldozed or manipulated out of one single 
claim that we háve that is just, by any set, and we 
mušt ineet blows at our legal rights by strong, sturdy 
blows in retum." — From Adíiress of President W. 
M. L. Fhke, M. D,, BrooklyKy al Forty-secoiid An- 
nual Session of the Hamceopathic Medúal Society of 
New York. 

The dmg Kairine was discovered about twelve 
)-ears ago, and may be termed the forefather of the 
present family of coal-tar medicines, of which anti- 
pyrine is the elder brother. There was quite a 
hurrah made over this scientific discovery at the 
time; "it was found to be very potent, always 
curing the fever in a few hours," but as the 
patient generally became cyauotic and frequently 
died its nse was abandoned. Some day, per- 
haps, scientific medicine will leani of Horao^- 
opathy that fever is not a disease, but a symptóm of 
a diseased state, When it gets this far it will be 
more scientific than it ís to-day, but it will not be 



true scientific medicine until it learns and practices 
the principles laid down in Hahnemann's. Organon. 

A COBRESPONDENT asks; 

Can you say whether or no there are any of our 
schools in Germauy, and if so where do you thínk, 
after graduation from a Homceopathic medical 
school in this counlr)-, say here in Chicago, a post- 
graduate course in the old country would better fit a 
niau for practice than the sanie course here? 

We believe there are no Homceopathic medical 
colleges outside of the United States; in olher 
countries the law gíves full power to the AUopaths, 
as it soon will in this country if tlie people do iiot 
watcli their legislalors. If a maii has mastered al! 
that our Homceopathic medica! colleges can leach 
bim in this country, an honest study of the Matéria 
Medica on tlie Unes of Hahnemann's Organon is all 
that is needed to perfect bim in his choscn professiou, 
Hospital experíence in Európe will make hiui more 
familiar with the various forms of disease, but can 
hardiy advance him ninch towards a knowledge of 
their ciire^ which is the essential. 

Another correspondent wants to know how múch 
olive oil to také "at a dose." Olive oil is not a 
medicine, but an articie to be iised in the preparíng 
of food for those who like it, and the cookbook can 
explain that better than we can, A medicine can 
not be an articie of dict, for any subslance tlial may 
be used as a medicine mušt be capable of producing 
symptoms simiiar to those it will cure. 

I would like to ask what )ou would recommend 
for ear trouble, caused by catarrh, when the dmm is 
thickened and the ear feels partly closed up. An 
Allopathic ear specialist has advised Eucaly-piol, Hy- 
drang ox. and Lanolia, to be snuffed up the nose; 
and another prescripUon of Soäii b. boraí., Soäii b. 
carb., Sodii chlór., Ainmoiita chloride, which has been 
tried for months, but the patient no better. 

Do Homceopaths approve of buming out swell- 
ings iu the inside of the nose?

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SHOULD THERE Bli A SINGLE BOARD OF 
MEDICAL EXAMINERS IN PENN'A? 
Tbc following is a s>"nopsis of a bili presetited at 
the present Legislaliire by the Allopathic school of 
medicíne, to regiilale the practice of mediciiie Íti 
Peiinsyivaiiia. The Metlical Board is to cotisist oí 
nine meuibers, ap]x>inted by the Govenior, residents 
of differciit counties. and not ilieiubers of aiiy col- 
lege faculty or staff. All physícians coiniiícncing 
the practice of medicíne iii thLs State aftcr JuIy 1, 
1893, luiist pass an examination before this Board 
in Anatomy, Physiology, Cheniistry, Pathology, 
Hygiene, To.xícology, Differcntia] Diagnosis, Sur- 
gery and Obstetrics. The examination questíons 
that arŕ printed are niimbered, and the applícant 
is unknown until after tlie decision. "No one 
shall be cxchKÍed or rqected on acconnt of adher- 
ence to any specíal sy.sleni or scbool of practice." 
AU passing this examination arc allowťd to practice 
in Pennsylvania, Tiii^i bili was prcsented to the 
Legislatíve Comuiittee by inembers of the Allopathic 
Society of Pennsylvania. The inembers of the Ho- 
mceopatliic school, not in any nianner objectíng to 
the crcation of a State Medical Eainining lioard, yet 
took exception to the appoíntnient of a Board that 
in tlie existing condition of things woiíld, most 
probably, consist of Allopathic physicíans prejndiced 
more or less against Homosopathy. So a bili was 
presented by tbe Homoeopathic State Society askíng 



that three boards of medical examiners be appointed, 
one ftom tlie Allopathic, one from the Homteopathíc 
and one from tbe Eclectic school, so that gradc- 
ates of each school of medicíne in the State could 
be examíned by members of their own school. 

Bolh bills were preseuted in committee, and argti- 
meiits were heard from members of both schools. 
The Homoeopathic bili was rejected, and the Allo- 
, pathíc presented lo the k-gislatnre. Now is it feir 
that the members of ihe Allopathic school be per- 
mitted to dictate measures to the merabeis of any 
other school of medicíne? Is it in accordance with 
the tenetsof the law of govemment unaer which we 
live? It has been ihe constant aim of the so-called 
regtilar or Allopathic school to debar the physícians 
of the Homoeopathic school from practice ín tbe 
army of the United States, from practice in the 
public state and city hospitals; to belittle them by 
the appellation of irregnlars, qnacks and other sneh 
mísiiomers. The members of the Homceopathic 
school truly believe, as do thousands of the most 
intelligent of the people, that the s^'stem of medicíne 
as tanght by Hahiiemann, is the only tme systém of 
medicíne in existence. Believe that the irregnlars 
of the present day are really the AHopaths, with their 
experímentatíon and curions polyphannac)'. Being 
in the minority, and knowing that should this single 
bili pass, they, as a scbool, would not be fairly repre- 
sented on this board ; knowing that in fact the board 
would be Allopathic in tendency and in prejudíccs, 
and knowing that always the members of the Allo- 
pathic school háve used every possible way to pre- 
vent the Homoeopaths from advancement, ís it not 
uatural that members of the Homoeopathic proíessíon 
shonld be ralher chary in accepting any pian formu- 
lated by the AUopaths ? The Homoeopaths are as 
particular in demanding betler education from their 
students, as are the AUopaths. After this year the 
term of education in all of the Homceopathic coUeges 
wiU be a compnlsory fonr years, The Homoeopallis 
do not object to a post-gradnate examination, to any 
inethod to render the medical nian of the fnture 
thoroHghly educated and skilled in the art of healíng. 
But, inasmuch as the metliods of the Hoinosopathíc 
school are adversc and utterly unlíke those of the 
Allopathic school, ínasmuch as ihere is the nsual 
jealousy of one sect to another between the schools, 
is it not more just to all, physícians and patíents, to 
permit the members of each school to conduct its 
own políty? Let lis for one moment suppose that the 
Sauliedrím of Presbyterianísm were to appear in our 
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legislatíve halls \vitíi a bili asking that ever>' theo- 
logical študent, after graduating from his respective 
seminary, be coinpelled by law to pass a further 
exainínatiou before a board of Presbyteriau niiiiislers 
before being licensed to preach? Suppose Baptist, 
Methodist, Congregationalist, Unítarian, Universal- 
ist, Catholic, each and a]I tlie sects, were compelled 
to siibmit to ttie questioniugs of the presbyterj', and, 
if not deemed soiind on soine theological dogma, 
miglit be prevented from preachíng or might be 
refitsed, becaiise the members of the sect cousidered 
that already there were iniuisters enough. Wliat a 
howl of protest would go iip throughout the land ! 
But, suppose the Governor appointed ministers of 
various denominations to coiiduct the examinations, 
would the theological arguments that would foUow 
be conducivetogoodfellowship? Now the Presbyte- 
riau and the Baptist and the Methodist aud the Uni- 
versalist and the Congregationalíst and the Catholic, 
each is súre that he is in the right, and in his heart 
rather smiles in derision at his mistaken brother. 
Each of the sects has its faithful followers. All of 
them arc more or less cultnred. Of coiirse, we per- 
mit each to attend to his own conscience, and to 
strive for heavea in his own way. 

Surely the proper cure of soiils is as important as 
the proper cure of bodies. Yet there is only one 
Bible as there is only one method of anatomy and 
physiology in mcdical learníng, But no oue for a 
moment qiiestions the inalienable right of each 
member of each niinisteríal sect to sludy aud pass 
examination uuder members of his own faith. Anv 
other pian would be subversive to that principie 
that was propouuded by the framer of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States that "all raen are created 
free and eqnal." The analogy holds good in mat- 
ters medical. The Allopath is súre he is right; 
knows he is healing by the only certain pian. The 
Eclectic believes that he in seiecting the best from 
all schools is in the right. The Houiteopath fiimly 
believes that his law is the only law. Each one of 
ťhese has his followers. All are seeking to heal the 
sick. 

Who shall decide? Who shall determine what 
particularschool of modem medicíne is really incor- 
rect? The Hoinoeopathic physicians of Pennsyl- 
vania do not oppose tlie medical bili of the Allo- 
patbs because they are opposed to medical 
examination but because they consíder that the Allo- 
path has no right as a citizen that tlie Homteopath 
has not alsa If it is needful in Pennsylvania that 



more laws be formulaled to regulate the practice of 
mediciue, then in common justice let us pass la^ 
that wiil cause every man or body of nien, however 
sraall, to receive equal rights, šuch as the constitu- 
tion of our common country promiscs us. 

The Homoeopaths háve a separáte examiniug 
board from the .■Mlopatlis in successful operation in 
the following States: California, Colorado, Florida, 
Kansas, Maryland, New York. There has been no 
trouble in the working of these boards. Why should 
not Pennsylvania follow the exampie of these States? 
But they say that as long as there is no examination 
in Matéria Medica and practice the studies niust be 
necessarily tlie samé iu both schools. Do not all 
the schools of theoiogy use the one Bihle? The 
Homoeopathic Society of Pennsylvania, in a printed 
circnlar, oppose this Allopathic single examiner bili 
for the following reasous: It constitutes class legis- 
lation. It menaces the less powerful schools of medi- 
cíne. It calls for unequal representalion of the dif- 
ferent schools on the one board, thus placing a 
premiiim on favoritism. That there is no restraint 
or method for checking this favoritism. That the 
pian of secret examinations is open to many objec- 
tions. That by the establishment of this single 
board the Homoeopathic gradnates wonld be in the 
end placed completely in the power of the Allo- 
pathic school. That Homoeopaths, by the laws of 
their countr>', should háve the right to an examina- 
tion by members of their own medical faith, That 
the autagonisms between the schools is sufGcient 
cause against the power being relegated entirely to 
the control of one school. That it is not politic to 
force by law a coalition of rival interests. Charity 
to all. Eqnal rights to all. America free to the 
nations of the earth. Free in religíon. Free in 
politics. Free in speech. Let us also be allowed 
the freedom of our opinions in the inatter of healing.

Dr. C. M. Foss finds that tough mncus in back 
part of throat, difficult to liawk up, coustant hem- 
ming, feeling as if something niust come up, irrita- 
tion constant, is qnicklj' relieved by Kali carb. 

Iu an interesting little brochure, published several 
years ^o, on valvular diseases of the heart, by Dr. 
J. C. Biirnett, the author tells of a treatment that was, 
aud still is to maiiy, uovel. It simply consisted in 
requiring the patient to reduce the quantity of Ruids 
imbibed, and to avoid, as far as possible, excess in 
thirst-produciiig foods and salt and sugar. Valvular 
diseases being incurable, the Doctor argned that the 
only way to give the patient ease was to reduce the 
heail's work, and this is acconiplished by restricting 
the amount of tlnids imbibed, " I háve often had to 
explain to most intelligent people, even of the high- 
est classes, that all the Buidsdruuk háve to be taken 
up by the absorbents and carried to the veins and 
theuce to the heart, to be puuiped by the heart all 
round the body, and that all ihe urine that is voided 
from the body is taken direct from the blood through 
the renal arteries." It may be easily and safely tried. 

F. H. B., iu Hoitiívopalliic U 'oríd^ relates a singulár 
čase. He was at one tinie aíRicted with a paiii, that 
would snddenly come on, beginning in the hoUow 
of the knee and running down the back of the leg, 
feeling like a thiu stream of hot water or molten 
metal.

Then run the water out, and imniediately 
drop in two or foiir drops of MuJlein oil, placing in 
enoiigh absorbent cotlon to retain the oil and you 
will be very thankful to Dr. A. M. Cushing for his 
valuable discovery." 

Mullein oil will, also, oflen cure deafness brought 
on by cold or getting water in tlie ear. It is rather 
expensive and difficult to obtain, and thís, probably, 
has led to the putting of a spurioiis article on the 
market.

Abscess. For painful, red and inflained swelling, 
Beliadôtttta. Thb failing to relieve in twenty-four 
hours, give Hepar snlph.^ which will often disperse 
the swelling and prevent suppuration. Once inatter 
has fonned, Mercurius will promote the discharge 
of the pus, and finish the čase. The indication for 
Mercurius is : suppuration mušt háve already takeu 
plače. — From Jahr. 

Hamanielis extract wíU, after a time, lóse its 
strength, and beconie inert. ŕJamatneUs oil, how- 
ever, retains its inedicinal virtiies until all is iised 
up. It may be iised for almost any of the purposes 
for which the extract is used. 

Pulsatilla is iiseful in that kind of cor\za which 
scarcely inconvenieuces one in Ihe open air, whereas, 
úpon enteriiig a warm rooni, and in the evening, 
one is attacked by a troublesome dr>' cor)-za. Patíents 
cough more when taking something wann. — Atin.

Sambucus speedily cures dr\' coryza of babies. 
Syniptoms: Complete obstruction of the nose, which 
is filled with thick, tough mucus, completely iinped- 



ing the breathing throiigh the nose; starting from 
sleep with a scream, as if they would suffocate. Dís- 
turbs the process of suckiug. — Ann., IV., p. 2^, jo.

Coiuraenting on lliis, tlie Recotd fAys, ainoiigolher 
tbíiigs: " It is \'ery liard to reuiedy evils that arise 
from tlie delnsions, appetites or superstitioiis oľ the 
people. Not múch can bf safely done by the Legis- 
lature to intervenc between the pili makers and the 
pili takers. Somelhing, however, may be accom- 
plished in two diiections. Only conipetent phj-si- 
ciaijs shonld be allowed to practice ; only pure drugs 
should be \-eiided- To this extent statutory pro- 
vision may be helpful. The siiggestion has been 
made that the sále of patent inedicines shonld be 
prohibited unless the ingredients of which they are 
coinpounded should be niade publíc. It b doubtfiil 



whether sneh a regiilation could be enforced. The 
inordinate use and incoinpetent admin istia tioii of 
dnigs are evils, the coírection of which can only lie 
effectiially accoiupiishetl througli the diffusion of 
bettcr knowledge among the uiass of men. W^hcii 
the patient shall know (what \\\s doctor knows) how 
múch cure depends upou čare and simple and ordi- 
nary precantion, there will be a falling off iu Lhe im- 
portations of drugs and a proportionate iraprove- 
ment in the pnblic health." 

The Record seems to believe that the most of tlie 
above named drugs were tised by lhe patent niedi- 
cine men in their pills and coinpouutls, bnt if it 
could tracethe drugs it woiíld find that the great 
bulk of thera were prescríbed by the very rneii, the 
"competent physicians" ("regiilar" ín tlie Recorďs 
vocabulary) to whom it loots for reliéf. The grim 
humor of it all is that hardly auy two of these phy- 
sicians are agreed as to the use of drugs. Each oiie 
firesaway at hisown sweet will — if theÄfrcrrforany 
one doubts this we can show hlín a book of prescrip- 
tious favored by the chief hospitals and sliining medi- 
cal liglits, and no two of ihem agree, Some give one. 
some gi\-e tnany drugs, covering a large part of the 
phannacopcea, for a disease, and not one of theín 
has a law to giiide him. As for any "science" iu 
the iiiatler they liave noiie auy more than háve tlie 
"pili makers;" if they háve, it is not to be foundinany 
text-l)ook. Mauy of tliem don't believe in drugs at 
all, and say "Progress in medicíne? There is no 
sneh a thing !" Many of the so^ratled quack 
inedicines are simply prescriptions of "competent 
physicians." 

And the only law by which drugs may be intelH- 
gently aud curatively administeide is loftily ignored.

In a word, to generalize ihe two as- 
peelB, we may aay that prevenlive medicine and cnra- 
livť medicíne B re slowly dňrting apart, each segregating into 
disttnct Gelda of study and activity, to be pursuc<l lesa and 
Itss by tbc samé indivi<Iual. Bven tbe medical professiou ie 
in vaiioua waya ssseutíng to the breRch. It ís iiot unconmion 
to hcar some semi'Coiitemptuous remaric aboiil tbe "labora- 
tory doclor," tbe "biigman," or tbe "scwer pliyskian. " 

So " tliere is no šuch a thing as progress ín medi- 
citie," is the opinion of'one of America's well- 
kiiowii scienlists." Whíle thís confessioii, which 
is to be coiiiineiKleci for its hoiiesty, is undoubtedly 
Inie rroiii the poiut of view of the Allopathic, or 
scietiliiic physiciaiis, it is, iievertheless, iiot tme of 
inediciiie in its widest sense — or its trtie sense. 
There is iiot uinch progress, but there Í5 some, and 
it is rea]. Like reformation, however, it is aome- 
thing that applies to the íudividiial rather than to 
orgaiiiľationsof nien. Tlie lendency towards separat- 
iug hygiene from curatíve medicíne, noted by the 
AVíCJ, is a negatíve progress. Real progress is made 
only as the kuowledge of Homoeopathy, the Science 
of Therapeiitics, is acquired. 

Hygiene and preventive raeasures generally, are 
very iiseflil and important, but they caunot and do 
nol také the plače of airative medicine. Hahne- 
mauD's words, "The physician's highest and oitly 
calling is to restore health to the sick," are 
weighticr than they at first appear to be. 

I,ct preventive measures — hygiene, hacteriology, 
phimbing, etc. — ]k separated frora medicine, and 
become an indepeudent scíence, as the AíeTt's says 
it is rapidly becoraing, and what is left of Allopathy? 
Nothing. There is no progress in it. Let the 
|)atent aud proprietary medicine men withdraw 
iheir support, and nine medical jonrnals in ten 
would at once coUapse. Také the Medical Neivsy 
from which the foregoing quotation is takeu, as a 
specimen brick (and it is among the best of its 
class), and it will be fotmd that it advertises about 
twenty-five proprietory medicines, sccret medicines, 
and that these constitnte aboiit fivc-síxthsof its 
paiil athertiseiijents. Takc these away, and prob- 
ably the Ntivs wonld sooii ccasc to Ik- a weekly. 



Then tura to the reading niatter of the average 
Allopathic Journal, and it will be fouad that a large 
portion of the space devoted to therapeutics (t ŕ., 
curative art) is taken up wilh "reading notices," 
of proprietary medicines, whooping theni up among 
the doctors in tlie sanie mauner as síuiilar medi- 
cines are whooped up in the advertising cohnniis of 
the daily press for the public. 

Well may oue of America's well-known scientjsts 
scomftilly say, " Progress in Medicíne ! There is no 
šuch a thing."

An Omaha medical journal, The Clinic^ says that 
some of tbe "catarrh snufEi" are so prepared mth 
Cocaine that once oue gels into the habit of ustng 
them it is nearly impossiblc to desisL It is a good 
geuera! rule to háve nothing whatever to do with 
proprietary medicines, no matter how highly they 
be conimended. 

"Wk can recommend nothing to accelerate the 
growthof the beard" is tlieanswerof the Druggisls' 
Circular to au iuquirer. He could find huudrcds of 
"hair restorers" in the advertising columnsof news- 
papers and magaziues, but an experienced chemíst 
-"can recommend uotJiing." 

Many newspapers run a medical or hygieuic 
colunm of some sort tliat in the cotirse of a year 
contaius as many fables as do their columns devoted 
to medical "ads." That most respectable and excel- 
lent daily, the Philadelphia lu-äger, recently printed 
the statemcut that the oil of penuyroyal wonld keep 
off niosqnitoes — just put a liltle on a fan and the 
pests will flee from you as human beiugs do from 
a cholera suspect. Now we háve ít on excellent 
authority that they won't. A lady who has read the 
l^dgcr all her lifc, aud Iwlíeves in it, as do all good 
Pliiladelphians, lieing pestered by mosqnitoes got a 
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vial of peiinyroyal, and was sooii wariíng thc <x!ors 
of it iu all directi^ns aud smiliugly awaitiug the 
fleeing of the inosquitoťs. Biit they didn't flee, even 
though the I^dger said tliey would. They gaih' 
sailed in just as though no odor of oil of penny- 
royal was aroiind. Always tabe a pinch of salt with 
the tnedical coluuins of your daily paper. 



"What nonsense it is to treat sytnptoius," writes 
T. A. Stoddard, M. D., of Piieblo, Colo., in the 
Deiwer Medical Times. A spliiiter in the finger, 
he says, produces certain symptoms, and shall we 
"force olher sinaller bits of wood into the surround- 
ing tissiies, expecting thereby to expel the greater 
evil b>' the addition oí smaller ones?" Truely by 
that argument doth T. A. Stoddard, M. D., prove 
hiraself to be a high priest in modern "scientific 
medicíne." The scientific men of oiden days would 
master a subject thoroughly before they either siip- 
ported or condemued it, but we háve luiproved on 
all that iiow-a-days, we state what it<e Ikink is the 
position of the others without the troiible of stiidy- 
ing, aud then proceed to demolish our own creatíon, 
and catl ourselves "scientific physicians," as does 
T. A, Stoddard, M. D. Snppose this spríg froni the 
"scientific medicine" tree were to be asked: "Do 
Horaceopatlis treat a splinter by driving ia other 
smaller bits of wood?" What could he answer? If 
yes, he would stand before the world as a corss 
ignoramus ; if he repHed no, what niust be thoughl 
of a "scientific physician " who deliberately writes 
that whicli he knows is not true?

City a few days ago, reudered a " decision to the 
efféct that Radani's Microbe Kiíler was all that it is 
represented to be, as the gieatest remedy of this 
modem age,"etc. Now the "Judge and Jury ofthe 
Supreme Court of New York Citj" háve au ex- 
cellent opening for a libel suit against Mr. Radain. 
; How never ending is the crop of human gulls ! 

A subscriber sends us the following čase, whích 
has been under treatment by phj'sicians of the 
neighborhood but nnsuccessfully:

AN OPEN LETTER. 
Dr. GKO. m. Goiri.D, PHiLftDEI-PHIA. 

Str.- Having read the paiuphlet, "Modem Ho- 
mOíopathy," etc, by Dr. Browniug, whicli woa your 
prize, I tabe a few moments from a btisy lífe to ap- 
prise you how that essay looks from a point of \-iew 
which I do not fiud coiisídered therein. I am a Ho- 
moeopathic layiiian of fifteeu years' standing. I did 
not become one by prefcrence but by compulsion, and 
under the disapproval of my frieuds. I had, how- 
ever, in New York, London, Baltimore and other 
places, from tíme to tiine, diiring a good many years, 
consulted the very best men of the orthodox school. 
Their prescriptions had never done me any good, 
were generally ineffective, and had more tlian once 
been positively ínjuríoiis to me. I felt that it would 
be fiitíle to go to them again. 

Therefore, in 1877, after sufFering a good dea^ for 
some montbs, I consulted a Homceopathic M. D. 
He gave me the samé drng which a very eminent 
"regular" had prescribed before without effect; but 
in the third centesinjal potency. In two days, with- 
out the intervention of any other agent or any 
change of hygiene, I was relieved. Unfortimately 
this physician lacked judgment and allowed me to 
continiie the medicine íar too long, wíth the result 
that I cannot now use it even when it is indicated. 

After some months I returued to a lonely cabín in 
the Alleghenies, 12 miles from a rough regular and 
150 from a Horaceopathic physician. A. Scots friend 
iiad given me a smalt box of Homoeopathic renie- 
dies and a manuál. I had leamed something from 
my physician, who was a clever man in spite of his 
mistake. Consequently wlien I saw the poor and 
ignorant people around me suffering from disorders 
which I thought I could relíeve I tried to relieve 
them with Homoeopathic remedies, as I had no 
Tea.<»n to háve confideiice in any others. I did this 
the more readily because I saw tlie men unwilling 



to call in Uie regular for tlieutselves, more unwilling 
for their wives, and still more so for thdr children. 
Bcsidcs ihey were so nnable or unwilling to pay that 
he sometimes declined to answer theír calls. 

So I began and continued to practice. I never 
took pay, and I never took a oase which I thought 
would be too múch for me. Sometimes I was suc- 
cessftd, sometimes not But 1 had enough success 
to induce me to persevere. 

After four yeais I married. My wife, although 
then and now radically ojiposed to the Homceopathic 
theory,was wílling, because she had been nore than 
ouce relieved from severe physical sufieriug by Ho- 
mceopatliic medicine, to give the practice a trial. She 
has far more physiological insíght than I, and has, 
therefore, both dared aud doue far more for the peo- 
ple than niyself, 

We use various potencies, generally low ones, 
sometimes very low. I would not like to employ a 
ph>sicían who was given exclusively to either high 
or low potencies, as 1 háve' experienced the uses and 
the misuses of both. 

For eight years of these fifteen I was building up 
a store biisiness at the .samé time that I was increas- 
ing my knowledge of Homceopathic practice. In 
both endeavors practícal success was my aim, and I 
used practical considerations and effbrts to attain my 
end. I was preciseiy the sarae man when I diag- 
nosed a čase and prescril>ed a remedy as when I in- 
vestigated a customer and ga\'e or refused credit. 
Our life and the current of our thoughLs was too 
rcal, hard and unlovely to allow ns to give time or 
plače, múch less a continual welcome, to any chimsera. 
It would liave been pleasanter to us neither to sdl , 
goods nor to treat diseases But bothj lay in my i 
path, and I had to engage with theiti, I niade mís- 
takes in both and was sorry for ibpm. In both there 
háve been thíngs beyond my . comprehension. But 
in both, 011 the whole, success was distinct, aud evi- 
dence of dozens of cases of a certain class of sick 
headache cured by the ^d centesimal of fíryonui 
adminjstered every ten or fifteen niínutes are just as 
clear and concUisíve to my mind as that of a balance 
lo my credit at the bank. 

I am not a propagandist of Homceopathy. I was 
forced inlo it by the failurc of the ortliodox practice 
in the hands of men whose abílity in their school 
was conspícuous I find Homceopathy äouietimajj 
inadequate, eliisive, incotnplete; I Utínk that in tbi 
present state of tlie scíencc there are pcraons, cspcd- 
ally in the colored race aiid otlier'StRMigly aaiinal 




^anizations, who had better be treated with ortlio- 
kox medicíne. Biit I iise Hoinceopatliy Ix^cause I 
índ it Uie best, in fact tlie oiily sjsteín of geueral 
practical iitility which is preseuted to my coiisidera- 
tion. If, however, you or any other gentleman will 
show me a better, I will embrace that systém to- 
morrow. 

Wliy iiot. I never read a page of Hahnemauu nor 
of the Matéria Mcdica. I Icnow and čare next to 
nothing about the Homteopathic theory. Conse- 
quently Dr, Browuíng's carefully selected extiacts, 
and liís staleinents of tlie views of varioiis Honiceo- 
pathic physicians affect me no more tlian the tiic(a 
of the dogmatic theologists influence the evangelíst 
who goes up and down the folds of the mountaíns 
winning souls to a divine life. 

In this matter of Homceopalliy I háve no interest 

at stake save the practical well lieíng of my fellows 

and niyself. Horaceopathy is one of my weapons in 

^fe. Of course I will tlirow it away wlieii I find a 

jetter; but not till then.

And 

bot raine only; there are thousands of men and wo- 

men np and down the world who are simílarly sit- 

uated to ourselves; and doing similar, often far more, 

important work. They are all fools, if not worse,

No doubt there are rascally practilíoners of Homoeo- 
pathy, as there are of every established scdence, art 



and teligioii- Yuu and I caa detect iii it, or at 
least in souie of ils exponeiits, contradictions, errors, 
absurdities. Just as anj' other ediicated men cannot 
fail to discover ihem ín the ecotiomy of any practice 
or profession wliich they také the troiible to ex- 
amine. 

That ís to say, Homceopatliy is biiman, which 
being Ihe čase, aud you and 1 beiug also humaii, 
and therefore liable to — ^lo — we know wliat — do not 
you think that it would be wiser and more digui- 
fied, to say tlie least of it, if \oii and Dr. Browning 
were to quít calling naines and abusing a systém of 
extiaordinary practicäl utility, which you do not in 
the least understaiid, aud were to use your mouey 
and Iiis vigor in the in\estigatÍon of useful prób- 
lems? 

Let me suggest two : i. The active catise of the 
grippe, 2. The médium which conveyed Mr. W. 
H, Preece's electrical niessages, without any wtre or 
otber nicclianical nieans, across three niiles of sea to 
a receiver on an island in tlie Bristol Chaiinel. 
When yoii liave disco\'ered these at present uiyste- 
ríoiis essences, you will, peŕhaps, be more charitable 
than you are now, more wílliug to admit the exist- 
tence of what you do not uuderstand. I shall not 
trouble rayself abont the composition of Ho- 
mceopathic medícines; any more thaii von do about 
tlie elements of ordinary Awmotiia. It is not wise 
to euquire into the feeding ground of domestic 
poultry. It is belter to eat theni. They are nice. 
Farewell, Dr. Gould. I cannot transport myself 
into that pást epoch in whicli you aud Dr. Brown- 
ing are exercising your intellects and refreshíng 
your spirit, Iíut tliis pauiphlet does remind me of 
one dav that is pást, the one when a man of the 
name of Galileo said to tlie book leamed and the 
orthodox of his day, or was it in spite of them 
Eppur Si Muove.

That preparatiou peculiar to Homoeopattiic phar- 
macy, Arnica («"/, if properly used will work wonders 
among the athletes. Mr. ŕík, one of the best 
trainers in this country, uses it extensively. It will 
relieve the "šore arm" that is the bane of base balí 
pitchers, and overstrained rauscies from any cause. 
Mr. Eck, in 1890, nsed it on the Minneapotis base 
balí team, aud iť'brouglit them all outin goo<l con- 
dítion, and in all my cxperíence with different lini- 
meiits I haw not fouad one that has the (juality of 
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taking out the soreness and leaving the mnscles as 
elastic as the Ami'ca oä." At the recent Worlďs 
Fair bicycle tournauient Johnson, who was trained 
by Mr, Eck, brokc the record and won the five míle 
race; probably ,4r«íira (7/7 had múch to do with it 
The oil is applied af/er exercise and by rubbing a 
little of it thoroughly on ihe niuscles most used. 
Arnica 3, pellets, would also be verj- useful to trainers 
if they would adminíster a dose of it to thcir men 
after especially violent exercise ; also after a severe 
shock or bloiv of any kind, šuch as being stnick with 
a base balí, pitclied from a bicycle or horse, or hav- 
ing the breath knocked otít iu foot balí, Blows or 
hea\T shocks require Ann'ca internally — not the 
tincture, but the medieated pellets. For contusions 
involving broken skin and extemal injuries generally 
the Artiica oil will be fouiid superior to the tincture. 
If the tincture is used dilule It wUh waler ; don't 
use it undilnted on a hurt, as ihere is danger of 
Arnica poisoning. If the tincture from a Honiceo- 
pathic phannacy is used the diUition should be about 
one part of Arnica to tweiity of water. The tinc- 
ture of the drug stores is a verv different artícle from 
that of the Homceopathic pharmacies. The lattet 
being múch superior. 

Magttesia p/ios., says Boericke & Dewey, in that 
fine work, "The Twelve Tissue Remedíes" "is 
purely anti-spasmodic, and hence is curative in 
cranips, spasms of the glottis, tetanus, epilepsy, 
spasmodic retention of the urine, paralysis agitans," 
etc. In headaches of a neuralgic or rheumatic 
character, with shooting, shifting ot paroxysmal 
paÍDs; in neuralgia, with darting, intense, spasmodíc 
pains; iu spasmodic coughs, íu flatulent colic and 
stomach cramps Íd short it is a good generál pre- 
scription in all diseases characterized by sudden 
spasmodic symptoms. 

The samé work, under "slceplessness," says that 
h'ali phos., is indicated ín " sleeplessiiess after worry, 
excitement, business troubles and from nervous 
causes generally." This, peŕhaps, niight be qualí- 
fied a little by stating that Kali phos. in slcepless- 
ness and other diseases i s oiilj' indicated where 
there is danger of a generál break down, neuras- 
íhcma, ner\-0U5 prostration, a danger of generál 
decay. ".\dynamia (debility) and decs>- are the 
cliaracteristic states of Kali phos."'' 

The pains from bone iujtiries, fractares, amputa- 
tions, will generally yieid to Symphilum. Také 
the jiellets intenially, and gently rub tlie affected 
part with a little of the tinclURT. This will hold 
good eveu in injuri«s of yeazs standing.

This is a happy tliing for their 
patients, and enable their practitioners to be better 
plnsicians; the more they appropriate from the 
writings of Homoeopathists the better will be their 
books and practice, provided they obey the practice 
they appropriate. But they should be honest 
e::ough to acknowledge the sourcc of their dis- 
coveries. or, failing in this, or what is more likely, 
learing to acknowledge it, they shonld at least cease 
tlie foolish and dishonest habit of Hart, Gould, 
Browni::o and others, of crying *' qnack, quack, 
íjuack."

It is a position at once unreasonable, il- 
logical.and absurd, the great editor of the Brilish 
Afedical Journal, Ernest Hart, to the contiar>- not- 
wíthstanding. Naines are but sounds to represent 
thtngs. Hooiccopathy is the word-sign siguifjing 
the Law of Cure discovered by Hahneinann. 

Honiceopathy is as diflferent from the old practtce, 
as the religion of Chrístianity is different from that 
of ancient Greece or Ronie. All sj-stems of medi- 
cíne profess to heal the sick, as all religions profess to 
heal, or save, the soul. And even as no sect of re- 
ligion is entitled to ihe sóle right to theworď'priest," 
"minister" or "preacher," so is no sect in medicíne 
entitled to the sóle right to the word "physician." 
Hence the imperatíve need fóra qualifyiug word to 
be attached to the words "priesť" or "physician."

SciENTiFic medicíne men positively assert that 
Tnberculosis, or Consnmption, is contagious, and a 
"Society for the Prevention of Tuberculosis" has 
been formed in one oí our largc st-aboard cities, 
Tliís Society is issuing tracLs and seekiug to inipress 
its belief on the public Tract No, 2 opens as fol- 
lows: "Tuberculosis, popularly kuown under the 
names of consumptian, dedine, scro/ula, marasmus, 
tcasling disease, inanitioii, lupus and while swelUng, 
is a coutagious disease, which means that evcr\- new 
čase Ls contracted from some otlier čase." The 
italics in the quotatíon are the tract wríter's. So it 
seeius, according to Scienlific Medicíne, that no one 
has died of any of the numerous díseases, which are 
said to be syuonyms of cousumption, but has pre- 
viously contracted tlie disease from someone else. 



Each one suffering from consumption, in any of the 
phascs named In the tract, is snpposed to breed 
"genns." These are given off in one way or 
auother, seek lodgment in a healthy human, and 
there produce the disease — so runs the scíentific 
theory. The men nmning this theory are making 
e\er>' eífort to háve the State confer power on sonie 
oue to enable him to "protect the public" from the 
unfortunate consumptives. 

Tlie sanie theory prevailed, and to a certaín extent 
still prevails, couceming cholera aud íts cama baaiíi, 
until PetenkoíTer and liís followers showed the falsíty 
of it by imbibing millions of these gemis without 
any inconvenience. 

And now another medical hero, Dr. R, K, Wat- 
kíns, of New York, has demonstrated thé foolish- 
ness of the belief that consnmption is contagious, by 
uot only haviug the so-called germs injected into his 
vcius, but also by swallowing, from tíme, to time a 
number of them. The medical journal from which 
the foregoing conceming Dr. Watkíns is quoted, 
saj-s: "Doctors háve bacillus and micro-orgauisms 
on the brain ; it niust nin its conrse, and when they 
eveotually reco\'er,' you will not be able to fiud one 
wlio believed; they all doubted and were waitíng for 
facts." 

But in the meantimc, they can do a grcat dcal 
towards causing each invalid to be r^arded as a 
species of pariah, by inculcating the belief tliat he or 
she is a source of dire contagíon to be shunned or to 
be approached only in a ctoiid of "autíseptics." 
Cleanliiiess of house and person háve alwa>-s been 
insisted on by thd Honiceopaths, but tliere is no 
sense in liviug in an atmosphere of chemical auti- 
septics, and fearing a "germ" in every breatli von 
draw. . 

A GOOD niauy scientific medicíne men ha\'e be- 
come "([uite enthiisiastic over the nse of Tuberculiae, 
especiallyasa"diagnosticageiit." Titlvrcu/rne tnight 
be called the " exlract of consnmption," as it ís made 
from the bacilli, or in plainer words, the maggots, 
fouud in tlie díseased hmgs of cousumpti\"es. This 
repulsivé stuff is squirted into the bIoo<l as a "díag- 
nostic agent," that is to say, a means whereby the 
doctorcan telí (or tliinks hecau) what ails you. To 
be súre, after he has "díagnosed " your čase by means 
oi this disgiisting product of decomposítion and dis- 
ease, he is no nearer a cure than he was before. Or 
is he as near? Coumion sense sajs he is not, for he 
has blood-poisoned hís paiieut in order to aseertain 
what ailed him. This common sense view is now 
bome out by experience in France, where they say 
that the nse of Tuberculhte for diagnostic purposes 
almost invariably resulls in nephritis, í', e., iufiamma- 
tion of the kídneys.

Man (the delicate 
hunian niachine) is not constiluted for overwork, he 
caunot dverwork hís powers or facultíes with im- 
punity. If he does so from anihition, love of gain, 
or other praiseworthy or blameworthy motíve, he 
sets himself iu opposition to tlie order of náture, 
and his Ixxiy suflers injnry or destniction. All tíie 



more if his body b already in a weakened couditíou; 
what you cannot accomphsh in a week you can do 
in two weeks. If your customers will uot wait tliey 
cannot fairly expect that yon will for their sakes 
make yourself ill and work yowrself to the grave, 
leaviiig your wife a widow and your cliildren or- 
phans. It is not only the greater hodily exertíoii 
that injures you, it is even more the attendant 
strain on the niind, and the overwroiight mind in 
its tuni affects the body iiijuriously. If you do not 
assuuie an attítude of cool indifierence, adopting the 
principle of living first for yourself and on!y 
sccondly for otliers, tlien there is small chance of 
your recovery. When you are in your grave nien 
wili still be clothed, perhaps not as tastefnlly, bnt 
still tolerably well. 

"If you are a philosopher you inay become 
healthy, you may attain to ok! age. If anything 
aunoys you gi%-e 110 heed to it; if anything is too 
múch for you háve notliing to do with it; if any 
one seeks to drive you go sJowly, and laugh at the 
fools who wish to make you unhappy, What you 
can do coinfortably that do; what you cannot do 
don't bother yourself aboul. 

"Our temporal circunistances are not improved 
by overpressure at work. You mnst spend pro- 
portionately more in your domestic affairs, and so 
notliing is gaiued. Kconomy, liuiitation of siiper- 
fltiities {of which the hard worker has ofteu very 
few) places iis in a position to li\e with greater com- 
fort — that is to say, more rationalh-, more intelli- 
gently, more in accordance with náture, more cheer- 
fully, more quietly, more healthily. Thus we shall 
act more comiiiendably, more wiselj', more pru- 
dently, tlian by working in brcathless huiry, wíth 
our nerves constantly overstrung, to the destruction 
of the most precioits treasure of life, calmly happy 
spirits and good health. 

"Be you more prudeut, consider yourself first, let 
everything else be of only secondary importance for 
you. And should they veiiture to assert that you 
are in honor bound to do more than is good for your 
nieiital and physical powers, even then do not, for 
God's sake, allow yonrself to be driven to do what 
is contrary to your own welfare. Remain deaf to 
the bribery of praise, remain cold and piirsue your 
own course slowly and quietly like a wise and sensi- 
ble man. To enjoy with tranquil mind and body, 
that is what man is iu tlie world for, and only to do 
as múch work as will proeure liim the meaus of en- 
Jo)'nient — certainly not to excoriale and wear himself 
out with work. 
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"The everlastiug piishing and striving oí bliiided 
moitals in order tO gaiii so and so múch, to secure 
some honor or other, to do a service to this or that 
great personage — this is generally fatal to our wel- 
fare, this is a coinmon caiise of yom^ people ageing 
and dying before their tinie. 

"The calm, cold-blooded inan, who lets things 
softly glide, attains his olgect also, lives more tran- 
quíUy and healthily, and attains a good otd age. 
And this leísurely man sonielimes lights úpon a 
hicky idea, the fruit of scrions originál thought, 
which sbalt give a múch more profitable impetus to 
his temporal aE^irs than can ever be gained by the 
overwrought man, who can never find tirae to col- 
lect his thoughts. 

" !n order to win the race quickness is not all that 
is reqiiired. StTÍ\'e to obtaín a líttle índifference, 
coolness and calmness, then yoii will be what I wish 
you to be. Then you -wi!! see niatvelloiis things; 
you will see how healthy yon will become by follow- 
ing my advice. Then shall )'our blood course through 
yoiirblood vesselscalnily and sedately,without effort 
and withoat heat. Ko horrible dreams disturb the 
sleep of him who lies down to rest withont highly 
struiig nerves. The man who is firee from čare 
wakes in the moming withont anxiety abont the 
mnltí&TÍous occupations of tlie day. What does he 
čare? The happiness of life concerns him more than 
anything else. With fresh vigor he sets about his 
inoderate work, and at his meals nothing, no ebulli- 
tious of blood, no čare no soticitude of niiud hinders 
him from relishíug what the beneficent Preserver of 
Life sets before him. And so one day follows 
another in quiet successíon, until the final day of ad- 
vanced age briugs hini to the termination of a well 
speut life, and he serenety reposes in another world 
as he has calmly lived in this one. 

" Is not that more rationaj, more sensible? I^et rest- 
less, self-destroying meii act as irrationally, as injuri- 
oiisly towards themselves as they please ; let them be 
fools. But be )'ou wiser ! Do not let ine preach 
this wisdom of life in vain. I mean well to yoti. 

"Farewell, follow my adv-ice, and wheo all goes 
well with you, remember 

"Dr. s. Hahnemann, 

" P. S. — Shoiild you be reduced to your last six- 
pence, be stil! clieerfii! and happy. Providence 
watches over us, and a hicky chance makes all right 
again. How mnch do we ueed in order to live, to 
restore our powers by food and drink, to shieid our- 
selves from coid and heat? Little more than good 



courage; when we liave that, the minor ť 

can fiud without múch trouble, The wise man 

needs but little, Strength that is husbanded needs 

not to be renovated by medicine." 

HINTS. 

"In contiuued use of tlie eyes, in siich work as 
sewing, typcHsetting, book-keeping [and he niight 
well háve added reading and studyingj the sa\'ing 
point is looking np from tlie work at short intervals 
and looking around the room. This may be prac- 
ticed every ten or fifteeii minutes, This relieves 
the muscnlar tension, rests the eyes, and makes the 
blood supply múch better," — £il. Med. Jour. 

"We know from experience the inimense value of 
certaiu generalizations in the treatment of disease, 
as, for iustauce, Arnica for falls and bruíses, Hypert- 
mm for wounded nerve tissue, Dulcamara for the 
ill efíects of damp, and so ou. Now we may add 
this other, íhat BelJi's perennii is curative of com- 
plainCs due to drinking cold drínks when the body 
is heated, /. ŕ., effeds of sudden chtll from wel íold 
when one is //w/."— Burnett, Diseases of the Skín. 
The author goes on to ša)^ that where au iUness, or 
the beginning of ill health, can be traced to this 
cause, no niatter if it be years ago, this reinedy will 
generally cure. This peculíar propertj- of Ľellh per. 
was known and noted over a century ago, but had 
beeu loug foi^otten. Bumett found it in Schroedei's 
F'harmacopteia Lhmersalis, a verv old book. 

A čase is reported in Medutjl News of a man with 
malária who swallowed three ten-grain doses ol 
Phenaeeíin and followed it with thirty grains of 
Quinine in twenty-four hours. It "broke" his chills 
and fever, but the next day he awoke stone blind. 
(A hint of what not to do.) 

A feeling of chilliness soon followed by fever, or 
feverishuess, dry, hot skiu, will qnickly pass away 
after a dose of Aeonile is taken. 

Young men who are weak, wom ont, háve dark 
rings about their sunken eyes, prefcr solítude, are 
often greatly beiiefited bj- Staphysagria. 

Many an invalid who &nds reliéf from motion and 
feels better in the open air, is benefited by PtdsatiUa. 

Sick headache, with particular avereion to odors, 
headache that seems to cqme from the back and 
settle over the eyes, partícularly the right eye, is 
often cured by Sanguinaria. 

Chamomilia will generally give rest and ease to 
peevish, fretful, teething children. 
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This big word meatis how not to "catch" the dis- 
ease. In order not to catch constimptioii, according 
to the eininent authorítj', the chief thiug essential is 
^^ Ävoidance 0/ brealhťng in lubercU baríiíi." But, 
leamed sir, how are we to avoid doing so? Emineiit 
scieutists, whose efiiilgeiice bríghtens this last decade 
of the glorious iiiueteeiith centiiry, telí us that each 
pinch of dust in our cities and towiis contains hua- 
dreds, thousands, yea, sometimes mítlions of bacilli, 
and amoiig theiii are myriads of "tubercle bacilli." 
Wliat are we to do, most sapient one? Not breathe? 
Go iip in a ballooa? Seiid an antiseptic watering 
pot aliead of us in all our peregrinatioiis and fumi- 
gate our homes everj- night? What are we to do to 
be saved from the bacilli? 



"Sanitary Inspector Rosse niakes the foUow- 
ing report to the Marine Hospital Bureau from Leg- 
bom, Italy, nnder dáte of September 30: 'I arrived 
bere yesterdav to find the town with a deserted look 
and a generál paníc among the inhabitants, many of 
whom had fled to other places. As many as 30,000, 
I am informed, háve lately left, and business is gen- 
erally prostrated. All the hotels are closed, but at 
the request of the Coiisul, one of them allows me to 
occupy a rooni. The watchnian and I seem to be 
tlie sóle occiipants. Mortality from this epidémie so 
íax is about 65 per cent, and ihe female deaths háve 
more tlian doubled those of the men. The authori- 
ties appear to be making strenuous endeavors to 
stay the epidémie, The Mayor bas prohibited public 
processions, closed the schools, etc, A procession of 
200 women who attempted to visit a shrine in the 
subiirbs has just been dispersed by the police, and 
the church closed, which nearly resulted in a rioL I 
am told íhat if necessary the troops will be called 
out to preserve order.' " 

So runs a dispatch to the daily papers on October 
23d, 1893. 

The mortality is 65 per cent. 

The Major and the medical authoríties are mak- 
ing "strenuous endeavors to stay the epidémie," 
even to setting the police to clubbíng the poor 
women who seek tlie solace of tlieir church in their 
terror,and threateniug them with troops as afurther 
therapeutic measure. 

And this is where scientific Allopathy has landed ! 
65 per cent death-rate at Leghorn, 55 per cent, or 
more, at Hamburg. 

Can history show a čase of stranget blinduess than 
that afflicting tlie Allopathic doctors, the civil 
authoríties, and the pnblic press ?

Is 
their dignit>' as a profession of more ímportance 
than human life?

The King of Bavaria had tlie subject inquiied 
into, and found in his dominions that the death-rate 
from cholera nnder Allopathic practice was 48.5, 
wliile nnder Homceopathic treatment it was only 6,7.

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Dr. Von Dittman, of St. Petersburg, in a short 
iiiformal address before the Biitisb Homosopathic 
Society, said that Homceopatliy was making steady 
progress in Russia Íii spite of the oppositíon aod great 
power of the regular proŕessioa. The príests of the 
Greek Church in the poor dístricts, wherethereareiio 
r^ular'pbysicians, háve adopted Homceopalhy wíth 
great success, and people will ofteu travel long dis- 
tances in order to be treated by them. The Czar, 
though he has given no official recogrtitioa to Hom- 
oeopathy,Í5 neverthelesssaid to be very friendly towards 
it, and has contributed a siim of money towards estab- 
lishiiig a Homceopathic Hospital. Dr. Dittman also 
stated that the regulars were adoptiug a more 
friendly attitude. The>' are probably awakening to 
the fact that thereis something to be leamed from 
Homceopathy. Tlie sconer they awabe, not only in 
Russia, but in the United States, the better for the 
public Should the public awake before tbem there 
míglit be some lívely times, 

Dr. Majumdar, of Calciitta, India, says that out- 
side of that city there are few practitioners of Ho- 
mceopahy in India, scarcely any in Bombay and none 
in Madras. The niissionaries, however, are nearly 
all active Homceopathists, and through them and 
intelligent laymen the niedical truth is spreading 
quite laptdly among the people, 

Messrs. Backer and Bnihat, two scientists of 
Paris, háve been givnng the results of their studies 
before the Society of Biology of that city. Their 



theory, the fruit of twelve years' study, is that in 
order to cure disease yon mušt, so to speak, tum 
one microbe loose in the systém to fight anotber, 
sotnewhat as a rat catcher seods a ferret into a rat 
hole. They propose to light diphthería in this man- 
ner by yeast, on the grounds that the " invertin and 
the diaslase produced by the yeast cells antagonize 
tlie toxic diastases prodnced by the diphtheria mi- 
ciobes which paralýze the leucocylesof tlie blood,and 
ttius destroy their ability to combat the invading 
inicrobes, while the yeast cells actively attack the 
diphtheria microbes in the saine mauner as do the 
leucočytes and other cells which posseas the frinc- 
tions of the phagocytoses," 

Sucb scientific stiategy has not been surpassed 
even by the greatest of military men. The invertin 
and diastase brigáde* of yeast attack th** toieics of 
the diphtheria and paralýze their supports, the leuco- 
čytes; theo the heavy artiilery of the cells open on 
the baughty microbe and swipe the ground with 
bim. 

Dr. e. a. Cook, of England, makes a lively tilt 
at the raedical fashion of the day. "The germ 
theory of disease," he says, " which has been sprung 
úpon us as new and (áshionable in medicíne, ís 
really only the old fashion sprung again, like the 
crinoline and other matters. A century ago there 
were men ínsisting with great vehemence úpon the 
truth of all or most of the ideas which are current 
in our uiidst to-day. The germ theory was, in iact, 
tlie samé as the one of the present day, only it did 
not také rapid hold of the minds of those who heard 
it, and, therefore, by and by it dropped out of 
íasbion." ''Of course," he continues, "now we 
know everything, 'we are the people, and wisdom 
shall die with us.' Everything is a microbe, which 
is not the product of a microbe in one shape or 
form, * • « Each medical observer believed 
that by this theory* there was something to kill in 
the puTsuit of his vocation, and eacb scientific ob- 
server seemed to think that the perfection of kíIUng 
in scientific matters was obtained, when everything 
was killed — only the thíng to be kílled was not him- 
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tlie Touiids in the romance colurans of tlie medícal 
and laic press, dearly shows, Dr. Manfredi has been 
counting tlie niimber of microbes in a single gram of 
dnst in Naples. He found ten uiillion in a gram of 
the clean dust and five billions in the dirly diist of 
that city. So one gram of Naples' dust will give 
each inhabitant of the earth a niícrobe, and leave a 
good stock to carry over or put on the bargain 
counter. If one minnte pinch of Naples can yieid 
šuch a rich retum iu microbes, the human intellect 
stands stunned in couteniplating the number a 
Kansas zephyr would lift íf it were tumed loose in 
the streets of that cit)-, 

"As long as Ctiemistry has uot healed any of the 
cases which Old School physicians háve pronouiiced 
incurable, and inany of whícharecured by Homceo- 
paths, she has no ríght to arrogate to herself dicta- 
torial powers o\'er Physiology, Patholog)- and Thera- 
peutics. If I.iebigasserts, page 311, volume i, of his 
'Chemical Lctters,' that a knowledge of the cause of 
the oiigiii and progression of pulrefaction in organic 
matters lenders the cjuestion conceruing the náture 
of many coiilagiiíms and miasins capable of a simple 
solution, wliy then does iiot Agricultnral Chemislry 
cure the potato rot and the grape disease? What 
right has Chemistry to nieddle with the laws of the 
living organisui if she is uot e\'en able to manage the 
OTgauic life of plants without heart, stomach, ncrves, 
blood, brain, etc, aud which are eudowed with an 
extraordinary capacity for effecting a compensatiou 
of substance in exchange for excessive waste or con- 
siderable privations?" — ť'on Grauvogl. 

"New tmtlis are never received with willing 
hearts when first announced to the world. Reforuis 
and disco\-eries háve had to struggle against the 
power of prejudice and established íulerest; why 
should a great and vital truth like Horaoeopathy, 
which, when viewed in the light of reason, is seen 
to penetrate to the very foundations of scientific and 
social interests, be exenipt from the obligation of 
struggiing for the right to grow in a soil that seeiiis 
niuch more adapted to rankling weeds tlian to the 
bright and glorifyíng inspiratiou of Heaven?" — 
Hempel, Sa'ence of Homceopalhy. 

OcCASioNALLY a siibscriber will write upbraiding 
the Envoy for being too severe on the Allopaths, 
and prokibly there are many others who think so 
though they do not write ÍL But these peaceful 



ones do not háve to read Allopathic joumals. If 
they did the chances are they would not be so peace- 
fully inclined. Také as a specimen the following 
from the address of Dr. Mott on "Medical Ethics:" 

" Nothiug has iu anv comrnunity done more to (tcginde reg- 
ular medicine in the estimation of Ifae pnblic, aad to embarrass 
loyal aud progressive practitioners, than Ibe too frequent prac- 
ti(ľe or couEultations and associatioa nith medical men whose 
educatioD and lelatipiis to scienlilíc príuciples natutally and 
fairly gráde tbem below the standards of the requirements of 
regillar mediduc. I plainly refer to Eclectiís, Homceopaths, 
eleclríi: bealers, Chríslian scieittísts, spirjtualists, fortune- 
tcllcrs, witehes, and evil spirits. L^ci them all aloae." 

As a luatter of simple fect uo skíUed Homceo- 
pathic physician ever feels the need of Consulting 
with these top-loftical gentlemen. Thousands of 
cases every year that are gíven np by theni as hope- 
less, and the fainily told to "prepare for the wor^l," 
tum to Homoíopathy and are restored to health. 
On the other haud, how often do we hear of a čase 
giveu np by the Homosopath that is restored to 
health by a regular? They are as rare as white 
crows. Consivltatioii with Homceopaths can never 
"degrade" a regular; if it has any efľect on him it 
will be to up-grade him. 

When Dr. Mott classes Homceopaths with fortune- 
tellers, witches and evil spirits, he is not only silly 
but \^llgar. 

A GRAVE medical joumal now informs the world 
that there are grounds for believing that "appendi- 
citis is infections and that the infection is a species 
of bacteria." " Appendicitis" is inflanimation of the 
veriniform appendix, generally dne to foreign body. 
The 'S-enniform appendix" is a peculiar attach- 
uient of the cíecum ; and the csecum is a sort of no- 
tlioronghfare intestine. The fimctions of the verrai- 
form appendix are unknown, but it is supposed to 
be "a relic of animal life," as Dunglíson ptits it; a 
lingering trace of the monkey in us, as it were. It 
is now iu order for soiiie eagle-eye<l nian of Scientific 
Medicine to discover the liard-liearled and most de- 
ptaved microbe of coms. Pcrhaps he too is "infec- 
tious." If he is, the public should demand rigid 
quarantine, and should look to the boards of health 
to také vigorous lueasures to "stamp him out," 
Furthermore, if luan is not ashamed of his ances- 
tors, rigid ineasures should be adopted to isolate and 
stamp out that other microbe who gets on to the 
venniform appendix. 

Look to the dáte on yonr mail-tag; it tells you 
the dáte to which your subscriptiou is paid. 
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DON'T LET THEM STAMPEDE VOU. 

And now the cry is, " Declare coiisimiption to be a 
contagious disease!" Involved in tliis cry is, "Give 
us tbe power to stamp it oiit." 

Tbis power is soiiglit "for the public good," of 
coiirse. When thís sought-for power is obtained a 
man's liouse will be no louger his castle; in time of 
sickuess he iniist siibmit to those who m reality know 
no more about the origin of the disease tlian he does. 
In Hamburg the niedical powers knew when oue 
was attacked by cholera ; so did the patient and his 
faniily, Patient did not kiiow how to ciire the dis- 
ease nor its origin; neither did the niedical inen. 
They niust do something, however, so they violated 
honies and abrogated personál liberty under the cry 
"for the public good." Men, women and children 
were taken froni hoiiics, where they conid háve been 
properly uursed, and dnmped Ínto hiige hospitals, 
where tliey could not be properly nursed. Why? 

That question is nnanswerable. These proceed- 
ings did not save a single life, nor in the least arrest 
the disease; if they had any effect it was probably 
to inake matters worse. The disease was qiiite as 
deadly as in the days when sickness did not cí 
man to forfeít his liberty ; the days when the people 
woiíld háve mobbed a doctor who would order a sick 
and, perhaps, dying man to be dragged agaitist his 
will froín his horne to a hospital. 

The men who háve acqiiired this power are strain- 



ing everv' nerve to háve it extended in all directions, 
though they teach that disease cannot be cured by 
iheir dnigs. Why then do they want this power? 
For the reason probably that they mušt do some- 
thing to justiíy their being. "Give us the power," 
they say iu eífect, "and we will stamp out disease. 
We admit that we cannot cure it with our dnigs, 
but we cau do better, we can stamp it ont." They 
háve been given the power to a eertain extent, and 
in certaiu cíties for a whole winter they quaiautined 
and fumigated agaiust diphtheria. spent a good deal 
of raoney, and probably did not prevent a single 
čase ; at least the weekly reports sliowed no diíFer- 
ence in the number of cases and the mortality 
between the time when they were in the full exer- 
cise of their power and the time which preceded 
it. But undeterred by the absolute faíhires they 
háve made in trying to cbeck epidemics by treat- 
ing the sick as public enemies, they now seek to 
háve the power given them to further violate per- 
sona! liberty and the sanctity of home, under the 
pausible pretext "for the public welfare," to an ex- 
tent hitherto nudreamed of. Give them the power 
to declare officially that consumption is contagious, 
and the public will háve a medical Old Man of the 
Sea on its back that it will find hard to shake off. 
This Old Man cannot cure consumption, he caanot 
prevent it; but he can scare the ignorant and thereby 
get a grip on the public that it will be alraost im- 
possible to shake oíí It is a great deal easier to 
confer power then to také it away, Give the power 
over tlie sick and afflicted to any body of men for a 
few years, and they will think that it is theirs, or 
their snccessors, by divine right. Tlie meu luay be 
changed who fill the offices, but the ofBces remain. 
Surely it is not unreasonable to reqnire these men 
to show soiiie of the good resulls that háve come 
from the public money they háve expended before 
conferring on them a vastly increased authority to 
harry families already burdened and saddened by 
the presence of sickness. 

It may be uoted here, before passing on to anothet 
view of ihe question, that while the ofRcial medi- 
cal powers are quarantining houses, fumigating, 
isolating and forcing the sick iuto their pest honses, 
the Homoíopathic physicians, withont any theatrical 
display, are curing the sick. In Hamburg a Ho- 
mceopath lost bnly five per cent. of the ftiUy de- 
veloped cases of cholera he treated while the olficiaV 
medical men, with all the money and meaus iu J 
hands, were losing fifty per cent. 
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The olher view of the questiou is a peculiar one 
and deserves careful coiisideration. 

Many diseases may be tiansinitted by vaccinatioii. 
Tliis Tact ís so well establisbed that tbe Knglish Gov- 
ernment has been compelled to suspend tlie practice 
for tbe símple reason that it was rast making lepers 
of tbe entire people in some of Íls tropícal colonies. 
There is good grounds for belie\iug that tuberculosis 
raay be transmitted by the samé nieans. The first 
two people ever vaccinated both died of this dis- 
disease. (See Winterburu's work, "The Valne of 
Vaccination.") Dr. Perron (not a Honiosopath) says: 
"The cow is the tuberculosis animal par excellence." 
He aiso makes the assertion that as the death rate 
per Ihousand has decreased from smallpox it has in- 
creased from consumption, or tuberculosis. "Scien- 
tific Medicine" tellsus, amongahost of ojber things. 
that the flesh and milk from animals afflicted with 
tuberculosis will cause the disease in hitmau Ijeings, 
If this be so, and they eiuphatically say it is so, how 
mucb more readily may the disease be transmitted 
by putting the pus, or "lymph," from a running 
šore on a cow afflicted with tuberculosis, into the 
!Ífe current, the blood, of a Imuian being? If tbe 
assertions of Dr. Perron and his scientific bretbren 
on this point are Irue, then tbeir medical practice ís 
the cause of the steady increase of consumption. 
How are they to avoid this conclusion without deny- 
ing tbe truth of tbeir science? 



"SCIENCE" VERSUS CURE. 

Under the title of "A Thirty Years' War Against 
Disease," Professor McKendrick delivered au address 
to the medical and snrgica! graduates of Glasgow 
Universitj', on Júly zjth last {Lancet, August igth), 
and we trust that one part of his address may open 
the eyes of his hearers to the necessity of something 
better than "science" (by wbich term Dr. Mc- 
Kendrick was referring more especially to vivisec- 
tiou) can give them. Said the professor : 

" It is true there is ample recognition of the large 
philanthropy of the medical profession and of the 
self-denying, and sonietimes heroic, labors of medical 
tnen, but occasionally there is a want of appreciation 
of our efforts as regards tbe scientific aspect of medi- 
cine, whilst even educated men show a hankering 
after wliat they call curing disease. There is still in 
the public mind a belief that disease ís an entity, 
something that mušt be driven out of the body" 
[wbat do tbe modcrn mÍcrobÍan theories amount to, 
if they do not teach this?] "or conquered by a 



specific remedy. Tbe layman has a dífficulty in 
graspiug the scientific couception that disease is not 
a thiríg but a per\erted process" [again, what about 
the inicrobes?] " that mušt be guided back to normál 
lines by judicious raethods founded on a sound 
knowledge of natural tendencies." 

This is all ver>- fine, but the "judicious methods" 
are so conspicuously uiisuccessftd as a generál rule, 
and the "sound knowledge" so univeisally wanting, 
that the layman, educated or otherwise, is not to be 
blamed for neglecting "science" and taking to 
methods making less prelence and having some 
practical results in the way of genuine cure to offer, 
The intelligent layman knows pretty well wlien he 
is cured, though he may not čare mucb for Dr, Mc- 
Keudrick's explanations. If tbe Allopathic doctors 
would only bring themselves to look at things from 
the lay point of view, and set themselves to find 
specific cures iu place of "science," it would be verv 
múch the better for tbeir practice. They need not 
give themselves mucb trouble either; it is all ready 
to tbeir hand in Homtcopatbic works. — Homceo- 
Palhic World.

AccORDiNG to the Deutsche Zeilsclu fur Chir out 
of six hundred and ninety cases of diphtheria 
operated ■on in Children's Hospital, Znrich, the 
death-rate from tracheotomy was 45 3-10 per cent., 
and from intubation 39 per cent. This íufonnatioa 
may be nsefnl and interesting to physiciaus who 
háve no other meansofmeeting this disease, but to 
those skilled in Homoeopathy it can but catise a sad 
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As a rule, the gentlemen whoadvertise things medi- 
cal in the dailypapersare not noted for modesty, and 
thís is especially tme if tliey bc of that coinparatively 
receiit class who paráde " Homceopathic cures." In 
huge headlines tliey proclaim tlie merits of theír 
" Homceopattiic Cuit for Rheumatism," or anyother 
disease, and tlius lead tht uiiinfoniied to belíeve that 
by buying a bottle of tlieir reniedies tliey are "try- 
iiig Homoeopathy." Tlie impudence of šuch claims 
is so great as to be laughable to auyoue with the 
sligbtest kuowledge of Homceopathy, but every oue 
does not háve the requíred iiifonnatioii. A good 
many people miist buy these "Homoeopathiccures," 
or the nien pushiug the m could not afford to 
speud the aniouat of nioney they do in advertisíng. 
If they wonld drop the word " Homoeopathic" and 
simply advertise theír stuff as Blowharďs Cure — or 
whate\er otlier nauie they saw fit to adopt — we 
should not háve a word to say, but the use of the 
word "Homceopathic" in connection with a secret 
reinedy is a deception of the worst kind. A remedy 
is Houíceopalhic to the symptoms it will cause 
when taken by those iu a state of health, but no one 
knows what symptoms secret reinedies will produce. 
^/lus lox is a reuied)' for rhenmatisni múch used in 
Homoíopathic prac ti ce, but R/ius lox is not 
the only remedy for that rather vágne aíl- 
ment. ín Lilieiithaľs Homceopathic Therapeuitcs 
there are one hnndred and fourteeu different reniedies 
for " rheumatism, " and each oue presents a difTerent 
picture. Knowing this, is it not absurd? is itnot 
downright dishonesty ior anyone to advertise to cure 



sufferers froni "rheumatism" wíth one "Homceopathic 
cure?" Tlien, too, thínk for a moment of the vary- 
ing phases "rheumatism" presents, of feel, legs, 
back, shonlders, arms, fingers, heart; in fact, of almost 
every organ of the human body, and should not even 
the most heedless see the foolishness of lookíng for 
a cure for all these varying diseases &om one bottle? 

One advertiser who has been especíally noisy 
about his " Homceopathic cures" started out with- 
out a title. Soon, however, he appeared as "Dr.," 

and in tíme blossomed out as" Prof. ." Where 

he procured his degree of medicíne is not stated in 
the register of physicians, neither does his name ap- 
pear in the latest edition of that work. 

Anotlier bad break of his was to advertise that at 
great expense he had procured the "formulas" of 
"the most eminent Homceopathic physicians. " No 
Homoeopathic physiciau has any "formulas," 
There b nothing secret about Homoeopathy, and 
anyone with the taste for sneh thiugs may read all 
the books that Homoeopathic physicians study and 
use in their practice. 

This sort of quackery is possible because of the 
prevalence of Allopathic ideas with the public. If 
the world had been domiuated by Homceopathy in 
the pást as it has been by Allopathy šuch a thing 
as a secret or proprietar\- medicíne would be ntterly 
impossible. The Allopath when called úpon to 
tieat a patient first díagnoses the ailment; thís in his 
practice is the most important feature, for a mistake 
in di^nosis, if discovered, covers bim with sliame. 
After the díagnosis is made he prescribes for the dis- 
ease known nnder that nattu. In that practice 
"rheumatism" is rheumatism and nothing else, and 
it is easy to see why people fall into the habit of re- 
garding not the symptoms but the name of the dis- 
ease. So if tliey get the idea that they are aMicted 
with " rheumatism " they naturally look for a " cure 
for rheumatism, "and thus the adverlisingquack has 
the way opened for him by Allopathy. In Homoe- 
opathy the physiciau observes the symptoms pre- 
sented by the patient he is called on to treat, and 
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on one of the vaccinating crusades conductcd under Ihe 
auapicea oflhe Hfaltli Boatd. 

Dr. Frauk J. Freel, who peformed Ihe autopa5-, was not pres- 
eut, but seut instead a statťmf nt containiug an exhaustive re- 
sult of his inquiry. Afler relating at leiigth tlie condition ot 
the TĽinaias in technical terms, tbe report coucluded : 

If generál septicaemia ezisted, due to vaccniation, tbe arm. 
tbe seat of iuoculatiou would háve sbown signs of septic 
poisoniog; therefore, in conclusion 1 utust state that deatb was 
caused by heniorraghic pericarditis and acute pareuchymatous 
nephritis and cannot be altributed to vaccination. 

Mrs. Smilh the molber of the boy, was tbe first witness 
ealled. Sbe was dressed in deep morniug and spoke iu a sub- 
dued voice. " Wheu the doctor cauie to the house," sbe said, 
"1 objected to having bim vaccľinate Ibe boy, as be had been 
vaccinated several times before aud it had not talceu. Tbe 
doctor tDok hold of his wriat and said "1 will give you some- 
thing that will také," and before I knew what be was doing be 
had vaccinated bim. A few d^ys after he began comptaiuing. 
He had never been sick in his lífe before, and I called in our 
family pbysieian, Dr. Costales. The boy complained of pains 
in his kneea and crept around. Par a week or ten days before 
he died hís nose and mouth bied steadily." 

After Mrs. Smith had testified Coroner Creamersaid i "Any 
member of the jury or aay lawyer iu this čase is prívileged to 
ask any question be desires. 1 do not want it understood that 
it is my intenttOQ to preveut anybody froui exercising this 
rígbt, aa was recently reported. " 

Dr. Costales was tbe only other witness 

" Wbat, in yonr opiniou, was the cause of the boy's death, '' 
asked the Coroner, 

"Poison," was tbe terse respouse. 
" From what source ? " 
"Tbal I couldu't say." 

"To what did jou ascribe deathiuyourcerlificatei"' a iuror 
wanted to know. 

" Articular rhetiniatism, superinduced by vaccination. " 
"Thenyou think vaccination was the cause?" 
"Ido. " 

"Will yon awear to that?'' inquired the Coroner. 
"No. I cannot, " repHed the doctor, hesitatiufily- 
There was no other testimony. The jury retired, without 
being charged, and, after eitended deliberatíou, returncd with 
a verdict that death had been due to " a complication of dis- 
eases caused by vaccination. " 

The foregoing is from the report in the Brooklyii 
Times. It is plaia that ueíther doctor, coroner nor 
jury had the uerve to plače the responsibility where 
i t belongs, 

The following is from the New York Afercury: 
Mr. and Mrs. Peter Bergraf, 30 Tbanies street, háve five chil- 
dreň, of wbom Júlia is one. Last Septetnber they were all snc- 
cessfully vaccinated by Dr. AIyÍh H. Schwab, of 717 Bush- 
wick avenue. Notwitbstanding this, Júlia and tbree otber 
Bergraf childrea were corralled in Public School, No, 36. ou 
Bushwick avenue, and ngaiu vaccinated. The public vaccina- 
lors were informed that tbese children had been successfnlly 
vaccinated last September, which fact was also evideut from 
the scars on Iheir arms. 

But the public vBCcinators paid no attention to this, aud 
again vaccinated tbe children. Immediately after the opera- 
tion little Júlia fainted, and tbe teachers had great diOiculty iu 
reviving ber. The child at oace became very sick. Her arm 
became very múch swollen, and finally it turned black, while 
n mark turned into a virulent šore. 'Tbe ňeeb 



becanie eatcn away clear to the bone, aud a hole inade as large 
as a Ihiroble. 

On Monday last the chĺlďs health seemed a little better and 
sbe went to school. But in an honr or so sbe was taken very 
sick and was hurriedly taken horne. There she was attacked 
with convulsions and complained ofber tbroat being stopped 
up, and ber jaws refused to work. When Dr. Schwab reached 
her bedside he díscovered that lockjaw had set in, and called 
in Dr. Joseph Meyer in consuttation. The cbild's suSerings 
were terrible íor nearly two days, when death mercifutly came. 
There can be no doubt tbat the borríble anlferings aad death 
of ihis child were direetly due to the enforced and needless 
vaccination (even tbe vaccine was not at faulu, and that some 
foreign subslance got into tbe wound. If the wound had not 
been made foreign substance could not háve got into it. It ia 
needlesa to say tbat the torture and death of this little girl has 
fiUed the wbole people of tbe uctghborhood with borror of the 
very nauie of vaccination. In fact, the Health Board vaccina- 
lor seems to them to be Deatb bimself, araied with a poisoned 

The after eííects of this vaccination crusade will 
be an interesting study. For this purpose one should 
read Burnetťs little work on / acdtiosts, which deals 
excliisively with the many forms of seemingly 
chronic ills that result from vaccinations together 
with their cure. 

One straw showiiig the wind blows on this sub- 
ject is the fact tliat in conservative Germaoy 5,000 
separáte petitions háve been sent in begging for re- 
liéf from compulsory vaccination. It won't do to 
pooh pooh these people as " ignorant and supersti- 
tious" for they are nothing of the sort, but a race 
noted for patient and thorough study of any subject 
they set about examining. AU that these people, 
and those who think as they do in other conntries, 
ask is to be freed from compulsory vaccination. If 
this unjust law be repealed tliose who believe in the 
rite can still be protected by vaccination, and they 
should be content to leave their neighbors who think 
differently in freedoin. This is certainly not an un- 
reasouable demand. 

Another straw is the following from the Medkal 
Record, the leading Allopathic journal of the 
country : 

The Health Boards havc no power in this State [N. Y. ] to 
compel vaccination direetly and to punísh by imprísonment 
tbose who will uot he vaccinated. We doubt if a law com. 
pelling universal vaccination could be enacted at the present 

Another straw is the following severe words to the 
Brooklyn State Doctors, whosought to imprison two 
men who refused to be vaccinated and who had the 
pluck to fight for their rights : 

It is beyond anytbiiig I ever thought of tbat šuch an officer 
should háve the power to impose perpetual imprisonment in 
this way. The discretion you claim is limilless, and on the 
samé theory vou migbt as easily sentence a nian to death asto 
perpetual imprisonment. I am of tbe op'nion that you bave 
no sneh power. 

And the Medual Record backs this up by sayiug: 

" The position of tlie judge is undoubtedly right." 
It looks as though tlie days of compulsory vaccina- 
tion were numljered, for Justice Gaynor is no ob- 
scure authority and no doubt every court in the land 
would sustain him if appealed to. 
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regret that inen should be so blind, especially when, 
as in thís čase, ít is ihe little childreu tliat mušt 
suSer from that blindness. Judging froín results ob- 
tained in Hoiiioeopathic liospitals, tlie opcratioiis 
would Tiot háve beeii iieeded in 99 per cent. of those 
cases. 



In a letter to the Hahnemanniaiŕ s Monthly de- 
fending VarioHn as a betterand safer preventíve of 
smallpox than vaccination, Dr. Geo. W. Winterburn, 
of New York city, wrítes : 

It is very diflicult to aay, with assurance, that the remedy

dence that Belladonna is a preventíve of scarlet fever, and 
Pulsalilla is a preventíve oí measles. exists to prove thal 
Variotin is a preventive of smallpox. It ia certainly true 
that I háve given it to cases presumably susceptible, and 
certainlj unvaccillated, and where the T>ersons were 
continuously Íii the prepelice of smallpox, and they 
háve not takeii the iltseasc. My experience in 
smallpox Í9, ofcourae, limiteJ, but whcre I háve had au op. 
portunity to treflt it I hnve never had a sccoiid čase occur, aud 
I believe Ihis itninunity of the rest of the family to be due to 
the fact they were protected by Variolin. Whea, therefore, 
Dr. Dake says that potentized virus is devoid of a11 power as a 
preventive of smallpox. he is making a statement beyotíd hís 
knowledge. The ľarioliti wbich I háve used, as a joth 
i prepared by Boericiie & Tafel. 



Aftkr reading one of the papers with which cer- 
tain physicians occasionally favor the pubHc one is 
apt to rub his eyes in wonder. Harper's for March 
coiitains šuch a paper, by Dr. T. Mitcliell Pmden, 
on "Tuberculosis and Tts Prevention." The doctor 
starts with the assertion that "at least one-half of the 
entire hnmau race" is afflicted with this disease, yet 
at its cloíe hecalJsforspecialhospitals wherethecon- 
sumptives niay be isolated. If half the world is con- 
sumptive, the other will háve a big job on hand 
when it begins the task of isolation. But then in 
all probabihty the doctor Is simply niaking a big 
guess, and íf called on for proof would háve to coine 
down like any other man who asserts whal he can- 
not prove. 

The reader is also told that it is impossíble for 
anyone to become consumptive unless invaded by 
the germs thrown ofFby a consuinptive. This also, 
although advanced as fact, is simply assertion. 

Aneut his pian for cleanlJness there is not a word 
to utter but commendation, but one does not háve 
to be a learned bacteriologist to know tbat a liouse 
where the dejecta of the sick are allowed to be scat- 
tered over the floors, beds and clothíng is a fiithy 
house, and that filth is a breeder of disease. 

In reply to a query that always botliers the germ 



theorists (they say, however, that it is no longer a 
theory), why, if tliese germs are to be found every- 
where, are we not all consumpti\'e? The doctor re- 
plies that some of us háve a greater degree of "sns- 
ceptibility" to the disease than others, Precisely so. 
But, good sir, what is "susceptibility?" Why 
does A and mauy of his íatnily succumb to the 
germs of consumption, while B and his family, who 
associates with them, háve never a trace of tlie dis- 
ease? B is not "susceptible," very tŕne, but why 
is he not? 

Ah, learned sir, when you cau answer that ques- 
tion you will háve taken a long step in advance of 
your present position. When you can cure A's "sus- 
ceptibility" you need no longer fear "germs," even 
by your own admission. Therein is where Homce- 
opathy isso immeasurably in advance of you; it at- 
tacks the "susceptibility" and does not bother raiich 
about germs, for when the "susceptibility" is re- 
moved tlie germs are powerless. 

And, sir, after all, what is the conclusíon of the 
much-talked of germ-science? Does it not resolve 
itself to one ultimate — cleanliuess? Yet you know 
this was taught by an older and higher authority 
than any bacteriologist, an authority that com- 
manded "Wash and make you clean." 

Doctor Flick, president of the Pennsylvauia 
Society for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, also tells 
the world through the PkUadelphia Polyclinic that: 

"W.ere it possible to indtice every tuberculous patient to 
sterilizc evcry parlicle of brokeii down tuberculous tissue iin- 
mcdiately úpon being given off, and did every šuch patient 
bave the necessary intelllgenee and meaiis to eEfectually carry 
out šuch stertliiation, tuberculosis could be stamped out in a 
few yearB withoul regislration or aclion úpon the pait of the 
Government. " 

AH which is interesting if true, but the assertion 
sets one to speculating. If tlie consumptive is the 
cause of the disease, how was this perpetual motion 
started? If it was a spontaneous growth at one pe- 
riód, why not at another? There is an old fashioued 
term, "predisposition" is the word (Dr. MitchelI 
says "susceptibility"), that at one time playedquite 
an important part in medical literatúre, though of 
late " bacilli, " "germs" etc, háve shoved it aside; f 
but that does not alter the facts, for náture cares not 
an iota for terms. They say that the dust of alI onr 
large cities contains countless millions of disease 
genns, and among them the germs of consumption. 
If that beso why does any one escape the disease? j 
The answer mušt be that they do not háve a pre- J 
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disposition to it. What, then, ís this "predisposi- 
tion" or "susceplibility?" Siirely it mušt besome- 
thing, witlioiit wiiich germs are poweiless. If tliat 
proposilion be coírect — aiid who can successfully 
dišpute it? — then there is soinethiiig more terrible 
than genns. Tliat somethitig probably is tlie disease 
itself. If it be present in a liuiiian beiiig there is 
no iieed of genns to develop it, for it is the parent of 
its own germs. 

In that wonderfui work, "Chronic Diseases, " 
Hahnemanu teaches tbis. Call it by what name 
you piease, if it be wíthin anyone no disitifeclant or 
germ-killing will avail. Neither will right living, 
thougb that will retard its growth; but sooner or 
later the inward disease will break out and then 
death is inevitable. Tliis is far more terrible to con- 
template thau any "germ," the more so as it is the 
tnith. But even in this state there is hope, for this 
" predisposi ti on " may be eradicated by HoincEopathy, 
especially if treated at an early stage. Tens of thou- 
sands so aťHicted ha\e been restored to health by 
tŕne Homceopatbic treatment, and that nnmber will 
be swelled enormously as physicians study deeper 
into Hahnemaun's works and the people go to tliem 
for treatment. \ot in genn-killing, but in Homce-

FAMILY medicíne CHESTS AND BOOKS. 

Some years ago Dr. J. P. Dake wrote a paper o 
this snbject, that was published in the Philadeiph; 
• Jmirttal of Homwopalhy, froni which we také the 
fbllowing: 

" Here then is our creed iipon the snbject : 

"ist, Ali persons residing beyond the reach of a 
good Homoeopathic physician shonld háve a good 
book and a čase of Homceopathic niedicines. 

"2d, AU persons patroiiizing a Homceopathic 
physician, but residing at an inconvenient dištance 
from hini, should háve a book and čase. 

"3d. AU persons perfonning the part of the good 
Samaritán, in fnrnishing medicines gratuiloiisly to 
the poor, shonld háve a book and čase. 

"4th. All persons determlned to doctor them- 
selves shotdd háve a book and čase ; and, Snally, as 
the closing, 

"5th. Article of onr creed, we believe that 
wherever medicine is needed or takeii, in the absence 
of a good Homceopathic physician, there shonld be, 
in reál service, a čase and book." 



" It is, of course, itnderstood that we should háve 
all, who are obliged to exercise or wish to indulge 
in domestic practice, possessed of good abilities for 
the nndertaking. But if they háve them not they 
still are better off with onr ontfit than that of crue! 
Old Physic. 

" Having thus freely expressed onr views of the 
vahie of domestic works we will add, that we are in 
favor of popnlar kuowledge úpon the snbject of 
medicine as úpon all other subjects; and would 
about as soon withhold the Bible from tliose not 
favored with a living teacher, as onr doctrinal and 
practical works from the people not favored with a 
living practitionet of Homíeopatln-. That we ha\'e 
valuable domestic books none may doubt who reads. 
Nor are we among those who complain of their in- 
creasing nnmber. We say, let even,' man who will 
write his book on practice. If it is good it will be 
an additiou to onr stock ; if not, it cannot block the 
wheels of progress. If we had but oue aulhor in 
that branch he would not háve the stimnlus of com- 
petition to urge him on to improve or perfect his 
work. 

" We say, open wide the gates to competition ; and, 
at the samé time, to the critics and revíewers, open 
wide your eyes, that no unworthy author may pass 
unscathed. In evenr- book let the good be praised 
and the bad condemned, till_ every anthor in the 
domain of our heaven-blest systém shall write in the 
spirit and with the success of the Father of Scien- 
tific Medicine." 



Thk Therapeutic Gasette for March contains an 
article on the "Treatment ofSweatingFeet." Kvery 
treatment recomuiended is purely extemal, )et there 
is but one external measure that is entireiy safe, and 
that is simple cleanliness. One would think that 
even an AUopathic doctor could see that stopping np 
the pores of the feet by means of external drng 
action does not in the remotest degrce touch the 
cause of the trouble, but simpl>' stops the flow of 
sweat, which, logically, seeks some other outlet, too 
often at the expense of the patienťs health. 

Sweaty feet should be treated by iuternal medica- 
tion only. In generál fetid perspiration of the feet 
calls for Silicea. 

Sweat with tenderness of the feet, Petroleum. 

If patient is verv snbject to skin emptions, Sul- 
phur should be thought of. 

Nitric add and Lycopodium are also reiuedics for 
foot-sweat, the former especially if sweat makes the 
toes šore, 
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TiiK latest official reports of the various asyliíms 
for the iiisaiie io the State of New York show that 
the percentages of recoveries of sauíty iiiider Allo- 
pathic treatment is 15.75 per cent. of the inimber 
treated, that niimber beiiig 8,340 diiring periód 
covered by reports, During the samé periód 
there were 1,104 cases treated Homoeopatliicatly, at 
Middietown the percentage of recoveries was 27.61 
per cent. of the iiiimher treated. But notwithstand- 
iug tbis great differeuce in favor of Homceopatliic 
treatment of the iusane, it seeiti.s tu be ínipossible to 
háve this treatment extended to the otlier hospitals; 
índeed, at times it requires bitter fighting tokeep 
the hospitals already imder Houioeopathic control 
from passitig ínto the hands of AUopaths. The 
superiority of the Homoeopathic treatment of the in- 
sane is no new thing, as Middletown has far siir- 
passed the Allopathic asylums ever since it was 
opeiied. But notwithstanding all this, the better 
treatment is absolutely refused entrance at the other 
asylums, and a more or less constant effort at kill- 
ing it is maiutained. 

Why is this? If Allopathic doctore are honest in 
their protestations (and we believe they are) that 
theirsole aim is to alleviate disease, why do they so 
bitterly and stubbomly and biindly 6ght Homce- 
opathy which they know is more successful than 
their own treatments ever haye been? 

If they really wish to alleviate the condition of 
the insane under their čare, why do they not invite 
the atd of Homoeopathy which restores 27.61 per 
cent. of its patients to sauity, while the best theycan 
do is to restore 15.75 P^*" cent? 

If there is any solution to this "problém" we 
would like to háve iL 

Dr. HoraTio c, Wood admits the early success 
of Homceopatby over his own school, but explains 
the matter by saying that his predecessors did "múch 
more harm than good." Bnt the diflerence between 
the two schools still continues, as was conclusively 
proved by the paper read by Dr. Dávid A. Strickler, 
of St. Paul, Minn., at the World's Fair Congress, 
though not quite so raarked as in the Allopathic 
days of Calonie! and bleeding. Dr. Wood, and ineu 
of his way and thinking, hold that the success 
of Honiceopathy was due to the fact that they did 
nothing except amnse the patient until he got well, 
and that more people died nnder old Allopathic 
methods becaiise the old Allopathic treatment did 
more harm tlian good. Naturally people will ask, 
Why do you not show as good a record to-day as the 



HoLTiceopaths? If the reply he as in čase of the older 
AUopaths, people will ask, Wliy then do you not 
cease prescribing medicíne that work an injury to 
your patients? But that reply will hardly be made. 
They may lr\' to question Dr. Strickler's figiires, 
but here they will be met with the hard fact that his 
figures are simply au abstract of the health reports 
from all the large cities and the health olRcers are 
practically all Allopatltó, 

The reál answer is that the Homoeopathic is the 
better treatment- U cures more people; it shortens 
theduration of their illness, and it obviates those 
inonths of convatescence when the patient issiowly 
regaining his health from the combined effect of dis- 
ease and drugging.

If bowels are really impacled, 
probably an injection is required to remove the ob- 
struction. On the small dáta given we would siiggest 
Collinsonia i for the hKmorrhoids and accompaiiy- 
ing coustipation. 

For immediate relíefof coustipation do not resort 
to cathartics, as these always make the condition 
worse as soon as they cease to act, bnt iise a glycerine 
suppositorj", which gives reliéf and does not counter- 
act the indicated remedy. 

Among the remedies for coustipation are: Bryonia 
when what is passed is \-er>- dry and dark colored. 

Ópium 30 for coustipation of long stauding, 
especially if there be a rush of blood to the head and 
drowsiness, 

" Nux ľomiciL, evening; Sulphur, morning; for 
a week at a time" is a favorite reniedj- with those 
wlio do not object to alternating remedies. 

For h:Emorrlioid5 the best remedies for quick 
reliéf are: .-Esmlus yi, iuternally, and ^£sculus Sup- 
posilorigs, for uon-bleediug piles. or Hamamelis iu- 
ternally with Hamamelis Supposiíories for bleeding 
piles, or Collinsonia, internalh-, and Collinsonia Sup- 
posiíories, for cases of obstinate piles accompanied 
by coustipation. Many a čase of haľmorrhoids has 
been permanentlv cured by these simple means, es- 
pecially if accompanied by strict cleanliness of parts 
I aíTccted.

A Southern physiciax, in Souíkern Journal 0/ 
Homceopaihy, January, 1895, says that he "practiced 
old school medicíne straigbt ťor five years." Then 
lie realized that many of his paticnts whom he pro- 
nounced to be incurable had been cured by Homoe- 
opathy. This led him to buy Homceopathic books 
and prescribe Homceopathicaliy in all mild cases. In 
time he ran up against a bad epidémie of diphtberia. 
In one house he lost four cases ; tbe fifth and worst 
in the sanie house he concluded to treat Homceo- 
palliically. Itpromptly recovered. Then he dropped 
the old school and has never regretted the action. 
What a blessing to the sick it would be if all other 
old school men would "buy a few Homceopathic 
books," 

The late Dr. Von Villers was once called iu to see 
a dying woman, "The ouly task," he said, "as- 
signed to Homoeopathy in this čase was to save the 
person who was slowly dying the uowinsupportable 
task of swallowing powders, pills and raixtures. 
Not a vetry honorable task, but yet accepted by me, 
especially because circumstauces compciled me." 
The patieut, eight years before, had been afflicted 
with a fever for which her altending physicians had 
given lai^e doses of drugs. From that day she was 
never well, and had been subjected to all manuer of 
doctoring save Horaosopathic. Dr. \'Íllers fouud 
a wouiau eniaciated to the last degtee, covered with 
bed sores, who could not even lie down in her bed. 
It seeined a hopeless čase, but soinethiug in the suf- 
fering eyes determined the doctor to do his best. 



Not to go into details it may be stated that ín two 
weeks time this dying woman was up and practically 
welL 

" I cannot lay aside my pen," concludes the doctor, 
"without mentioning a certain haut goút which the 
čase adduced above afterward afibrded me. The sur- 
prise of the husband of the sick lady was greater 
than I had expected, biit by no means so agreeable 
as I had expected. With the súre prospect of the 
near demise of the patient he had made 'other en- 
gagements.' The uuexpected preservation of this 
life caused a great disappoíntment in his calculation. 
I was nnceremoniously paid and dismissed, and could 
not even fínish my observation of the čase. I had 
made au eoemy. Homceopathy is a dangerous thing 
to deal with. Súre enough !" 

Another čase related by Dr. Villers is both in- 
stmctive and amusing. He had a family of p" ny 
children to attend. One day the mothcr called hl2 
attenlions to the fact that one of them, a boy, was 
ven,' lousy. " During these disquÍsÍtions I had drawn 
the little deliuqucnt between my kiiees and convinced 
myself, by separating his thick hair here and there, 
of the presence of his troublesorae tenants, and at 
the samé time I perceived a rancid, flat smeli com- 
iug from his scalp. This phenomenon I, being 
wiapped up in my physiological dignity, was going 
to leave on one side; and I thought it my dutý to 
advise the inother to cleanse the boy's head several 
times a day with coinb, soap aud sponge. 

' But I háve not done anything else but that for 
the last three months," replied the mother, 'and yet 
he has become worse every day.' 

"The inother assisted my bankrupt silence by the 
modest question: 'But I háve heard that Homce- 
opathy has remedies which dríve away the lice?'" 

"I answered: 'I háve also heard of it, but never 
seen it, Staphisagria is recommended for this pur- 
pose, and if you wísh it you can make the cxperi- 
ment by giving the boy every day a dose of the 
thirtieth centesínial potency.' 

"Shaking my head I departed. Four or five days 
aňer this conversatíon I ^ain entered the house, 
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looked at the younger patienls, whoiii I had called 
to see, when Kola, whoín togethet with liis lice I 
had forgotten, was brougbt iu. The iiiother pre- 
sented him to me with eyes radiaut with joy, declar- 
ing him Tree froiii lice. After a slight electric 
twitch which my physiological conscieuce had sud- 
denly felt at this news, I took hold of the delinqueiit 
head and began to look for lice; to be frank, I dis- 
covered in the deepest hottom of my spiteful soiil a 
slight hope that 1 might íind at least one louse. A 
most industrious search did not bring me (o thís 
goal; I rcally fonnd not a single louse; and there was 
another thing I did not fmd any more, and this was 
the specific smeli of the scalp which I had noticed 
at my tirst call. Now I put aside my physiology 
and began to think. First I considered the facts as 
I had seen them ; iiamely, the fact that five days ago 
Kola's hairy scalp was tenanted by lice; then he had 
received the slight dose of the decillionth attenuation 
of Staphisagria in his stomacb, and that now not 
only the lice had disappeared, but also an important 
change in the fuiiction of the hairly scalp had taken 
plače. Then I drove home and qaietly allowed the 
facts to talk. These confessed to me what I had 
already ihotight on another domain of the doctrine 
of parasites, namely, that a merely mechanico- 
chfmical destriiction of the parasites was not siiffí- 
cient, bccanse the capacity for iufection did not rest 
on a chance mechanical ground, else we could not 
see why all men should not be supplied with lice. 
But the afľected individnals offer to the eggs of the 
parasites, which are fouud everywhere, a specific 
pathoiogical distemper of the cutaueous fnnctiou, in 
the cheraical constitution of which ihey find the 
specific condition of their developraeut and existence. 
Now, two ihiugs are clear: First, that the local 
killing of the parasites, however coniplete it may 
havc been momeutarily, still leaves behind the snb- 
jective faculty of infection; /. e., the pathoiogical 
chemical constitution of the cntaneous secretion. 
secoudly, that it only needs the specific rednction of 
this constitution in order to make the snrface of the 
skin unapproachable to these parasites." 

A CHILD was treated at the Cincinoati hospital by 
the antitoxine method for diphtheria and apparently 
recovered, but a short time afterward it became 
poralyzed and died, — Chicago Medical Times. 

"Dr. j. t. Rovd calls attention to the fact that 
sheep fed on grass grown oíi soil wanting siljcate of 
lime are attacked with pining ÍI1 and rot, diseases 



closely allied to tuberculosis;aud that when changed 
to a pasture where these ingredíents exíst they 
becouie better." — N. Am. Jour. of Honí. All this 
is confirmatory of the theories advanced in Henseľs 
Macrobiotic and his other works, which are well 
worth reading. 

Not so very long ago a man bought the finest 
cow he conid find in order that his child might be 
fed on milk above suspicion. The child died of 
tuberculosis. No one knew where the child could 
háve coulracted the disease. Finally some one 
suggested the cow. It was killed and veterinarians 
pronounced her to be tuberculous, 

Not very loug ago a wealthy farmer-for-fun had 
a herd of over sevent>' cows of the finest breed that 
money could buy. A veterinarian examined them 
and said they were tuberculous, The wealthy man 
voluutarily ordered the whole herd to be slaughtered. 
The wealthy man's family and his numerous 
retainers, however, were not victims of tuberculosis, 
not even one. Can any one put these two para- 
graphs together and make them fit? 

From the days of Abrahám, Isaac and Jacob man- 
kind has tended its flocks and herds and lived, and 
thrived on, more or less, the milk aud butter and 
cheese derived thence. But in the tail-end of this 
century, after a lapse of some thousand or hundreds 
of thousand years, it has been discovered that cows 
are tuberculous, and for several years bacteriologists 
háve been warning the world to avoid this "source 
of infection" which, for an unknown number of 
years, they had been using in a happy ignorance. 
"Milk, or the tuberculous cow, mušt go," they say, 
aud the reply comes, from one in position to know, 
that to kill offall the "tuberculous" cows wouldre- 
sult in niaking milk as dear as Champagne and put 
beef out of reach of all save by millionares. 

Let us hope that a reflex wave of coinmon sense 
will roll over the couutry soon. Bacteriologists are 
but human, and, therefore, liable to err. That even 
if they do not err in the matter of bacilli it amounts 
to this: That ifwe eliminateall food in which there 
is "danger of contagion from bacilli" from ourdiet, 
there would be none left. The world seems to be be- 
tweeu the devil of polysyllabic microbes or deep sea 
of starvation.

We went to the driig store, got a 
graiu of Ani. tart., potentized it, and it was admin- 
istered by the doctor as I directed, stopping the 
medicine on signs of improveraent. 

I subseqneutly met Dr. , who informed me 

that the child, ivkich ke had ^^given up" made a 
good recovery. Had the patient beeu an adnlt I 
should not háve beeu invited to prescribe. — Dr. J. 
ŕ. Mathew, I 'icíoria, Pa., in Homceopathic Physiaan.

human beings to acute nostalgia and ' broken heart,' 
were examined after death as to the condítion of 
their interná! orgaus. Nutritiou of the tissnes had 
been interfered with and the suhstaiice proper of 
various vital organs had uudergone the samé kind 
of degeneration as that brought about by phosphonis 
or the germs of infectious disease. The poison of 
grief is more than a uame. To uige work, study, 
travel, the vain search for amusemeuts, is both use- 
less and dangerous. For a tiine the whole organism 
is overthrown and teraporary seclusíon is impera- 
tíve for proper readjtistment" 

The stress laid by Homceopathy on the mental 
symptoms has always been a fruitful source of raer- 
riment to the shortsighted ; as usual Homceopathy is 
right, but does not get the credíL

olive oil is of an inferior gráde. 

A goody pure oil is valnable, all others worlhless. 

Pure olive oil has been well known and freely 
iised by the nienibeis of the Continental medical 
profession iu all forms of chest tronble, but in this 
country apparently it does not receive as múch at- 
tentioii as its valuable properties and its successful 
use would seem to merit 

From the earliest moments of infantile life — and 
we might add, as early as its first bath — olive oil will 
be found a valuable application for the new-bom 
iníant, soothing and nouríshing the delicate skin. 

One of the most important things to háve always 
on hand in the nursery, therefore, is a bottle of the 
best olive oil. 

In a large proportion of the diseases of infancy 
and childhood it will be found of the greatest value. 
It is especially useful iu all forms of bronchiai dis- 
ease, whether acute or chrouic, It relieves the con- 
gestion of the mucous lining of the air passages, 
maintatus an equable temperature, affordsa soothing 
warmth and is, without doubt highly nutritious. 

It is safer and better than jackets of Indián meal 
or any of the common applications found in the 
nursery. 

The oil should be slightly warmed, then the 
patienťs chest should be batlied profusely with ÍL 
Afterward a strip of clean, old and soft sbirting, 
large enough tocompletely envelop the whole chest, 
and ihoroughly saturated with the oil, should be 
carefully applied. Over this a larger piece of dry 
cotton cloth mušt hd firmly, but not too tightly, 
adjusted. 

Inunctious will be found excellent in all cases 
where artificial nutrition is souglit for. 

In all eruplive diseases like measles, and especially 
in scarlet fever, chicken-pox, and so ou, nothing is 
better for an exterual application. — Remondino.

The 
right canal filled with piis, the left witli fetid 
cenimen and crusts, the removal oľ whicli leaves the 
tissues red, excoriated and oozitig. Tlie enstachian 
tubes, right, dilatable, the left qiiestionable. The 
pharyax and iiaso-pharyngeal tract thíck, led tissne, 
tonsils ragged, the iiares crnsty and atrophic, hearing 
dištance (watch), right C, „, leít * . ,„,. 

The young man's father liad died of phtliisis at 
forty-two, and he had snffcred froín night sweats, 
although there were no evidences of pulmonary con- 
solidation. He bade fair to follow his father — 
apathetic, stooping, lack of physical musciilar vígor, 
and extréme discouragement on account of the aural 
condition characteristic of the čase at this dáte. He 
was taught aiito-inflation, and piit npon Mercurius 
biniodide. 

Oct 30th. Canals contain less pus, more scales. 
This removed, auto-inflation, H. D. (watch), right 
"/*»' ^^f* '. 2*ii plantago glycerole and Mercurius 
biniodide continned. 

Dec. 4th. Samé condition, Removed pus and 
scales, deep tissues in tnuch the samé condition. 



Here was a čase of iindonbted phthisical heredity, 
and no improvement after a periód of six weeks. It 
was now decided to give Dr. J. Compton Bumetťs 
BaciUinum. 

Dec. i8th. Better, no pus, dry scales. Both 
canals cleansed. liadUinnm repeated. 

Jan. ad, 1893. Hc had contracted a severe cold, 
which thickened the mucous membranes of the 
eutire bead, and the hearing dbtauce was slightly 
dimiuished thereby. Ferrum phospkoricttm was 
given — one dose of Bacillimtm. 

Jan. i8th. Right canal more normál, left caual, 
boils at the external meatus. Cakarŕa picrala aud 
planlago glycerole relieved the pain and irritation. 

Feb. ist. No pus, tissue hard aud scaly, BacilU- 
num, one dose. 

March latli. Both canals are dry, samé medicíne. 

April 23d. Canals clear. H. D. with the watch, 
riglit "", '^, left '" ^ 

May 7th. In every respct better, hearing ap- 
parently normál, canals and drura-heads dry, ouly 
slightly scaly, eustachian tnbes dilatable. 

The brief ilems can give little idea of the traas- 
formation wroiight in this patient. He has a 
healthy and ruddy countenance, stands erect, with 
shoulders back, fnll of vigor, enjoying his bttsiness, 
and full of hope for the future. In view of ex- 
periences with similar cascs the proguosis was 
absolutely hopeless. Cases of stippurative diseases of 
the middle ear, in snbjectsofplithisical history, háve 
iuvariably gone froni bad to worse, until a generál 
pulmonary tronble terniinates tlie life, H. C. 
Houghton, M. /?., in Hom. Eye, Ear and Throat 
Journal. 

(Wlierever tliere is a taint of tubercnlosis or 
phthisis Bacillinum seems to work wouders if taken 
in tíme. Hut no one sliould altenipt to use this 
ren:edy imtil Bnrnetťs book, in which it is intro- 
duced, has been carefnlly read.

y. H. asks a qneslion that no ooe can answcr: 
"Hov does yariotíM or ť'a££iMÍKam protect iŕom 
Moallpox?" In &ct we do not know tliat tbcy do 
protect, or, fbr that matter, that e\-en t-accination 
protects. At odd times during tbc poat fifty yeais a 
good many Honiceopathíc physicíans bave admÍDÍ»- 
tered onc of ibe two remcdics namcd to tbose ex- 
poned to smallpox and none of tbem háve reportcd 
a caaeof anyonc thns "protected" faa\-ing contracted 
tbe dúcase, which is more than can be said of vac- 
cinattott. How tbe remedtes protect, or do tbey 
protect ? we do not know. Bot bere ts a tbeory 
oŕfercd for what it is wortb : 

Hven in the worat cpídemics — cbolera. yellow 
fever, stnallpox or the '• black death " — only rela- 
tively a small namber of the people living wbere 
tbe epidémie prevails contract the disease. Why? 
Hax anyone ever tried to think out that "why?" 
Tbey aay vagnely tbat thoK wbo do not are not 
"predisposed." In other words: la ail epídemics 
thcre mušt be thc contagion fi/ui something in 
one's con^titntion to bríng ont the disease. Now 
oiiT little thcory is, that when onc of the two reme- 
dics named u taken internally it cur^s, or removes 
that "Bomcthing," and thcn the contagion is barm- 
1e»i. If the aforesaid "iiomething" (call it predis- 
poiiítion) is absent thcn the reraedies háve no efTect 
for good or ill. 

Whcther "a healtliy young heifer" can or cannot 
\x tulxľrciiloiis is a qiicstion of fact beyond our 
powcrs. That canccT, leprosy, scroftila, etc, etc,, can 
be transmítted in vaccinatíon from cow-pox we do 
not Iwlieve. fínt a vaat amount of vaccination bas 
been done, and perhaps is still done, from scabs 
taken from thc human ann. Kow if thal human 
Ix-tng haaatiy di.'Kose lurking in his or her systém 
thcre is grcat dangcr of íta being transmilted to the 
one vaccinated. Old readers of the Esvov may 
rccall n ca»c, related in tliese coluiuiis, of a clean- 
blooded young woman, a Sunday-school tcacher, 
wbo was vaccinated, and after the operation tbe 
doctor told her that the vírus used was from the arm 
of a ncgro baby. Thc vaccination "took" and 
spread uiitil il developed iiito a horrihle čase of ele- 
phantiofiis or "clcphanťs leg." It was cďrfainiy\úie 
result of vaccination. 

As to which of thc two remcdies is best we cannot 
say, but would picfer VacciHmum. Tbís is triturated 
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fresh every year at the Boericke & Tafel phi 
from the purest cow-pox obtainable. We presuine 
that a (iosc once a week, or every Iwo weeks, would 
be sufficient uuless one is in the hoiise where the 
disease prevails, when a more frequeiit dose might be 
better. 

In a letter to tlie publisher a very siiccessful prac- 
ticing Homoeopathíc physician says: 

I háve urged my ftieniis in the proressiou to scatter the 
Envoy in their communities, bdcJ háve frequeutly been met 
with the reply that it would cnltivate too wuch "bome pre- 
scribing." This iu a measute is tme, but I know that I háve 
gotteu many patients through the little paper and I also 
DOticerí a dcciHed decrease iu the douiestic expeitienls, snoh as 
Castor oil, Laudanum, Quinine, etc, , so long believed to \te iii- 
dispeDsable io staviiigatfdeath MalWihe docior could getthere. 
Aeon.,Bell.. Bry., Nux and Sulph , five little botties, frequently 
reinforced by Hepar and Špongia, make a far less complicated 
čase for a Homoeopathic phjaicinu tofollow, aiid as far a? I am 
concerned, mostly preferable, 

"Home presciibing" probably will cotitinue in 
the fiiture as in the pást, biit when the time comes 
in a family when it is deemed necessary to call in a 
physician, the Homosopathic practiliouer wiil stand 
a múch better cliance of being consulted in a family 
where there ís a generál knowledge of its merits 
than in one where it is simply "little pills" and 
nothing more. Dr. Hering always maintaiiied that 
the Homceopathic "doinestic physician" and family 
medicíne cases were the best friends the Homceo- 
pathic physician had. They made the people firm 
believers in Homoeopathy, and in all cases of illness 
really reqniring the aid of a physician the Homceo- 
pathic physician was sought by that family, and its 
infiuence was always in favor of Homceopathy. 

To THE HoMfEopATHic Phvsicians of thb United States: 
The Committee on Life InsuraDCe Bxníniners of the United 
States, having been in correspundeuce with tlie various old liue 
life insuraiice conipanies of the country during the pást few 
years. aud having received from neatly all of thetn positive as- 
surances that no discriminatiou is made in the appointmcnt of 
medical eiaminers on accoiint of school of practice, but Ihal 
Buch appointmenls are based excluaivety upou indívidual nierit. 
are now desirous of verifying these stateuients through the 
testimouy of Itac professíon. The commitlee therefore reqnest 
all Homceopathic physicians tbron);hout the tlnitcd States who 
are holding appointments as medical examíners of old Hne life 
Insurance companies to at once uotify the chairman of the 
committee of šuch fact, giving the dáte of appointnient. Also 
the committee would be glad to hear direct from all Homceo- 
pathic physicians who háve wilhin ihe pasI three years been re- 
fused šuch appointment, or who háve had their eiaminations 
rejected solely on the ground of their being a practilioner of 
Homceopathy or a graduale of a Hotnoeopathic coUege. 

This does not refer lo assessmenl companies but only to reg- 
ular old line companies which are so recognized.

First 
comes ^^Headache" with remedies for the \arious 
kinds; then comes " Occuring^^ i. e., time of head- 
aclie; then ^'Rrom" i. e., " From catarrh, Kalibích.^ 
Nux v." or "Sun's heat, Aut. c, Glon. 3x;" then 
" With," /'. e., with "eye pains, Cimic, Onos., 
Spig;" then "Pains seated, i. e,, In temples, Bell., 
Chin., Níl ac;" then "Pains reíieved;" by so and so; 
t]icn " Sensations in the Head" Giddiness, ^'■Motioa 
of ihe Head" "Posititm of Head" "Scaip" and 
" Hair," all this in less than seven pages of a 
book, pocket sized. The Bee Line is liardly de- 
signed for a fully developed čase of sickncss, but 
to answer the thousand and one questions, "What 
sball I do?" for this, that and tlie other thing, 
there is no more convenient or better arranged 
book. It selis for $1.00, by mail, $1.03. Flexible 
red leather, gilt edge. 

J. S. Humdall, member of the Royal CoIIege of 
Veterinary Surgeons, London, England, is engaged 
on a practical work on the treatment of the diseases 
of the horse. There is no donbt but that the prom- 
ised work will be the most useful and populai 
veterinary book ever published, The author is 
thoroughly \'ersed in all the lore of the old 
veterinary school, but for all that his book will be 
soundly Homoeopathic in treatment The publish- 
ing house of Boericke & Tafel will biing it out 
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Cdriocs reading iu the Life of Hahneinann — 
curious to us to-day though desperately serioiis in 
fact at the time. In 182 1, when Prince von Schwarz- 
enburg carae to Leipsic to be treated by Habnetiiann, 
the part)' spirit broke out at a greal rate. The Saxon 
goveninieot, in cousideration of the Prince, wouM 
not allow Hahiieniann to be molested at the time, 
but liis pnpils were fair game for the opposing rage. 
The officers invaded the hoines of Hornburg and 
Franz, seized theír stock of medicines, gave them to 
two beadles who solemnly proceeded to bum them — 
the medicines, of course — in a piiblic plače. Well 
may good-fellow Puck make a slighting remark of 
"these mortals." 

The ostensible gronnds for publicly buming the 
little pills and dilutions of the Homoeopalhs was 
that there was an old law which prohibited doctors 
from dispensing their own reraedies — the patient 
mušt pay them for the prescription and then pay the 
apothecary for fillin^ it. Horaceopathy rednced the 
expense one-half or more by cutting off the apothe- 
caries chargé. One gentleman, both an apothecary 
and physiciau, thonght to get around it by opening 
an apothecary shop himself, where be could prescribe 
HomcEopathically, and pretty soon, owing to the 
then unheard of cures, he nearly monopolized the 
whole practice and drug business of the town. But 
he could not stand the pressure and was forced to 
give up ciiring the sick and leave the town. Then 
things settied down into the old ruts, a 
peid roundly again for stuíl that did 1 



benefit them. Curious reading is the Life of Hahne- 
mann. 

The Centralbl. ý. !nn. Med. of September, 1894, 
telis of two children '■ cured " of the itch by means of 
ointments, Shortly afler the "cure" both sufTered 
firom nephritis (inŕlammation of the kidneys). One 
of them pnlled through but " in čase 3d there were 
pains in the loins, swelling of the legs, abdomen, 
and scrotum, cough, and ao impetiginous eruption 
on the legs. The urine contained albumen and 
large blood-casts. In addition, there were signs of 
broúcliitis and broncho-pneumouia. The boy steadily 
got worse and died a few days later." So year after 
year the truth of the Chronic Diseases is confirmed 
to those willing to see. 

Among the "Hints" for March was one crediled 
to the Rev. Dr. Isaac Martin, "one-tinie practitioner 
of medicine, but now pastor of the famoiis 'Old 
Swedes Church' of Philadelphia." This statement 
was slightly erroneous on onr part, as Dr. Martin is 
not pastor but assistant minister of that historícal 
chm-ch. 

Attention is called to cbanges in list of phar- 
macies, on the fourtli page of Envov, acting as 
agents for the joumal. In San Francisco the agent 
is now the "Brook's Homoeopathic Pharmacy," at 
119 Powell Street A new one has also been added 
to the list, W. Voight Frame, 712 Penn street, Read- 
ing;, Pa, This last named pharmacy has been es- 
tablished for a number of years, but drifted into the 
condition fitly described as "run down," partly, per- 
haps, from too múch "cheap medicine." Cheapness 
is a very desirable quality in these hard times, but 
when it is attained by the sacrífice of quality it is a 
cheapness that is costlier for pharmacist, physician 
and patient than the highest prices would be. Mr, 
Frame announces that he intends to sell only the 
preparations of the well-known Homosopathic phar- 
macists and importers, Messrs. Boericke & Tafel, 
"ill insure to all who buy of hira strictly re- 
inci. We might add that the Brook'i 
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pharmacy, at San Francisco, also handles the samé 
preparatíons. 

Tbere are inany ways in which Homceopatbic 
phannacy inay be cheapened. For iostaiice Aconile, 
Belladonna and many other of the old reniedies 
inay be prepared froín dried plants at a less cost tbaii 
the diity alone amounts to on the fresh plaut tinc- 
tures, but it is nol the medicíne oa which the full 
success of Homoeopathy is based. A savíng niay be 
inade in the qnality of the alcobol used ; oiily the 
finest and purest qnality shoiíld be eniployed in the 
niaking of tinctnres, biit múch is used that is 
loaded with fusil oÍl. It is noticeable that the 
odor of tinctures prepared with pure alcohol and 
tbose with the cheap fusil oil qitality is very differ- 
ent even though tliere be nodifference in the plants. 
Another great cbeapening process is to simply mix 
al! triturations above the ix instead of triturating 
each x for two hours as is done by the best houses. 
Many other means raight be mentioned by which 
cheapness is attained at the expense of quality, but 
let tbese suflice, 

The opponents of vaccination are called fanatics 
by those who bclieve in that venerable practice; jier- 
haps sorae of tliem are. The root of the word is the 
Latin /anatiais, which in tnru is from fanumy a 
place dedicated to some deity, where, we suppose, 
that deity was wont to hold forth to his admiring 
foUowers who believed what he said. Tiiis hardly 
fits the opposers of vaccination, who ouly kick for 
personál liberty in the matter of medicine, which 
seems to be a reasonable thing on their part. On the 
other hand, it looks as though the Latin-derived 
word "fanatic" fits the promoters of vaccination as 
though made for tbeui. They háve passed iawscom- 
pelling people to submit to tbeir medical \-Íews 
Huder severe pcnalties, and now coines a high 
dignitary iu the Church of Eugiaud who says that 
no child shall be admitted to coniirination who has 
uot beeu vaccinated. Šuch a child is unfit to 
miugle with Christians in his opinion. If this is not 
fanaticism, what is it? 

The "animal extracts" seem also to be getting 
in tbeir work. M, Bĺclers fed a Macaque monkey 
with sheep's tbyroids and it died in six days. He 
had heard of an adult and one or two children hav- 
ing died suddenly of the thyroid treatnieut. He 
considers Thyroidin a heart poison, and that it pro- 
duces a cumulative actioa like DigUaUs. So it 



goes, Everything under tbe sun is tried, whooped 
up and then suddenly dropped. And they call it 
"Medical Science." In the meantinieHomceopathy 
continues to cure all cases that can be cnred by 
medicíne, and permíls those fated to die to díe of 
their disease and not of the "remedy." Some day 
the world may háve sense enougb to recognize in 
Homceopathy the Law of Cure. 

Dr. Re.'^der, of Myrtle Point, Oregon, in Pacific 
Coast Journal of Homceopalky, relates the foUowíng 
incident the moral of wbich each reader of the 
Envoy sbonld také unto himself. U was hís fii^t 
čase of diptheria. 

"I hurriedly hailed my preceptor, a pure homceo- 
path, with these words; 'Doctor, what do you give 
for diphtheria?' 

'"Who has diphtheria?' he asked. 

'"Johnny J , ' I replied. 

" ' Hurry back and treat Johnny J and let the 

diphtheria také čare of itself" he answered and 
tumed his back on me." 

Now that the íirst antitoxin hurrali is over we 
are beginning to hear the truth about this dangerous 
stufF. Dr. Lenuox Browne writes The Medical 
Press: 

"I regret to háve to record llial a further esperience of 
antitoxin hasresulted in six dcalhsout o( a total ofeigtit cases 
treated, all due to inäanimatíon of the kidiieya. This is a sad 
but siugalnr confirmation of the testitnouy you publisb ín the 
curieut issue oľ The Medical Press from Dr. Beuda. of Berlín, 
who, on post-inorlem eiíamiuation of 39 subjcĽts dyiag under 
tfae aotitoxia treatmeat. found uephritis in 33 cases. S of which 
were of severe gráde." 

And agaín in British Medical Journal : 
"In this respectthe short serieš treated with anlitoiin at 
University CoUege Hoapital, nnder the auperintendence of 
ProfesBor Ringer, is of eiceptional value ; but what a leason it 
leaches! Eight cases with 5 dealhs — I from cardiac failure, r 
from totai suppression of urine, and 5 with evidences of sep- 
ticíemia, all estaliliaheii by necropay." 

It is curious reading, Anno Domini iSgSy that tbe 
only way to treat hEemorrhoids or "piles," as the 
sufierers commonly call tliem, is by surgery; yet 
that is about al! one reads of the treatment of this 
crtieliy painful disease, or condition, iu medical 
journals. And what a "cure" it is! Says Dr. H. 
Smith, K. R. S- "There is every now and then after 
the nse of the ligature great suffering, protracting 
for a long time the convalesceuce. I refer to the 
ulceration wbich sometimes remaius unhealed for a 
long periód after tbe separation of the ligature." 
And from Dr. Kelsey : " I háve never seen worse 
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pains, iasting sometimes for a week, than that 
operalion can cause, I bave in my own practice kept 
a patient fuUy under the influence of morpbine for a 
week," etc. And the pitiful part of it is that after 
all this suffering the probability is that the bsmor- 
rhoids will grow again as had as ever. All this pain- 
ful and undigiiified suffering inay be obviated by 
proper homoeopatbic treatment combined wilh 
cleanliness; or by the use oí ^scuhis suppositories, 
or ointment, for the sticking, non-bleedÍng piles ; or 
by Hamamelis suppositories, or the ointment, for 
bleeding piles. Complete homceopathic treatment 
is to be found in Híemarrhoids, by W. Jefferson 
Guernsey, M. D., a most excellent little special book 
to háve in the librap,\ When tlie external treat- 
ment of .■Esculus or Hamamelis is resorted to it 
is well to accompany it by internal medication of 
the samé reraedy in potentízed shape. Buruett, in 
one of his bright brochures, tells of two cases of piles 
across the street from eacb otlier and both about as 
bad as could be. He had orfe čase and an old 
school man the other. Buroett slowly but surely 
cured his čase witb internal medication and tbe 
judicioususe ofointments; the other man "operated," 
and inside of a year his čase was worse than before 
and had come under Burnetťs treatment for a atre. 

An address delivered before the Oxford Medical 
Societj- by Dr. Samuel Wilks, and printed iu the 
Lancet, November 34th, is ratber suggestive. The 
prevalent allopathic luetliod of prescribing dnigs 
for disease, according to Dr. Wilks, "is simply 
pandering to human weakness." 

He objects, and the objection is an honest one, to 
"the attempt to treat disease on principle when we 
possess no principles." 

As to therapeutics "it goes too fast, constantly 
changing with every fresh view of disease." 

" At present every man is a free lance, and treals 
his čase according to his fancy. Should it be a cas:; 
attended by fever, one medical man gives Antipyrin 
to reduce the fever, and another Digilalis to reduce 
the pulse, and so on." 

Dr. Wilks, himself a truly "eminent physician," 
thus admits that he and his professioii liave no 
guiding principles, no fixed metbod of treating dis- 
ease, and each one treats the sick according to his 
individual fancy. 

Yet to listen to the shoutings over this state of 
anarcby, which state they dub "scientific medicine," 
ooe would think that they had overcome disease, 



death and the deviL But they bave not. and, accord- 
ing to Dr. Wilks, when they treat a sick person they 
simply experiment on him, which means that they 
may cure, but with always the possíbility of kiUing. 
Is it any wonder that Homoeopathy with its clear, 
cteaiily defined law of atre is rapidly growing, and 
its practice spreading every year? The only wonder 
it that between the beneficeut practice of pure Ho- 
mosopathy and the empirical follies described by Dr. 
Wilks there should be any besitancy in choosing. 

Dr. ÍCershaw, in a paper in Clinual Reportér on 
" Some Unnecessary Gynaecological Operatíons," 
speaking of a youug and beautiful woman whose 
physician persuaded her to nndergo the operation of 
ovariotomy for some slight but constantly recurring 
trouble, writes: "She conseuted to háve the opera- 
tion of ovariotomy performed, becanse she was led 
to believe it was a símpie procedúre, and that it 
would free her from pain aud euhance her beauty. 
The doctor failed to tel! her that a great many 
patients after ovariotomy také on excessive fat, and 
that coarse hairs háve grown on the chin in some 
reported cases, and in one quite a beard developed." 

In this particular čase, however, the giri died from 
the "simple operation." And it scems that those 
who do not becorae coarse and fet from the opera- 
tion are apt to develop hystéria, melanchólia and 
even insanity. 

Homceopathic physicians in generál argue that 
the cutting ont of tumors and other growtbs of a 
like náture does not cure the patient, but at best 
merely affords a temporary reliéf, and that the trae 
cure is to be made by medicine operating homoK>- 
pathically. There is an abundance of testimony to 
prove that sneh growths can be, and repeatedly háve 
been, cured by homceopathic medication and what 
has been done can be done again. The tnith of the 
contention of homosopathic physicians that the 
knife is not a cure, but a mere palliative, is con- 
firmed by a paper from Dr. W. W. Keen, iu the 
December nnmber of the Ctezieland Medical Gazelie, 
en the subject of cutting out the female breasts. Dr. 
Keen cites statistics which show that the percentage 
of those "cured" range from thirty per cent on io8 
cases operated on as the best results down to 11.83 
per cent. of cures on 1,234 c^ises analyzed by Gross. 
Any one suffering from šuch growths should at 
least give Homoeopathy a few mouths' trial rather 
i than risk šuch a very dangeroiis operation. And, 
I furthermore, it should be known that even in the 
cases "cured" surgically all that has been done is the 
removal of the malignant growth; the systém re- 
mains the samé with probably the samé caiises 
ready in a few yeare to produce another growth, 
while with the medically cured the cause has been 
removed and will never again be operative.

On Saturday, March 9, Mr. A.J. TafeljSeniormem- 
ber of tlie firm of Bocricke & Tafel, homceopathic 
pliamiacists and publishers, departed thís life in the 
fifty-sixth year of hia age. He arose on the morn- 
ing of tliat day apparently as well as ever, but in a 
short tiine was seized with pains aboiit the heart. 
Physicians were suiniuoned and towaids eveiiiug be 
seemed to be very iiiuch better, biit about twenty 
minutes aľter five o'clock he gave a gasp and hislife 
in thi5 world was tcrminated. Tlial ihis siidden end- 
ing of au aclive and useful life was a great shock, 
and a greater sorrow, to his faraily and wide circle 
of friends, it is needless to state — there were none 
but poignanlly felt this sudden departure of a dear 
friend. 

The term "departure" is here nsed instead of 
"death" because of Mr. Tafeľs religion. He was a 
life-Ioug tnember of the New Clmrch, in which the 
word "death" is not recognized in the coramonly 
accepted meaning of the term. In the New Church 
it is believed that when the Lord in His wisdoin 
catls one from this world it is not a terminatioii of 
active life, but an entry into a highcr and fuller life. 
There is a natural body and there is a spirituál body ; 
when man is called to the spirituál world he finally 
and totevet leaves the uatural body and it returns to 




earth from which it was forraed, and the man enters 
into his spirituál body to live forever in a world of 
light, warmth and iuteuse vitality unknowu in this 
world of raatter. Those who leave this world as in- 
fants grow to the flower of young manhood or 
womanhood and so remain forever; those who 
leave bowed down with a weary load of physical ills 
leave these beliínd thent and gradually retum to ihe 
brightness aud joy of the spring-tiine of life. To 
theín even the best thal this life can give is cold and 
dark by comparison. Firmly holding this faitb 
"death" had no terrors for Mr. Tafel, and his family, 
while naturally sorrowfnl at their loss, are not bowed 
down into the hopeless abyss of those who can only 
think of their dear ones as reinaining in the cold 
earth. Hence, too, the absence of the deep lustreless 
black that is nsually the accompaniment of de- 
partnres to a better land. 

Mr. Tafel was bom at Ulm, Wurtemberg, Ger- 
many, on September 13, 1839. His father was a 
professor of langiiages, and few nien in his day, or 
since, háve niastered as many tongues as he. 

When about the age of fonrteen, in 1853, he, Mr. 
A. J. Tafel, caine to this country and entered into 
the drug trade as apprentice, beiug employed duríug 
his early years both in homoeopathic and allopathic 
pharmacy, mastering both professions. He was so 
employed when the war broke ouL Like hundreds 
of thousands of other men he dropped all else and 
enlisted, one of that mighty northern host that so 
suddenly arose. He saw múch active service and 
was in the thick of that furious ílood-tide of war, 
Gettysburg. At the close of this era he entered in 
the business of homceopathic pharmacist at Phila- 
delphia, purchasing the pharmacy at 48 North Ninth 
Street, of his brother-in-law, Dr. F. E. Bocricke. In 
a few years the two consoHdated and Mr. Tafel 
took chargé of their New York branch. From 
that time the firm slowly but surely enlarged its 
scope nntil it easily led the world in the pharmacy 
of homceopathy. The roots of this reacb far back. 
In the early days, wíth no pharmacopceia, no phar- 
macists, no traditions, homceopathic pharmacy 
was necessarily a very tentative profession. The 
early members of the firm in qiiestion, however, had 
the friendship of the father of hoinoeopathy in 
America, Dr. Constantíne Hering, and under his 
eyes aud those of the other pioneers the infant phar- 
macy grew to vigorous 1U& The tradition of those 
early years háve been maintained and háve guided 
the house ever since. In time Dr. F. E. Boericke re- 
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tired and was succeeded by his sons, oue of whom, 
F. A. Boericke, M. D., remains m the business and 
succeeds to the post of senior partner. The other 
partner is Mr. A. L. Tafel, son of Mr. A. J. Tafel. 
Thus after niany years the firm has come into the 
hands of the second generatíon. Forlunately both 
tlie present partners háve been thoroaghly gronnded 
in the traditions of the hotxse and both of theni háve 
worked ibeir way throiigh all the various steps of 
business from lowest to highest, and are in all parti- 
culars fiilly competent to uphold the ancient and hon- 
orable house. 

As said before, there is necessarily múch natural 
grief at the sudden tennination of šuch an earthly 
career, yet, as intimated, there is another and a 
brighter side to the picture. Mr. Tafel often ex- 
pressed the wish that when he was called he might 
be permitted to respond promptly. His wish was 
fulfilled. He lived an active Hfe up to the very 
last, laid il down wíthout a struggle and, who can 
deny? — entered úpon a richer and completer Hfe 
that stretches on to the incomprehensible eternity. 



THE PRESENT ATTITUDE OF THE ALLO- 
PATHIC PHYSICIAN. 
The dutý of the homceopathic school is immediate 
advanceinent. Resting on laurels won twentyycars 
ago, lulled into a faise security by pást victoríes, we 
are in danger of being routed within our own in- 
trenchments. Success is apt to blind organizations 
as well as individuals. Rapid and great success is 
dangerous; it leads to overconiidence, indolence, 
lack of preparation and ultiraate disaster. During 
the pást few years very many homceopathic phy- 
sicians háve at times entertained the opinion that 
the schools were comiug gradually together; that 
the bigotry, íntolerance and malice of the aliopathic 
part of the professiou had sensibly diminished; that 
an honest investigation and trial of homceopathy 
would be instituted by our opponents ; that its merits 
would be candtdly acknowledged and that the medi- 
cal miilenium was soon to dawn. Sneh sentiments 
and optnions were based úpon the cessation, ín great 
part, of open warfare by the aliopathic school, an in- 
creasing di,sposition to meet with homceopathic prac- 
titioners in consultation, and the liberál and tolerant 
sptrit dispíayed in several noteworthy addresses de- 
livered by aliopathic pliysicians. And it is also 
doubtiess true that the younger members of the self- 
called "regular" school are not so blatant and 
nuwkish in their denunciations of homceopathy as 



those who háve preceded them. But all this is but 
tlie froth úpon the surface. The attitude of the alio- 
pathic school remains unchanged. It is to-day what 
it was thirty or fifh' yeais ago — that of bitter, im- 
placable hostility to homceopathy iu every possible 
way. "The foolish and the dead alone never change 
their opinion," said Lowell, and — well our aliopathic 
friends niay make the application. The mistake has 
been iu accepting the utterances of individuals as 
the sentiments of the aliopathic school. That allo- 
pathynumbeisamong its adherents many liberál men 
holding tolerant and advanced opinions we do not 
doubt ; but šuch men are too few, as yet, to speak for 
the rank and filé. Whatever may háve been said by 
solitary individuals here and there regarding the 
truth of homceopathy and the honesty and ability 
of homceopathic physicians, it is absolutely certaiu 
that the organized power and influence of the alio- 
pathic school is as eager to crush out homceopathy as 
ever. And if there has ever been any cessation of hos- 
tilities on the part of our friends the truce is evidently 
at an end. Evidences of the disposition to carry on a 
bitter warfare multiply every day, and none but the 
blindly infatuated can fáil to see them. The du- 
plicity and treachery at Ann Arbor, the bitter oppo- 
sition to horaoeopathic measures in the legislatures 
of several States, the pelty andpuerile protest ofthe 
New York County Aliopathic Society against the 
appointmeut of a homceopath as Surgeon-General of 
the State, the partisan appeals of leading aliopathic 
journals — all these things and many olhers that 
might be enumerated, did space allow, declare con- 
clusively that the war is on. If we would hold the 
ground already gained or win new territory we mušt 
win fresh victories. If we rest louger with folded 
arms we shall suffer ignominious defeat — and deserve 
it. Let there be no mistake made. This is not a 
time for peace but for war. If we would hold our 
present position as a school before the public, retain 
and increase the number of our hospitals, asylums 
and other public institutions we mušt fight — íight 
hard and fight now. There is no plače in the 
homceopathic school at present for men who are 
frightened by their own beliefs; let us vindicate 
our principles or give up all right to them. At this 
juncture let those who claim to be homoeopaths be 
so in fact as wetl as in name. Let us send our 
students to homceopathic coUeges, our contribiitions 
to bomoeopathic hospitals, our scientific papers and 
subscriptions to homceopathic journals, and give our 
sttongest aid to the advancement of homoeopathy

lathic schoo! is losing ground and it is because of 
the coldness, indifference and slothíiilness in its owQ 
ranks. It won the fight before — U can win it again, 
if it will. Let those who delicately deprecate the 
nauie homceopathic and shrink from the term sec- 
tarian, crawl under shelter while the storm rages; 
afterwards they shall be buried with the dead. We do 
not advocate a blind aud iiarrow partisanship; that 
may well be left to our oppouents and is illustrated 
by the mixture of ignorant conjecture, shallow dog- 
matism, mawkish morality and factions injustice 
that characterizes of late their journals and discus- 
sioos. But we do believe in a steadfast loyalty to 
principle ; in a iiianly, courageous and open avowal 
of belief ; in a deterrained oppositioii to invasiou of 
rights; and a fight to the finish rather than an igiio- 
minious effacement. There is uo alternatíve, We 
caunot retreat — we canoot surrender. Let us then 
lóse no opportunity tostrengthen our lines and with 
raalice toward none advance once more the bauner of 
Similia. — Nortk American Journal of Homceopatky.

And do not a thousaud snffer 
from that, to which three pages are devoted, where 
one is afflicted with peritonitis? Go to, man! That 
which is denominated Homosopathy is a law of ná- 
ture and your puerile outbreaks against it háve no 
more effect than did those of a certain reverened 
body against the "absurd tlieory " of tlie Florentine, 
Galileo.

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There bave been mauy sketchea of 
Habnemann's liľe published. but Ihia is 
the first book giving bis life in fuU. It 
is an clegaut volume. deserving a plače 
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par excellence for tliose out of reacb of 
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"The stricken deer flees from the herd." 
The term is supposed to be poetical, and raay be 
so ; but does auy one kuow why the deer nins away ? 
A good many years ago, when Denver was a 
huddle or simtities and the overlatíd stage was in its 
glory, the wríter of ihese Hues was crossing wbat 
was tlien represented on tbe school maps as "The 
Great American Descrt." It was very early in the 
morning and Hght, ibough the sun had not yet 
risen, when the wagons started. Soon the leader 
stopped in silence and every one saw on an eminence 
or "roll " a splendid antelope standiiig and looking 
at the wagons as though surprised. Not a sound 
was made on either side until the silence was broken 
by the sharp crack of a rifle. The autelope fell, but 
oni y for an i n stan t, and theii Ix) u 11 ded away. 
Arrived at the plače where he felI a little blood was 
noticed, and, rising the "roll," ihc "stricken deer" 
was seen making his way not from but tu the herd, 
sonie four hundred in uuinber. Then was seen a 
rather curious sight in that early light. Catching 
sight of the wagon tlie whole herd raoved awa\' at a 
smart pace, but not at a panic gaít. The woundM 
aninial had reached the herd, but was not wanted ; 
for two or three bucks luade for him and as long as 
we watched them they chased and horned the poor 
aniina] until presnmably he fell dead, a feast for the 
coyotes, For soiiie reason pecnliar to antelopes they 
wanted no "stricken deer" about and wouldn't 
bave one. 



The reading of the proceedings and speeches of a 
condave of gentlemen and ladies who recently had 
met to consider the best nieans of conquering disease 
brought to mind that early morning incident just 
reiated, for it seems that the antelopes and the mod- 
em scientists are nearly of one mind regarding the 
attitnde of the well herd towards the " stricken deer." 
If the law makers and niouej- dispensers wÍIl givc 
them the power and the money they will very soon 
"slamp out" all manner of disease, Looking 
through the list of diseases which they say should be 
"isolated" one is slmck by the fect that if their 
ideas were carried out there would be practtcally no 
sick exempt. feven nieii with very bad colds, in the 
proposetl new order of things, would be hiistled ofi 
and shut up to prevent them from " infecling " their 
kind. We do not wish to say a word against pure 
Avater, pnre air or pure food, for it requires no scien- 
tist to telí that foul air, bad water and food will 
sicken a community; but wheu a man says that 
there háve been šuch and sneh a number of "pre- 
ventable deatlis" in the country duriug the pást 
year we are not so súre but that he is passing ofl^ his 
assertion for science, and are inclined to the belief 
that even if given autocratic power he could not 
with his science prevent a single death. 



TuERE is something about epídemics that our 
nioderu medical science has not discovered, and that 
something is the epidémie itself, its origin or caiise. 
Of this really nothing is known. Its symptoms 
afler they háve developed and its effects are knowu 
but nothing more. A few yeais ago cholera threat- 
ened the country, but did not gain au entrance. 
People said our eíficient quarantiue saved us. Per- 
haps it did, but quarantiue did not prevent the 
grippe from doing perhaps as múch or more damage 
tlian the cholera would háve done. There háve 
been some curious comments made on epidemics 
that háve not received the attentiou due them. One 
is that it has been noticed that at šuch times the 
death rate is no higher aud even may be lower than 
in )'ears of that a "'I. 
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"It takes two to inake a bargain," riins tbe old i 
saw. More people are exiJosed to tlie danger of 
" contagion " in epidetnícs than contract the disease. 
Now it is clear that in sneh cases the least important 
factor is the so-called "contagion." It Í5 absohitely 
powerless withont tbe other party to the bargain, 
which is vagnely known as "predisposition." May 
it not be possibie that a nation inay gradnally get 
into a state of " predisposition?" Cholera knocks at 
its gates as the other party to the bargain, and is 
kept ont by qiiarantiiie. Does that clear away the 
more iuiportant factor? Not at all ; it inerely 
changes the character of the bargain, The índivid- 
ual couditions reniain and will show themselves in 
sonie other form, perhaps less seusationa! but qnJte 
as disastrous. 

The Hne of reasoning or of lustiuct held by the 
herd of antelopes which led them to chase away one 
of their number who had the siuell of blood on him 
is in a inaiiner siniilar to that adopted by modem 
niedicine. It rcgards disease as somethiiig alien to 
man, somethiiig to be foiight off from withont rather 
than a coiiditiou of the systém, and once it has 
developed they can tliink of nothing else than qiiaran- 
tine isolatioH. and in a generál way oi^chasing the 
"stricken deer" away from his fellows. They háve 
g:radually increased tlie nunibcr of "coiitagioiis" dis- 
eases until there is scarcely one that is not placed in 
that category, and a čase of iilness in the family not 
only entails the nsnal čare and anxiety on the iin- 
affected but a!so frequently a serious loss throngh 
virtual imprisonment. And each year this condi- 
tion grows worse as the dominánt school, working 
on the fears of the people and the press, acquire 
more power. It is bnt a week or two ago when the 
papers contained an account of a yonng lady who 
called on sonie fríends in whose hotise was a sick 
child. When she sought to leave a health policeman 
refused to perniit it, and on her jiersisting he arrested 
her and she was pnt in the police station and kept 
there until she consented to relurn to the hotise 
where the čase of sickness was. 

It was done " in the interest of the piiblic health," 
änd there is a never-ceasing pressiirc for more power 
to make arrests and iniprison f>eople who háve the 
misfortnne to háve sickness in the family. They 
háve too múch power now, for after all is said and 
done there are worse things in this world than "con- 
tagious" diseases, and one of them is a uiedical 
despotism. 



The nien who enjoy this power také np witli 
everything sensational and fooHsh to "stamp ont 
disease — qnarantine, isolation, disinfection, fmniga- 
tion, antiseptics, imprisonment, inoculation, anti- 
toxine, " immunizinfj" and any number of other 
passing fads, and yet scornfnlly turn their backs on 
the only reál cure, for the ills they fight, Horaoeo- 
pathy. When cholera breaks throngh their lines 
and they are called on to treat the disease fifty per 
cent. of the cases die, yet when the samé disease is 
Ireated by Homceopalhy the death-rate rarely rises 
above five or six per cent, so low a rate that had all 
epideinics been treated by the ,same means it is 
probable that it would never háve been regarded as 
a disease in the least serious or even contagioiis. 

And it is the samé with all other diseases; give a 
nation piire air, pure water and good food with ex- 
clusive Homceopathic treatment and it is very doubt- 
ful if siich a thing as "contagious" disease would 
be known. For Homoeopathy not only cnres the 
disease, but, better still, removes the conditions that 
make the disease possibie. 

It is to Homoeopathy and not to imprisonment 
that the world shonld look for reliéf from its physi- 
cal ills and physicians, and the public, too, cannol 
devote too niuch time to a careful and deep stwdy of 
the grand science revealed throngh Hahnemann. 



A wr:ter, the accuracy of whoae statemen'ts ta aoiply veri- 
fied, slales that a tuberculosís patieut espectomles dsily from 
30,000.000 tíi 40.000,000 bacilli. .íccorťling to statislics, the 
auuual number of cases ofcousumplion in Ihe ľniled States 
is 150,000, avcrage miuiber daily espectotaled is 35.000,000, 
theTefoce, there are apit up daily of these parasites about 
8,112,334.431,876.

What a scarer is that for the timid ! So many of 
these deadly "carnivora" tnrned loose every day to 
prey on humanity that no one can number them. 
But are they "carnivora" or, insimple words, "flesh- 
eaters?" No man can prove it from the dictionary 
or from any other book. There seenis to be a vágne, 
yet very prevalent notion, that in some way these 
"bacilli" are "gernis," and consequently tbe canse 
of disea.se. As a matter of fact they are nothing of 
the sort and are not living orgauism at all, but 
simply disease product and are harmful simply as 
any otlier disease product, or effete matter, is harm- 
ful — not as "gcrms," but as filth. 

It niay seeui a hold or, if you prefer it, cheeky 
thing for the Envoy to flout the testimony, or 
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agaíu, if you prefer it, assertioiis, of tlie maiiy 
bacteriologists who are e\'er waming the people 
against the danger from "germs," warnings which 
the daily press, when they háve 110 more sensational 
matter 011 hand, are wont to piit scare-heads on. 
But we live iti a progressive age and the Envov 
optimistically iooks forward to the day when the 
whole Schizomycete faiiiily, the bacilH, niicrococci 
and others of the clan will fall to their proper place 
with a duli thud. 

If the bacilli or, as our friend the Medical Sum- 
máry diibs tliem, "camivori" are flesh eaters as as- 
serted, then they inust possess heads, stomachs, etc, 
be inale and female, and háve the power of repro- 
duction of Iheir speceis. But who will assert this 
to be true? 

If they do not propagate their race in the usual 
way then how are we to account for the forty 
million a day that scieuce asserts are coughed up 
by the averaged consumplive? Where do they conie 
ftom? Spootaneousgeneration? Avast there! that 
is anatheina in scieuce. 

Then there is left the very prosy altcrnati\'e that 
these socalled organisms are simply the product of 
decoiiiposition or chemicai chaiige índuced by the 
disease, and to regard theni as the cause of the 
disease would be likc lookíng on smoke as the cause 
of fire.

The word, 
or prefix, is derived from the Greek " bromos," 
which means a "steuch" or a "stink."

Tlie first thiug a new born child does ís, it 
screams, and, as we can clearly hear, in a biirst of 
aiiger and displeasure at the nnwelcome cliange. 

It is tlie first sign tliat t!iere is a hiiman soul 
within. No animals scream when born, not even 
inonke^'s, iieitlier raother nor cliild. 

A well-trained ear will kiiow by the soiind what 
the child ineans by its cry, also when it is older. In 
sleep the face shows the state oť luind. VVe sbould 
avoid waking a child or makiug it scream. 

In oiir endeavors to find ont even the slightest 
traces of a tme iinage of the čase before us, we inust 
avoid all rongh haudiiug as inuch as the čase will 
allow. Children will never afterwards trust; they 
cannot forget or forgive a stranger. Let the raother 
do as mnch as poisible. We gain very little, if any- 
tbing, by forcing their uiouths opeu to see what we 
cau just as well hear. Does it ever telí us what to 
give?

THE POTENCY QUESTION. 
Editor Homceopathic Envoy: 

This view of tbe superbly working homoeopatbic 
principle has sometimes pressed itself on my atten- 
tion, and perhaps for lack of being sufficiently con- 
versant with the literatúre of the magniftcent systém 
I háve not yet seen or beard it verbally or otherwise 
discussed ; tho' it seenis to me to account for niany 
of the so-called shortconiiugs and failures ascribed 
thereto. The point I wish to make clear is this: 
that the thirtieth or sonie other favorite attennation, 
or dilution, is ahnost uuifomily administered as be- 
ing a sort of dead level, horizontál, štandard, for 
reniedial use, in the čase of almost all driigs em- 
ployed. Of course I aui not ignorant that many 
times the sixth, twelfth, etc, are used; but the use 
of ihese degrees does not so arisc because of any 
Standard or rule in reference thereto, but because 
one has foiind satisfaclory results therefrom, or 
another piefers strong liuctures, sensible doses, etc, 
and in niental discussion of these peculiarities it has 
seenied to me that ihere might be. a štandard for 
giiidauce as to selection of mother tincture, third, 
sixth, twelfth, thirtieth, etc, etc. If we were duly 
informed, Íu the history and preparation of each 
drug, as to what might be called the proving dose — 
or prover's dose — tlien we might reasonably infer as 
to the most-!ikely-to-be-effective remedial dose. To 
make my point clearer : Suppose we find a drug, one 
drop of wbose mother tincture prodiices a markedly 
rapid and distinctive effect — and another, one drachm 
of whose mother tincture may lie taken before any 
appreciably niarked and distinct effect is perceived — 
it would not seem unreasonable to expect serious 
disappoiutment in tbe use of the latter as a remedia! 
agent, both being reduced lo tlie dead level of ihírticth 
dilutioH — in other words, if it reqtiires tbirty or sixty 
times the quaulity of one drug to produce equal 
effect with another, i. e., a markedly distinctive 
eflect, surely we ought not to expect, when reme- 
dially administered, satisfactory results from the 
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diuíí requiring the larger volurae, if practically 
eqtial quautity be admiiiistered, as in the čase of the 
more poweríiil dnig, so thal if we knew the proving 
dusť of each remedy, i. ŕ., the dose producing char- 
acteristic effect, we certainly would háve a safe 
guiding litie — a štandard or base line, so to speak, 
by which to gange the remeätal dose.

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Hedical Damage Suit, — There seems to be an 
epidémie of damage suits prevailiog and phj-sícians 
are not exeiupt. The decision ia a suit hrought 
agaiiist Dr. S. Hendrícksou, of Jaiuaica, N. Y., uiay 
puta dauiper od tbis form of speculatíoD, for in reality 
a very large number of damage siiits are Ihat and 
nothiiig more. Dr. Hendrickson treated a woiuan 
for rlieumatism and apparently greatly beiiefiled 
her, She went away visiting different places and 
was treated by a number of other physicians at dif- 
ferent times. Her troubíe, however, iucreasedagain, 
and finally a pliysician advised ampiitation of her 
leg up to knee joÍnt, This was doiie and the bone 
below that joint was found to be diseased. She 
therefore brought suit against Dľ. Hendrickson for 
damages for mal-practice based on the claím that her 
leg was fractured, and Dr. Hendrickson did not 
recoguize the fracture and as a result the bone be- 
came diseased. Certainly a very curious claim. 
After worrying tlie doctor by postponement a trial 
was fiually reached, and the čase went against the 
woinan and Dr. Hendrickson was a'.lowed about 
$600 to pay his legal expenses which the woiuan, 
or her backers iu the suit, will háve to pay. This 
will háve a very wholesome efifect on both lawyers 
and possible future claimants for damages from the 
medical profession. Medicine is not nor can never 
be an exact science, and if a physician honestly 
does hisbest there can be no ju.st grouuds for claim- 
ing damages from híui for mistakes of di^nosis. 



Is the War Over? — T\\e Bulkltn, of the recent 
uieeting of the American Medical Assocíation, at 
Baltimore, coutains a paper by Dr. Leartiis Conuor 
indicatin;^ that hereafter oui Allopalhic brethieu 
inteud to adopt a more sensible attitude towards 
Homceopathy. Among other things Dr. Connor 

"Experience has shown that the ťightiug of a 
name, as that of a sectarian, is unprofitable to the 
fighter and the medical professiou. Here, as else- 
where, ' The blood of the martyrs is the seed of the 
churcli.' Persecntion of sectarians, under their 
official designation, but tncreases their prosperity 
and discredits the medical profession. The pro- 
fession is driftiug to the practice of íguoring the 
special name and of lookiug after qualifications for 
doíng creditable work." 

This is right Hahnemaun had no more idea of 
fouuding a "ŕchool" or "sect" wheii he published 
his first paper iu Hnfelanďs Journal than has Dr. 
Counor in his paper in the Bulletin of his associa- 
tion, or any other physician who announces a dis- 
covery in medicine. Hahnemano was giveu the 
alternatíve of renouucing his discovery or being 
driven from the profession. He preferred to hold to 
the tnith he had di.scovered and promulgated for the 
benefit of humanity. Hence the split. Homce- 
opathy, liowever, stands for a clearly defined thera- 
peutic practice, and it is too late iiow to drop ít. 
Neither would any good follow šuch an abaudon- 
meiit of the old world. Neither is it just, or tme, to 
term it "sectarian." 



Mícrobes and Pistols. — The Berlin čase of the 
wouian who died of coiisumption, the quack who 
said he could cure her, the sharp lawyer who de- 
feuded tho quack, and the medical couusellor who 
clas&ed the quack and the great Koch in the samé 
categor>-, as ontlined in Júne Envoy, has taken a new 
túru, as will be seen by the fotlowing extract from a 
letter to The Medical Press: 

"Tlit intiileut found ils way iuto the papers, and excited 
NStoiiisliment iu the niindB of atl that a mediťal juríst should 
malte šuch an attack on sneh meu as Frofessor Róbert Kocb 
and Frofessor Oskar Líebmch. A wcck later th« palpen UV- 
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nounced that Herr MediíinalrHtli Lohb; liad becii induced to 
fiive an apology or explanaliou of boiior to Professot Koch, 
to the effect tliat Ihe lalter was nol alluded to in the expres- 
sioit luadc use ofand that he would not causc liini anj oJTence 
forthe world. H lias been wliispered, however, that Herrl.ong 
liad not by anj- iiieauí giveii this eiplanalion sua sponle. but 
only after the aitenialive had been offered bim on tbe patt of 
Ihe offended bacte rioiogist by two luilitary officers of high 
posilioa of eitlier signing Ibe apology or accepting a mcetiiig 
with pistols." 

Some Curíous Figures. — The Juiie iinuiber of 
tlie Hoinceopathíc li'arld gives some figures from tlie 
inottiiary slatistics that tlirow some light oii a topic 
alluded to by the Knvoy a few inoiitlis ago; /. e., that 
in years of epidemics tlie death rate is actiially lower 
than iii years when the country was free froiii ihem. 
Iii the years 1866-7 there were 52,331 deaths iu 
Englaiid froín cholera, and yet after couuting these 
there were 14,678 fewer deaths in the country than 
iu the two precedíug years, wheu the country was 
free from cholera. It also quotes some rather 
curious figures on smallpox epidemics which if 
studied will give the believers iu vaccination trouble. 
Takiug the last three epidemics of that disease, it is 
found that in the first one, 1857, there were 14,244 
deaths from that disease. From that dáte until 
1 863, the dáte of the begiuning of the second visita- 
tion, the populatiou increascd seven per cent., yet 
the deaths from smallpox increased fifty per cent. or 
a total of 20,054. The third epidémie begaii iu 
1870 and carried off 44,840 people, an increase of 
120 per cent, while the population increased ten per 
cenL Vaccination during all these years was most 
vigorously enforced. By the ordiuary rules of 
evidence one wonld conclude that vaccination was 
chiefly reuiarkable in \Xs ability to increase the death 
rate from smallpox. 

Results at the Cook County Hospital. — In the 
big Cook County Hospital, Cliicago, the three med- 
ical praclices, AUopathic, Hclectic and Houíceopathic, 
are represented. This is all right and dcmocratic, 
but is oflTset by an apparently arbitrary and nujust 
rule that assigns patients, regardlcss of their wishes, 
or atlinent, in rotation. Thus the Allopaths getthe 
first two that arrive, the Houiosojjaths get the third 
and the Eclectics the fourth. A report of the result 
of the three practices coveriug five years, 1890-4 in- 
clusive, shows that the death rate under Allopalhic 
treatment was highest and under Homceopathic low- 
est. The Eclectics come in between, but nearer thť 
Homceopalhic's rate. Analysis of the report showa 
that had the Allopaths treated all the casťs admitted 



during the five years, taking their work on the cases 
they treated as a basis, the iiumber of deaths would 
háve been 5,179. Had the Hoinceopaths treated 

all the deaths would háve nnmbered 3,923. In other 
words, 1,256 lives would háve been saved had the 
hospital been under exclusive Homosopathic treat- 
ment; 251 a year, to say nothing of the múch 
shorter duration of ihe disease, better after healtli 
and saviug of inoney. 



Modern Use of Calomel. — Ou January 2, of this 

year, I was called to see Mr. I^ , aged 76, who 

was suffering from bronchitis, aggravated by a ca- 
tarrh of the stoniacb. Tlie oid gentlemen had been 
troubled with a disordered stoniach for years, and for 
several moulhs pást had been gradually growing 
more fceble, till he was takeu down with the broii- 
chial affection. 

His recovery was naturally slow, and, after two 
weeks of attention, I was telephoned one raorning 
that I need not call, that they were going to call in 

an old physician of the family, as Mr, L was 

not improving rapidly enough to satisfy the family. 
I heard no more from tliem for about ten days, 
when I received a second telephone — " Call at Mr. 

L 's." This I flatly refused to do. I had been 

so uucerenionously dismissed that I díd not propose 
to také up this unpleasant čase again. 

After a few days I received a call from Mrs. 

L, , whose apologies were profuse. She said, 

" Vou mušt come back." Mr. L , beíngdisgnsted 

with the present treatment, had absolutely refused to 
také any more raedícine. Consenting to again také 
the čase, I saw liim February 9, tweuty-four days 
after my dismissal. 

What a change had come over my palient ! The 
poor old uiau could not eat auy solid food. His 
teeth were loose and his iiiouth šore. A trorse čase 
of salivation the most bitter eneuy of mercury could 
not wish to see. The palient presented a haggard 
appearance, His montli was so painful he could 
obtaiii but liltle rest. The history ot his three 
weeks' treatment was as follows: Ópium to quiet 
the coilgh and Calomel to cure the disease. After a 
wcck or ten days counsel was called — a prominent 
surgeon — who said, '■'■ fmrease yottr Calomel, Your 
dasc is not large euougli." So more Ópium and 
lurger doses of Calomel were given, till the saliva* 
liou becanie so great the patieut refused any further 
medicition from their hands. A few weeks later I 
accompanied the old gentleman to a dentisťs, where 
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the loosened teeth were extracted. — Ecleclic Medical 
Joiirna 1. 

Homceopathic Cure. — ^Aftei a honiceopathic cure 
there is no furtíier recovery to be iiiade froín diseased 
States caused by dnigs — sneh as are or were so 
deplorably coininoii under Atlopathy — nosalivatíoa, 
ciiichonisin, bromism, loss of teeth or hair, dianrhcea, 
constipatioii, and what not. The late Dr. Farr, for 
inany years RegistrarGeneral of England, stated it 
as his belief that nine-tenths of fatal diseases are 
" medicinal diseases;" that is, diseases artificially 
prodnced by drugs (aken as remedíes. Nor is there 
any fear or danger of a inorbid foudness for soine 
narcotic, sedative, or anodync, šuch as cocaine, 
chloral, morphia, beiag acqnired by a homo^opathic 
patieiit — surely a reassuring circumstance in these 
days of the abuse, in fashionable circles, of the 
h y poder m ic syriiige. 

In the departmeiit of surgery Homceopathic 
treatment saves, annually, hundreds of palients from 
surgical operations, promotes rapid recovery- from 
injuries after operation, and is mnch snperior to the 
old school treatnieiit of disordets incident to preg- 
nancy aud child-bed. — Dr, J. M. Moore. 



Skimmed Milk.— ^The report of the State Board 
of Health, Pemberlon Dudley, M. D,, chairnian, 
contaius an iteni of generál interest on the luilk 
question. The Board coiigratnlates the public on 
the defeat of a bili intended to prevent the sále of 
skimmed inilt and to set up a štandard of "solids" 
and milk fats that " would háve driven alt the houest 
and most of the dishonest dealers and prodncers out 
oí the business and cut off mitk from the dietary of 
all the cities of the Comnionwealth." Skimmed 
niilk is not an unwholesome article of diét, but a 
very good one, and the niilk supplied by dealers on 
the whole is a good anicle and is not responsible 
for a tithe of the sins that sensational newspapers, 
nosiiig around for soniething wherewith to scare 
people, plače to ils credit. The chief fniit of laws, 
šuch asthe one looking to State inspectioii of milk, 
is more taxes for the people and more ofGcials on fet 
but iinearned salaries. 



Scientífic Romance. — A French chemist, one to 
whose nanie the newspapers always prefix "dis- 
tinguished," asserts that iu the coniing centnry the 
farmer will go out of business and all our food will 
be produced iii laboratoríes. If the distinguished 



professor Vi-as notgix-ing the reportér the grand blnfif, 
it shows that the world nins in cycles and the ex- 
tremely learned are retnrning to the age of símple 
credulity. When man tries to sustaiu life on lalxíra- 
tory food he will find himself in the saine predica- 
ment as the horse was who with a pair of green 
spectacles fed on shavings. There ought to be an 
academy established to sift scientífic romances. The 
latter are very plentiful. 



Adulteration. — The Department of Agriculture 
has been looking into the adulteration of certain 
food products and announce that sugar is not, as is 
jocularly supposed, adnlterated with sand; granu- 
lated and hnnp sngar is, as a rule, pure; powdered 
often coutaius starch to cheapeu it, while the low 
grades simph' contain symp. Pnre inaple syrup is 
a thing of the pást; it is chiefly made of glucose. 
Liquid honey is largely glucose. Ground coffee, 
uniess you griiid it yourself or háve it done under 
your supervision, is heavily adnlterated. Cocoaand 
chocotate, especially the cheap sweet brands, are 
largely made iip of starch and sugar. The people 
lust for " cheapness," and they get it ; some day 
they raay realíze that the laborer is worthy of his 
hire. Then there will be less adulteration in the 
land and fewer "bargaiu counlers." 



A Popular Eiror. — The popular knowledge tliat 
carbolic acid isan antíseptic is productive of a great 
deal of liarra. The fact that it was the first antí- 
septic employed by Sir Joseph Lister in wonnd 
treatment has been in many ways unfortunate for 
the liuman race. Surgeons háve until receiitly re- 
garded it as iudispsnsable to háve their instruments 
in a tray of carbolic solutiou, which, if strong 
enough to slerílizc the instruments, destroyed the 
surgeou's hands fur practical purposes; and if, as 
was usually the čase, it was so weak as not to 
actually bnm the hands, díd no good as an anti- 
septic — circnmstances which were bad for the 
patieut, the surgeon, and all concerned. The dis- 
advantages of carbolic acid, liowever, can be best 
seen in out-patient cliuics, whither patients cou- 
tinuallycome with the skin of their hands par boiled 
and peeling ofľ, exposíng the raw subcntaneoiis 
tissue more or less eroded by the carbolic acid which 
a kind friend has advised them to use for a slight 
cut, or burn, or abrasion, The desirability of 
ascertaining the strength of what they are usiug 
does not occur to them. They are the victims of 
popular "Listerism" in its most primitive forui. If 
the lay mind could only be made to appreciate that 
carbolic acid is always dangerons and seldom efficient 
as an antiseptic. a ereat deal of unnecessary suffer- 
ing 1 . — Boston Medkal and

" I don't thiiik." said tlie doctor, " that they 
could háve the typhoid fcver. Tliey lack the pliy- 
sical coustitiitíon and anatouiical structure." 

" Of wbat are yoii speakiiig?" I asked. 

"Oh !" exclaimed the doctor, " I forgot that you 
were not present when Ferguson and I were discuss- 
iog the subject. \Ve were talkiiig of the succulciil 
bivalve that, with seasoniug of letnou and horse- 
radish and chili-sauce, we cairy to our mouths with 
a fork and swallow with a relish. If the witty 
Eiiglishman who said 'he waa a brave man who 
fit3t swallowed an oyster' were alive tOH3ay he 
would think that his coiintrymen of the fi,n de 
siécle^ who persist in the gastronómie feat, waseven 
more courageous than the otie who perforraed the 
act, for in the tight little island the report is now 
currcnt that the Aiiierican oyster is affected with the 
typhoid fever. In P^nglaiid they are all wrought iip 
úpon the subject, and Blue-poiuts háve fallen froni 
grace while ihe Whitstable native ha.s laken its 
plače. And all this, becaiise last winter it was re- 
porlcd that soine people in Connecticut had con- 
tiacted typhoid fever from eating oysters. In one 
week of last monlh oiily two hundred barrels of 
oysters were shipped from this country to Eiigland, 
whcreas, in the correspondiiig week of a yeat ago, 



our highly-esteemed cousiiis took twelve times as 
mauy. So easy is it to get up a ' scare ! ' Why sev- 
eral years ago, when General Graut, who was known 
to be an iuveterate smoker, had lingual cancer, the 
cigár trade suffered all over the country; tlie sále of 
the weed was materially affected. But it was not 
long after the fnueral before the men were smoking 
as fnrionsly as ever. The pnblic is easíly scared, 
but it as easily recovers from íts fright. The good 
people are now eujoying a new scare on accouut of 
our old frtend lyphlitis, newly dressed in robes of 
appendicitis. I speak in these tenns, because I 
really think that the people really enjoy the excite- 
ment of guarding against and, as they think, cscap- 
ing the hidden daugers that doctors always kecp in 
store. Society always wants exciťement, society 
wiU háve excitemenl, and society is willing to pay 
for exciteinent. By 'society' I do not refer to the 
earnest workers after tnith and salaries, the people 
who live in 'flats' but the phitocrats of Michigati 
Bontevard, Dearboru Avenue aud Ashlaud Avenue 
and the aristocrats of Hyde Park and Keiisington. 
These people constitute the society of which I speak. 
Each season they mušt háve so niany weeks of 
opera and so many charity balls, but so surely as 
these thiugs mitst come, even so surely does society 
demand that tlie doctors shall provide for its enter- 
tainmcut a regular relay of pathological horrors. 
Aud the doctors are not slow to respoud, For sev- 
eral years society was riitlilessly relieved of its 
ovaries, and those delicate organs, mauy of them, 
were removed from the pelvis and placed in pickie. 
Finally, society got tired of this diversion. It is au 
actual fact, which cauie to uiy kuowledge soon after 
the occurrctice, that a gentleman drove up to the 
ofRcc of one of our leadinggynascologists — ^the man 
who was Mark Twaiu's travelliiig compauion as the 
'Doctor' in 'Innocents Abroaď— aud ou greetiiig 
him said: '"Doctor, my wife is out iu the carriage, 
aud I want you to examine her čase, but she says she 
won't come iu uuless you promise that you'll not 
remove her ovaries.' " 

"Well," contíuiied the doctor, as he shifted his 
seat and took a fresh supply of air, "promiscuous 
ovariotomy has had its day. Followíng that craze, 
irrigation of the celou for coprostasis, and irrigation 
of the stomach for a dozeu diUérent things, became 
mere iucidents in life. The orifices of the Ijody, 
those that were not sufíiciently guarded by sphinc- 
ters, came to be guarded by pitch-forks. And still 
the people cry for souiething new, aud more of that 
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samé kiud of excítement. And still tbe doctors 
coutinue to gratify them. It has come in írritatíon 
of that auatomtcal appendage that Ís as useless as 
hair on. your back, and possesses no more diguity 
than au angle-worm. Doctors háve pointed out the 
new daiiger, and society Ís enjoying the excitement 
of avertiiig ít It leiids a reál zcst of life for a 
person lo walk in ihe proud consciousness that he Ís 
daily cheating his appendix and gettiiig ahead of 
the doctor by not swallowing grape seeds. For, like 
the little boy and the pins, this is the method they 
háve adopted iu order to save their lives. Moreover, 
like lingiilar cancer and lobacco, this fad has its 
trade effect, for the fmit dealers report that it lias 
materially aflected the sále of grapes. A son of 
Slinný Italy, who keeps a fmit store on Madison 
Street, and supplies the tourist trade, telis me that 
there has been a uiarked falling off in the nnmbcr 
of baskets of grapes tiiat he sells, and he adds that 
people make the explicit statement that they are 
denying themselves the indulgence becaiise of the 
threatened danger to that portion of their auatomy 
that lies beneatli McBurney's point. Ladies, who 
wouldn't for the world say 'leg' or mentíon the 
snbject of kidneys, wíll telí to otliers the jealous 
čare they are taking of their, ah, thing-em-a-jig, 
with a Honchalance that is truly delightful ; while a 
person who has had his reiuoved aflects a snperioríty 
over the rest of mankind that ís extremely ex- 
asperating. There will soou be, I apprehend, a 
new arístocracy," conclnded the doctor, "and on 
their crest wíll be engravcd the mystic symbol: A. 
R. — appendix removed." — Nortk Amer. Jour. of 
Homaopathy.

And it might also be snggested that it re- 
quires no very great amount of leaming to know 
that diseased meat is not a wholesome article of 
diét Another commission, that on vaccinalion, has 
been sitting four or five years, and appears líkely to 
continne sitting till it talls to pieces by the natural 
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process of decay. "And in the meantime the vacci- 
nalion-act has becoiiie practícally a dead-letter in 
inatiy parts of the country, and everywhere it ís be- 
couiing more and more difficult to enforce the law 
in tbe face of the obstinate siience of the oracle for 
■whose utteraiice all are waiting." May it uot be 
that the "oracle" ís an honest one thatcamiotreport 
favorably and dare not do otherwise? 



AvoiDABLE ILLS. — " It is unnecessary to speak of 
the peniicions iufluence of excitemeiits and passioiis 
of tlie mind úpon the heallh of the body, They 
certainly can be avoided in great nieasures, if not 
always. We can becoine masters of onr anger, we 
can avoíd the occasíon for it ; by means of reason 
we can gain a less gloomy view of our sufferitigs ; 
by simplifying and limiting our wants we may di- 
ininish our cares. There are certainly few situations 
of life that inight not be improved thus." 

The foregoing siinple yet wise words are from 
Preessnilz's Manuál of Water Ciire, a book that 
caused a slir fifly years or more ago. And the words 
are true to^ay. Half our ills are the result of fret- 
ting and worrying and borrowing trouble, all of 
which are habits tliat may be easily broken. 

Vaccination CoMPLrcATiONS. — Dr. Louis Frank, 
in the Apríl nuinber of the Journal of Cttlaneous 
and Genilo-Uruhiry, Diseases treats of the "Coui- 
plication of Vaccination." These "complications" 
number twenty-two, as far as Dr. Frauk has observed, 
though probably if the remoter complications could 
be included the number would run up mnch higher. 
Nine skin diseases are inchided iu the twenty-two. 
Slil! Dr. Frank defends vaccination notwilhstanding 
the grave results that may follow it, ainong which 
he aduiits may be syphilis, leprosy and tuberculosis. 
Verily this vaccination question is a curions one, 
and wise is tlie mau who adopts "Homceopathic vac- 
cination;" i. £., takes a yearly dose of ľacdninum 
and thereby gets all the benefits of the practice and 
entírely escapes its multitudinous dangers. 



liXOGiCAL. — The logic of the "regular" or Atlo- 
pathic is curious, Here is The ZíTKi-É'/complaining, 
not that physicians practice Homceopathically, but 
that they call themselves " Honiceopaths ;" for, ac- 
cording to it, there seems to be something in that 
word that draws patients.

Hot Weathrr Hint. — Fill the pitcher with ice 
and water and set it on the center of a piece of 
paper; then gather the paper up together at the top 
and plače the ends tightly together, placing a strong 
rubber bánd around the coÍ! to hold it dose, so as to 
exclude tlie air.

I may say Ibat I joined in ordc to keepmyself dlf 
coHrant witli the progress of patbo'ogical knowlcdge, and not 
wilh aoy view of enligfatenin); ita members on any peculiar 
patfaological theories or doctrínesheidbj tbescbool orHonite- 
opathy, for I may add that our scbool bas no pccntiar patho- 
logical theories or doctrines, and Ihat the palbology we pro- 
fess is precisely Ihat taught in Ihc ordinary medical scbools. 
Šuch bciug the čase, I do not ste how my pccnliai Iherapcutic 
views should disqualify me from being a member of a patho- 
logical society which is of uo therapeutical faith. I do not 
happen to be a member of any society of generál medicine 
which has lo do with theiapeutics. the Homtcopatb societies 
proper being quile s'jfiicient for my wants. But as according 
to the confessions ofyour most emíncnt men the therapcutics 
of thenon-HomtEopathists are in amo^timperrectand ansatis- 
faclory state, I do not thiuk it would do the generál profession 
■ny harm, but probably mach good, if they had in their 
societics membets who are conversant with the reformed 
Iherapeutics of Homceopathy, As we observe tvilh amusement 
the frequent recommendations in Tiiŕ Z,ar(Cŕ/ and other medical 
períodicals, as newly-discovered remedies, of medicines that 
h»ve long been used in our school, and for precisely the saníc 
affections as they are employed in Hofflteopathy, Jt might on 
the whole be bctter that you shoutd obtaja a knowledge of 
these medicines and their Iberapeutic uses at lirst hand. from 
tbose who háve long employed them, Ihan háve thetn inlro- 
duccfl inlo your practice in the indirect and round-about 
tnanner they are at prescul.

Since corresponding with you last February regarding stone 
meal I háve been experimenting with it and am getting what 
now promises good results. I first used it with house plauts, 
and each one Ireated shows a growlh that musí háve been 
stimulaled by tbe stone. In pSanling my garden — which is 
sandy and leacbes very badly — everylhiug was planted 
in rows with the meal aud phospbsle altemating, 
and bI tbis dale peas, onions, leltuce and radisbes 
show a growth that to my mind leaves no doubt of 
the valne In thi.i rock. We never raised better radishes and 
lettuce than we are enjoying, grown over stone meal. Our 
farmers are auxiously watcbing Ibe reanlta. Many of them 
bave had samples to test. There ís a terrible nted here of 
sometbiug of the kiud. We ateon a ridge, and all wash isgo- 
iug from ns with the farms growing poorer each year, not- 
withstauding the enormous sums paid for phospbates. If tbe 
promise of now be fulfilled at ihe end of the season it seems 
to me it would be almost criminal not to use ÍI here on a 
large scale.

Vaccination that Protects. — Dr. L. Hoopes, of 
West Ch ester, Pa., in Júne Homa'opathic Physiciati^ 
contributes bís testimony on the vaccination ques- 
tíou and also incidentally quotes some testimony of 
value on that vexed question. It is that of tbree 
allopatbic physicians who, in a very fatal smallpox 
epidémie tu whicb their usual medicines did no 
good towards curíng, prescríbed a dilution of the 
vinis, and witb that their patients made rapid re- 
covery.

Running Hither and Thither. — A Russian pro- 
fessor has beeii taking great troiible lo determine 
the valne of germs in assisting tbe body to perforra 
íLs natiiral functions. He fed animals on food tbat 
had beeu earefnlly sterilized and compelled theiu to 
breathe germless air. The experiment proved that 
the presence of microbes is necessary to digeslion. 
The animals soon sbowed the eflect of deprivation. 
First they began to droop, tlien lost their appetite, 
and finally -weakened and died, It was ŕound that 
the food simply would not assímilate wlien the 
microbes were absent. This serieš of experiments 
has been extended to the vegetable world. It is now 
proved that certain plauts cau only assítnilate tlie 
nitrogen whích is necessary to their growth through 
the action of the microbes that live at their roots, —

Germ Theory Played Out. — We háve reared a 
great scieiice, and are now endeavoring to tear it 
down with our own hands! Germs snrround us 
everywhere. If we believe that infections diseases 
are caused by germs, prophylaxis l>ecomes impracti- 
cable. We háve plenty of remedies for the reliéf of 
disease, but iione that will effectively kill germs, A 
belief in germ infection leads natnrally to medical 
aiiarchy. We cannot prevent infection, becanse we 
cannot get a corner on germs. We cannot reheve 
the conditions they produce, becanse, in order to 
destroy the germs, we mušt injure the vitality of the 
tissues. 

What shall be done? One mistake entangles us 
in an intricate web of error. The fad treatment of 
infections diseases follows germ pathology as natnr- 
ally as night follows day. It is an open declaration 
of the impolence of medical science. It says: We 
cannot prevent disease, neither can we cure it. We 
mitst leave ít all to natnre. No, not all, that would 
leave iis without occiipation ; we cannot afford that. 
So, withont regard to law or logic, the deluded 
scientists who promulgated the germ theory háve 
evolved a therapy which can scarce escape a chilďs 
penetration. 



Tlie reaction will conie, "Tntth cnished lo earth 
shall rise again." Repeatedly glowing reports from 
the samé source háve been heralded throughout this 
country. And what has become of them ? The 
mottuary statistics of American hospitals can telí us 
something accurate about them — something that 
will flush the cheek with shame at the rash crednlity 
which eagerly accepted the statements of a few self- 
constituted anthorities and covered its mistakes with 
gravestones. 

Did we never relieve disease before the rise of 
germs and their so-called antidotes? We did, and a 
coniparison of death statistics will show, allowing 
for the vast improvement in sanitation, a better per- 
centage then thau now. Are we going to give up 
our tried and triLSted friends, the medicines we know 
all about, which háve wrought many cures in our 
hands and iucidentally brought reputation and suc- 
cess, for the foreign pottages that háve only the ele- 
ment of novelty to recommend them? Well, hardly! 
We are goíug to demonstrate that experifiue has 
tanght us something; that, althought a young and 
enthusiastic nation, we are not to be successfuUy and 
cantiiiiiously imposed úpon. America has been a 
sort of fairy's-pnrse for foreign financiers, a favorite 
field for investments of the bubble natnre ; but that 
is histary.— Medical Brief.

If tbey íaU into 
tbe bands of a fellow who&e motto is " Medicíne is Business," 
he will hnmor their error, and ayatematically or locally, pre- 
teud to treat this little symptóm until sonie honest maii will 
brush the morbid fear away with a laugb. We ate glad to 
believe the ophthalmic tricksters ace few and tbe honest men 
are niaay, but we are sorry to be compelled lo coufeM that the 
few sueaks do ezisL And tbey are múch better kiionn thau 
they tbeoiselves suppose. Hospital posilioos, ioag tails to 
namea, even profeasorships, do not bide the facts or lesson tbe 
disgrace. Patieats will travel aud will laik — sometimes malic- 
iouslj, sometimes crrorfully, but sometimes also trutbfuliy.

INFLAMMATION OF THE KNEE-JOINT. 

Mrs. Chr. S., aged 42 years, a tall lady of dark 
complexion and stoopíng carriage of body, carae 
under my treatment on August 21, 1894, owing to 
pains and swellíng in the right knee-joint 

Some month s before she had becoine aífected 
with violeut pains and inability to walk; the swell- 
ing had fonned gradnally, first accompanied with 
redness of the skin, then with unchanged color. 
The treatment so far, ice and massage, had been 
without resulL Examination showed quite a con- 
siderable serious effusion in the knee-joint; above 
the patella the diťference of measure betweeu tlie 
swollen knee and the sound knee amounted to 2^ 
centimetres. Walking was very troublesome, stand- 
ing inipossible. The generál state of health left 
múch to be desired. Al nighi there occasíonally 
appeared violent pains and stitches; lying under the 
feather-bed aggravaled the symptoms ; she had also 
to rise several times at night for micturition. The 
stool was varying. The urine at times showed a 
considerable sediment of urates. The aibnents were 



aggravaled in wel ivealker. When a child Mrs. S. 
had had glandular Iroubles. I prescríbed Sulphur 
30, a dose of pellets every fifth day. On the 23d of 
September the generál state of health was reported 
as múch improved ; the violent pains had not 
appeared of late, only rarely at night; the swelling 
had decreased, but the limbs still grew tired too 
easily from walking. I ordered Sulphur 200, every 
week a dose of five pellets. On the 5th of Novem- 
ber considerable improvement was reported; the 
swelling could hardly be noticed uow, and the 
troubles only appeared after standing for some time. 
Prescription : the samé. In a letter of December 
20th, 1894, the patient reported herself as fuUy 
recovered, and she has remained so to this day. — 
Dr. Wassily, in Allg. kom. Zeil. 



ZiNCUM AND Sľ-^RLET Fever. — In the year 1852- 
3 there pievailed in and aronnd Leipsic a malignaut 
epidémie of scar latina. It was the smoolk scarlatina, 
for which Belladonna was found by Hahnemann to 
be specific. Now there were also in this epidemy 
quite simiiar and just as dangerous cerebral compli- 
cations, as Meyer describes for us in his article, 
" Scarlet Fever and Zincum." Since all other reme- 
dies left him in the lurch, and he had even fatal cases 
tolament, he was induced by Elb's experience to use 
Zincttm. We briefly quote one of his cases; A well- 
nourished, somewhat scrofiilous little girl of two 
and one-half years, who had never before been ill, 
fell sick on the 8th of February, 1853, of violent 
fever with other symptoms which, as two of the 
children of the family were already down with scarlet 
fever, also índicated scarlet fever. On the 9th in the 
morning she received Belladonna. In the evening 
her state was unchanged, the child had not slept 
during the daj', had cried múch. There was 110 
trace of the exanthema. At n at night convul- 
sions had appeared. She had slept shortly before for 
a few minntes, but awoke with livilching of Ihe ex- 
IremitieSy which still continned ; now and then there 
were snccessive impulses throughout Ihe whole body 
wilk gnashing of Ihe leelh; at the samé time she 
would utter a slarlling cry wilh qnile an allered 
voice ; her eyes were half closed; face now pale and 
siinken, somewhat distorted ; forehead covered with 
cold, clammy sweat; skin ralker cool anä dry; pulse 
very small, could be compressed away and could 
hardly be counted ; respiration short aud quick, but 
free from rhonchus ; invouintary urhialion and some 
liquid slooL I gave at once Zinc. tnet.^ two grains 
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every two hours. Toward morning these symptoras 
dimiaíshed; in the afternoon she slept some, and 
now the reti spots began to appear on lier face and 
neck, and on the following day the eniptíon was oiit 
all over the whole body, and from now it had its 
regiilar coiirse nnder Belladonna. Dnring the de- 
squamation, however, in conquence of a cold, a state 
appeared again very similar to that before the out- 
break, only that an cedematous swelling appeared 
on the ankles. After two doses of Zincum there 
was an evident abalement and soon a profuse perspi- 
ratíon, followed soon after by a perfect recovery. — 
Gerstel. 



As rr Shocld Be. — At a recent election in the 
Canton of Berne, Switzerland, a vote was taken on 
compulsory vaccination, at which the anti-vaccinists 
cast 26,238 votes, against 24,543 '" favor of cora- 
pulsion. This abolishes compulsory vaccination, 
but leaves those who believe in it the privilege to 
be vaccinated as often as they wbh. This is as it 
shonld be, and is the only way in which a law 
should be decided under a repnblican form of gov- 
ernment. — TIk Medical Tribúne. 



FäIíacIES, — " We háve attributed the conveyance 
of the tubetcle bacili i to every couceivable sonrce. 
We háve attributed its conveyance even to our drink- 
ing water, to milk, to nieats, and even to our daily 
brcad and biilter (in all of which they háve been 
discovered) as the médium by which consumption is 
cominunicated ; but we don't know that anyoue has 
ever contracted or acqiiired the disease in any of 
the three ways. Hence our fallacy. 

"Our faults (our fallacies), sometimes like society, 
dwell too múch in the fashions of the day, too often 
so, to the detriment of our profession, and more so 
to the damage doue our patients. It was not long 
since a fashion to bleed, to purge, and deplete our 
patients in the hope, I presume, to evacuate the 
poison which was in the systém, and thereby cure 
the palient. But we don't know now why we did it. 
It now apparently isthe fashion to attribute the cause 
of all infectious diseases to microscopical life, the 
bacilH." — Dr. W. H. Dukeman^ Charlotte Med. 
Journal.

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Influence of States on the Body. — Professor 
Gates, of the Smitlisoaiau, claiius to bave discovered 
that feeiing, or mt-nta! conditíons and states, pro- 
duce cheinical products that are harmful or bene- 
Bcial — hartnful, if the products are the result of bad 
feelings, šuch as hate, envy, malice, fear, etc, and 
benefícia] if the result of amiabie feelings and good 
States. Tbese bcings, or mabgnant products, are 
discovered by cheinical aualysis of the perspíration 
and secretions of anyone under tlie influence of good 
or bad feelings. Just what use can be made of this 
discovery, if it be a discovery, cannot be foreseen at 
present Hoinoeopalby has always paid close atten- 
tion to the mental conditíons and states of its 
patieats, as ihese are largely the guide in correct 
prescribing. Small wits háve often niade merry 
over this, and within a year two verv prominent 
Allopatbic journals háve paid especial atteutJon to 
this feature of Horaceopatby.ridiculing and scorning 
the " foolish "or " knavish " hotnceopaths who clainied 
that diflerent mental states called for diffcrent drugs, 
or guided in the selection of them. 

Aside from this point of view the discovery onght 
to warn people not to cherish blact hearts — hearts 
black with liate of sonie one, env>', spite, revenge, 
malice and all that brood, for each of these feelings 
is a positive physical injury. Anyone can see this 
is so in the more violent outbreaks, bjlh in one's 
self and in otbers. wben. throiigh passion, self-conlrol 
is losí, Better put away all this evil brood, and if 
if you cannot love your enemy, forget him. 



Another Failare. — If the American Cultivalor 
and other agricultural journals raay be believed the 
"tubercnlin test" for consumptíou, or tuberculosis, 
is a sorry failure, Tubcrculin started on its career 
by endeavoring to curc human consumptíves, bnt 
after hastening the death of an unknown number 
this career was reluctantly terminated. Then some 
"scientific " enthusiast advanced the theory that as 
human consumptives "reacted," /. ť., became hot 
and feverish when the poison was injected, why 
here was a dead-snre test for tubcrculosb in cows. 
The suggestion was adopted at once, with a hnrrah 
— it was so scientific! Newspapeis, and veteri- 
nariaus and scientific folk generally went into it 
and "demauded" that all cows be subjected to the 
test "for the benefit of the pnblic health." Govern- 
ment fell in as far as it was abie. and an enormoits 
Dtimber of valuable and healthy cows bave been 
sacrificed to the practice, a practice wbich has about 
as niuch true science in it as may be found in the 
grimaces of an Afričan voudoo man. Cows háve 
had the poison injected into their blood, háve 
"reacted," been slaughtered, examined and found to 
be sound in every organ. "Ah ! but they had the 
gťrmsQÍ the disease in them," exclaims the tuber- 
culin scientists, They cannot prove it, and no one 
can disprove it Bnt now, according to the CuUt- 
valor, coine many cases of cows that háve the State 
brand on them, which brand raeans that they háve 
been officially tested with tubercnlin and are free 
from tuberculosis, yel, in a few weeks, ttiey break 
out in running sores, die and are found to be dis- 
eased tbroughout, and the disease is tuberculosis in 
ts worst form. To cases of this sort the tubercnlin 
gentlemen háve nothing to say, If the cow was 
tuberculoiis when they put the State brand on her 
then their test is a most arrant fraud and ought to 
be abolished ; if the cow was not tuberculous when 
they branded her then the tuberculin they injected 
was the cause of her death. From any point of view, 
it is clear that the sooner this folly is abandoned the 
better it will be for the public health, and the tax- 
payer's pockets. 
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Want Äuthority. — The Allopatliic doctors of 
England lust for power over iiien who hold difľeriiig 
inedical views from their own, with the samé lust 
that aiiiniates our AiDcrican AUopaths. The Eng- 
tish AUopaths are appealiiig to governinent for 
"authoiity" to "control" their rivals evea as do our 
own. Nothing more disastrous could happen to a 
nation and to medtcal science thao to give these 
iiieu the power they so eagerly seek. Once they 
said that not to bleed the sick was to be giiilty of 
iiidirect miirder; suppose the iiien who so savagely 
asserled this had had the power to euibrce their 
opinions! Another great one, šuch as would sit in 
the iuner council if government gives the asked for 
power, oiice asserted that anyoue who attempted to 
remove an ovarian tumor "shouM be indicted for 
manslaughter." As a matter of fact, had sneh power 
been given them in the pást medicíne would 
háve reraained a stationery and a dead science. Give 
them the power to-day, and just so far as that power 
can be euforced just so far will the science of medi- 
cíne be paralyzed. Knowledge is more abundant to- 
day than it was in the day that Harvey discovered 
the circulatíon of the blood, but human náture 
is the sanie. The doctors of that daysloued Harvey 
out of their caaip. The nien of to-day say " we 
wouldn't has'e done it," but should another arise 
with a discovery as startling, and as difficult lo prove 
to the bnllheaded as was Harvey's, he would in- 
evitably be stoned and treated as a críniinal if the 
power were given his opponents. The world needs 
less not more legislation on things medical. 



Women, AUopathy and Hornaopathy. — At the 
samé meetiug (British Medical Association) in which 
"äuthority" over "irregulars" was asked, the presí- 
dent iii his address got off the following : 

" llomceopatky still, like a belated ghosl, baunts tbe dawa 
orscieatiGc medicíne, and men are still fountt who wear its 
doclrines as a cloak for ignoraoce. or flauul tliem as an attrac- 
tion for Ihe more roolíah and credulous of the oid ladies of 
Ifoth senes." 

Certainly, woraen always háve been the friends of 
Homceopathy, and for the reasoii for this, and for a 
reply to the above specimen of Allopathic bitterness, 
we liave to go uo further than the address from 
which it is qiioted. The following is from saine ad- 
dress, and is an overwhelining argument for Homce- 
opathy : 

" I.ooking back ou forty years of gyniecological practíce, I 
can recollect wllat has bccu termed a cra/e for iuHammation 
and ulceralion of llie os and cervix uteri. During ils preva- 
leuce it w^is siiid of some devotees tbat ĽVcry womanofa 



household was apt to be regarded as sufferíng front these 
afTections, and locally treated accordingly. Staortly sfter- 
wards came a brief and Dot very creditable periód wben 'c1i> 
torictectomy ' was strongly advocated as a remedy fornumerous 
ilU. Tbis, fortuuately. had a very timited currency. and was 
speedily abaudoned. Theu followed a tíme in which displace- 
ment of the nlerus beld Ibe fieid, and every backache. every 
pelvic discomfort, every generál ueurosis was attríbuted to 
mechanical causea, and mu« needs be treated by uteriue 
pessaries. Again, we háve an epoch when oophorectomy or 
castratioii of women was not only recommended and largely 
practiced as a means of restraining baeniorrhRge in bleeding 
Rhroidíi, but also as a remedy for certain fortns of neurosis 
eveii wben tbe ovaries were healthy or not seriously diseased. 
Bre long it was discovered that removing tbc ovaries for 
neurosis, even if safely Hccomplished so far as lífe was cou* 
cerued, besides unseiing tbe women, was frequently followed 
by more severe nervous peuaJties Iban tbose for wbicb ít had 
been used as a remedy; Ihat, in fact, it oftea entailed a loss of 
luental equilibrium, and sometimes ended in iosdníty. 

" Close apon tbis. again, came an ardor for stitcbing up 
reuts in the cervix uteri following childbirth, renta which were 
descňbed as producing many hitherto unknown evils, aud 
frequently collductiug to the establishment of maliguant dis- 
ease. One votary of this praclice boasled of having detected 
and opcraled ou iu a short periód no fewer than 300 or 400 
cases wbich he had found in examining 900 women. Sureljŕ 
here was a marked illustratiou of the nimia diligŕnlia. No 
šuch experience, so far as I know, has beeo chronicled by any 
other aut h or. 

" Lastly. we háve had what has been described as au epi- 
dcniic of operalions for cxcision of Ihe uterine appendages; 
aud even now, altbough this opcratíon has but reccBtly come 
into vogue, I see there is a reactiou agaíust its loo frequent 
performance, and a demand iu its plače for more conservative 
methods which shall leave these partsof the generative systém 
a chance of still performiug their importaut functious. Tbese 
reclamations come especially from across the Atlantic, where 
one of their most sagacíous wriLers characlerizcil tbe ardor 
for operalions as akin to tbe cxcilemeut of fox hunting, and 
has implored his -brethreu in tteating diseases of women to 
recollect that their palien ta háve other organs than those in 
their pelvis." 

Is it any wonder that women instinctively turn 
to Homceopathy from šuch practices as that? 

But things are better uow, some one inay exclaiui. 
By no means, if published reports in the medical and 
lay press may be believed the cutting goes on more 
merrily thau ever, and iu the mean time the Law 
of Cure, Homceopathy, is sneered at by these men 
who seek all power iu medicíne with one voicc, and 
then coufess their utter inipotence for ciuring any- 
thiug with another. 



Logically Correct. — Tbe uproar that is uiade by 
the medical and lay press over "germs " and con- 
tagion is bcaring its logical fruiL A man on the 
borders of Arkansas with smallpox was expelled 
from the State by the health authoritics. The 
health authorities in Mississippi would not let him 
laud on their side of the river. As the poor fellow 
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could iiot stay on the river, and attempted to evade 
tlie quarantine and coine ashore, tliey euded tlie 
matter by shootíng him to death. Disease is a good 
deal like "sio" — if yoii are free from it you háve 
but Httle to feai from otbera. There is no use in 
needlessly exposing one's self to it, but tbere is no 
sense in tbe silly hysterics indulged in by sinall 
towns in refusing alt communication with neighbor- 
ing towns that happen to háve a few cases of sinall- 
pox or otber so-called contagions diseases in their 
borders. 



Cause of Cholera. — Discussing the question of 
whetber we are to háve any inore epidemics of 
cholera in tliis country, Dr. Biirrall {.\ffd. Recorď) 
seems to leave off where he began ; that is to say, he 
does not know, What he does know on tbe subject 
is curÍous;he says: "Cholera is not regarded as 
contagions in the exact sense of tbe word, but the 
germ taken within the body, as by food or water, 
originates ibe diseaí*," etc. Like the dove from the 
Ark seeking dry land, science flies to and fro, finding 
none but, ever and anon, resting on some äoating 
fancy like the "germ theory," not in íts heart be- 
lieving itself on dry land, but simply to rest a bit. 
The "germ" in Dr. Bunalľs eyes is the canse of 
cholera, and he advances it as somethiiig fixed— as 
dr>' land. Yet two years ago, Pettenkoffer and 
several others deliberately swallowed millions of these 
"gernis," and not one of the expeiimenters had 
cholera, yet the gernis caine direct from the cholera 
patients of Hamburg ! Up ! and away ! gentle dove, 
for you are roosting over deep water. 



Superstitions. — The hold that antiquated vacci- 
nation has on ihe State — the people are wiser for 
the majority would not submit if left in freedoin — is 
shown by ihe fact that in Sweden you cannot marry 
unlil you and your bride cau sbow a certificate of 
vaccination. A recent London letter says that 
"smallpox continues to spread,"and the letter writer 
maintains it is because the people are not vaccinated 
enough. This reminds one of the days when if a 
nian fell sick they bied bim, if he did not get well 
immediately they bied him again, and continued the 
operation until he died. Originally, Jenner satd one 
vaccination would protect for a lifetime, and in a 
few yeais smallpox would be a disease known only 
in hbtory, then he modified his views and said that 
every seven years was the right tbing, then every 
year. \Ve háve had nearly a century of the rite,

Very Disastrous Operation for Piles. — The Co- 
lunibiis Medica! Journal has obtained reports of two 
huudred disastrous operations for piles (Whitebead 
operation). The ills resulting from the operations 
are summarized as follows: 

" Loss of the special seuse by whicli the patient shonid be 
warned cf a coming evacualion and euabled to prepare for it, 
eight cases; iucoatinence of flatus and teces, twent}' tbtee 
cases: paralysis oFlhe sphincter, four cases, chránič inflamma- 
tion of the rectam. one čase; failure of union of Ihe wound b; 
first intecition, with retraction of the edges of Ihe wound forni- 
iug a contracting tubular ulcer with stricture, nine cases; 
other ulcers. two cases; iiritable and painful anas, twelve 
cases; eyersion of the mucous membráne, four cases; ncuralgia 
of Ihe pelvis and inferior eitremílies, Iwo cases; generál nen- 
rasthenia, one čase; fatal perítonitis, one čase; non-fatal septic 
results. five cases; fistula in ano, one caae; repotted as having 
had results nithont accurate description, one hundred and 
twenly-sevell cases; total, two hundred." 

It is strange that men will go on cutting ont piles 
when nineteen cases out of twenty inay be aired by 
the tise of Aíiculus or Hamamelis, suppositories or 
ointments. It is rare, indeed, to find a čase of piles 
which one of these two remedies will not positively 
cure or give great reliéf. Hamamelis is called for in 
profusely bleeding piles, and .-Esculus in cases where 
the bleeding is not very marked. 



Fig Syrup. — The company that owus the widely 
advertised "California Syrnp of Figs" recently sued 
a western house that put a "fig syrup" on tbe 
market for infringemeot on the trade uaine of their 
preparation. During the trial the composition of 
"California Syrup of Figs" was made known; itcon- 
sists of "nine-twentieths syrup of figs, ten-twentieths 
fluid extract of senná, and one-twentieth a mixture 
of rochelle salls, aromatics and water." The decision 
of the court was against the California Co., tlie conrt 
holding that the law "will not lend its aid to foster 
this delusion of ihe pnblic or countenance šuch de- 
ceit." Senná is one of the oldest knowu purgalivcs.

woiulcrful siiccess of the trcatineut in that fell disease, 
cliulťta, and was thus led to exainine aud experiment 
for lnm.<ieir. As regards the small doses, he ex- 
plained that, just as any external organ, when iii- 
flanicd, is aciitely sensitive, and feels sharply that 
wliich, wlicn in heallh, would be unfelt and un-

the casc in the ordinary method of treatinent. I 
thercfore continued to accept this treatnienl, and 
háve done so ever siuce for inyself and fainily. I 
háve thus had ample opportuníty of watching its 
efTeet in various diseases from childhood to manhood 
aud womanhood — incUidiug typhoid and rheumatic

ALCOHOL AND ÓPIUM. 

I Qotice in the September uumber of the Homceopathic 
Envov a clipping froni the Medicat News, as follows: "Alco- 
hol, in spite of the evil it does, has certain uses. and is 
steadily winning its way baclt to the table of our educated 
classes. • * ■ And now even a royal commission has as- 
serted that tbe use of opium by tbe iuhabitants of Indía has 
a rational liygieiiic basís, and ís uot merely one of the ' hor- 
rors of beatbeliism.' " 

If alcohol has any uses that cannot be obtained bj other 
barmless agenta I háve never been able to díucover tbem, 
although I bave givcn tbe subject an Impartial investigatjon. 

" If Ihe educated classes " would bear in mind the experi- 
menls made by Dr. Ricbardsou, of London, forty or fífty 
years ago they would expel alcobol from tbeir sideboards and 
tables. He found that by taking au ouuce of braudy. and re- 
pcat it erery hour, he eould increase hís pulse from fifty to 
&iity beats per minuté abovc tbc normál, while his tempera- 
lure WBS lowered balf a degree below the normál, thus 
showing that while his pulse and ncrvous systeu were being 
cxciled to BD abnornuil pilch be wan tilowly dying, as wbs 
showQ by the fall ol hiM tcmpcraturc; or, in otber words, the 
experimeut showcd that the brnnity wbh an organic depressant 



inslead of a sliniutant. A reál stin 
orgauic functiou, which alcohol doe 
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that if the people ouly knew these facts they 
wonld discard alcoholic líquors in e very form. It ís a great 
mystery to me why the medical profession will continue lo 
prcscribe alcohol when we háve other agcnts Ihat cau také its 
plače, and are free from tlie dauger and evil effects of alcohol. 

The use of alcohol coagulatea the albumeu of the brain, 
and thus by hardeniug that organ iufautsandchildren become 
feeble minded aud aduUs become imbcciles in proportlon to 
the amount they consume. 

Opium has a similar eíFect npon the brain as that of alcohol, 
and bence the royal commission dld not know what it was 
talking about when it said " that the use of opium by the 
inhabitants of India has a rational bygicuíc basis." 

After a careful scieutific test of the effecls of alcohol and 
opium on the systém, as shown by Dr. Richardson and otbers, 
no one can truthfully say that they are harmlcss. Neitber 
are consumed by digestion, and niny be detetted in the breath 
and tissues, hence tbeir delelerious effects may be traced to and 
úpon the vital organs, 

If we také two glasses of albumen, and add a solution of 
morphine to one. and alcobol to the other, we notice thal the 
conlents of both glasses are coagulated. thus showing tbeir 
efiects úpon the albutnen of tbc brain. By hardening the 
brain both wil! gradually lessen tbc force of roenlality, and 
as a rule thoae who habitually nse them can never reach that 
high Standard of intellectuality that they could háve attained 
if they had never used either. The fiual result will be im- 
becility and deatb from tbeir continued use. 

I know from an eiperieuce of over thlrty.sii years' praclice 
that patients, and all otbers, are far belter olT witbout alcobol. 
I bave never prescribed it in my practice as loug as there was 
any hope of the patienťs recoverj-, The only benefit I bave

When a honioeopath tells me that be cannot get along witb- 
out a hypodermic syringe and alcohol, then I know that he is 
not well versed in the matéria medica ; I čare not what bis 
pretensions are to medical lore. I might forgive bim if he

I am aware tbat I am looked úpon as a crauk on tbis snb- 
ject. I am, however, proud of the title, for the world is kept 
moving by crauks. I bave the satiafaction of knowing tbat 
my practice has been sneh that I háve never made an opium 
ester or a druukard, aud 1 bave never killed anyone by hypo- 
dermic infectiou, for I háve never giveu one in my life.

We headed our clipping from the News "Ups and 
Downs," aiid put it in to show the ever iiuctnating 
views in the medical world ontside of Homosopathy, 
The Envoy is not open to discuss the various 
"problems" that ever and anon agitate parts of the 
world, but it may not be araiss here to state that in 
our opinion the root of all the ills undoubtedly 
associated with alcoholic drinks lies rather in the 
individual than in the materiál produced by fermen- 
tation or distillation. lu other words, it is excess 
that causes the injury, and the catise of the excess 
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rests in tlie person committing it. As a matter of 
undisputable fact, man, with verv few exceptioiis, 
from tlie days of Noah dowu to tbe preseut day, has 
used some fomi of stimulant, or narcotic, and it 
seems a Htlle tmreasonable to berate these for the 
eviis they produce wheu iised to excess. Tea, coSee 
and even the best food used to excess will produce 
physical ilts quite as ba-;, though not so disagreeable 
to the sight, as alcoholic drínks. In fact, excess in 
abstíneuce, paradoxical as it appears, seems to cause 
physical degeneratiou. There is a curious collec- 
Eion of figures takeii from the reportof a comuiittee 
appointed in England some years ago to investigate 
the effects of alcoholic driiiks on the physical sys- 
tém, that ever and auon appear in the daíly papers, 
here and there, which figures are, it is said, cou- 
firmed by the life insurauce compauies of that 
countrj, that at least seem to confirm the statement 
that excessive abstiuence is a physical evil. With- 
ont goiiig inlo detail, we iiiay state that these figures, 
based on itiany thousand cates, show that the tem- 
perate nseis of alcoholic drinks live longest; careless 
driiikers, who will driuk rather freely though not 
to intoxication at oue ttme and then stop for awhile 
— we shouid judge that they were those who drink 
for companiouship sake and not for the love of 
liquor — come next; drunkards follow these, and the 
total abstaiuers are at the foot oí the list with the 
shortest lives. 

Anytking in the world may be carried to šuch ex- 
cess as to be an evil, aud true reform can only be 
advanced as this truth is recognized. 



Thk DisEasES of the LtVEK. — ^Jaundice, Gall- 
stones, Enlargeraent, Tumors and Cancer and their 
treatment. By J. Compton Burnett, M. D. Second, 
revised and enlarged editiou, 244 pages.

Everj' victim of liver shouid read this book, be- 
cause, in its pages, he may find means for reliéf 
from those horrors that always accompany diseases 
located in the hepatic región. The first edition was 
uiiusually popular and the second shouid be more 
so, for it is enlarged by the addition of fifty-eight 
pages of uew matter. Dr. Burnett is a firm believer 
in Homceopathy, but be also believes in extending 
the great law in new fields — in this book, especially 
in the domain of whal he terms "organ remedies." 
An "organ reinedy" is one that has a direct action 
on some parliciilaT organ of the body. In this book 



he has gathered the organ remedies of the liver — a 
dozen or more — described their use and the indica- 
tious calling for them, at the samé time illustrating 
their action by numerous clinical cases. Here is 
one of them : 

A lad J o.' seventy, stout and givea to veiy little exetcise, 
cBHie under my observatiou, and on examtnation I Tonn'! ber 
severe aud ftequenl right-5ided paioa were due lo b swelled 
liver, whicľh was tender ou pressure. Skin and conjuuctivíe 
sabicteríc, motions containiug but very little bile; nríae, on 
the coDtrary. loaded with jt. She was at the seaside, aud thU 
it was, slie said, that had npset her líver. Tougoe coated, 
giddy, low spiríted, pulse iDtermittent, iosomnia. lethargic, 
loss of Bppelite, feai of deatb. 

Chelidoniatn tnajus, m small materiál doses, resulted in 
complete recovery in teu days, when she retunied horne with 
H regular pulse, clear eyes and slcin, aud all the functions nor- 
mál, aud very decidedly ofopinion that lífe, even at seventy 
years of age, is nol at all a bad thing. 

It may be stated here, that the dose of an organ 
remedy like ChelidoMium is from one to five drops 
of tlie inother tincture. Elsewheie he says: 

I might telí of a lady who had severe and loog lasting jauu- 
dice, and who was speedily cured by Chelidonium, and of a 
notable nnmber of other cases of liver affectians cnred by it, 
but it is needless. Wbat I háve atready narraled will suSce. 
But this is by no means the only remedy for liver 
ills, though, perhaps, the greatesL Among others 
treated of in the book, and not in routine practice, 
are: Bellis per., Brassua mur., Carduus mar., 
Chelone glalira, Choleslčríriy Euonymin, Helianthus 
annus, Leplaadra l'ťr., Myrka cer., and raany 
others. The book is printed on very fine paper, 
making it a delight to read it. 



OLrvK OlL AND Its Uses. — Prof. Locke recom- 
mends the daily use of olive oil to lead workers, and 
as a substitute for cod liver oil in phthisis pulmou- 
alis where there is colliquative sweating and when 
it can be digested by them. 

Olive oi! shouid become a prominent part of the 
diel of a patient who is below par as far as physical 
heat is concerned. U can be used freely and often 
úpon salads, and as a dressing for tomatoes and sar- 
dines. Vinegar can be eaten with it Pickied 
olives can be substituted for other pickles úpon the 
bili of fare of the individual whose aihnent demaiids 
that he lake a fatt)' diét. Olive oil occupies a 
prominent plače as a local appiicatiou to bites and 
stings of insects, as a lubricaut for instruments, etc, 
and as an antidole to corroding poisons. 

One cannot exercise too múch čare in the pur- 
chase of olive oil, as so múch of the article in the 
inarket is adulterated, or compounded of other oils, 
šuch as cotton-sced, etc. If you are not a judge, buy 
of a dniggist upon whose word you can rely. — 
Edeclic Medical Journal. 
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
